ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen oe the City Couxcil: 

We have been chosen by our fellow citizens 
to administer the affairs of our city for the munic- 
ipal year of 1879. Those of the Council, who 
are again called upon to serve, may justly feel 
honored for the confidence placed in them, and 
this feeling should he an incentive for more earnest 

endeavors in the future to fulfil with fidelity the 
trust imposed upon them ; and may it be the 
purpose of' each member of the City Council of 
the present year to render such service as true 
economy and needed reform shall require for the 
welfare of our city. • The continued depression of 
business in all its branches, will seem to make it 
one of our first duties to lighten, as far as pos- 
sible, the burdens of the tax-payers under which 
they are laboring. I will now place before you

some of the expenditures of the different depart- 
ments, and offer a few suggestions for your con- 
sideration. 


SCHOOLS AXD SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

In a popular government like our own, in 
which the people make the laws and regulate and 
control the whole machinery of government, uni- 
versal education is of the highest importance. And 
that the blessings of education may be enjoyed by 
every child in the community, however humble his 
condition, it is wisely provided that the support of 
our common schools should be borne by the property 
of individuals, and not by a special school tax. 

The amount annually appropriated for educa- 
tional purposes averages nearly one-fourth of the 
whole appropriation made by the city. Whether 
or not the expenditures in this department can be 
lessened, is a question which properly belongs to 
the School Committee to determine. During the 
past year a school house for primaries has been 
erected on School street, at an expense of $6,437.45, 
supplying a want which has been felt for some 
time in that locality. 

The Mann School building has been repaired, 
and better accommodations, in many respects, fur- 
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nished. There seems to be a demand for a 
building for the use of primary schools in the 
vicinity of the Bleacliery, and I would refer you 
to the report made to the Council of last year by 
the Committee on School Houses. A building was 
purchased for an evening school in Centralville, at 
a cost of two hundred dollars, the land on which 
it stands having been leased for a term of years 
at the nominal sum of twenty dollars per year. 

Two new primaries have been opened in Ward 
Four, one in the Howard street building, and the 
other in the Dover street house, the school on 
Grand street having been transferred to the former, 
and the property sold. A primary school, desig- 
nated as Humber One, is occupying a portion of 
a tenement block owned by the city on Kirk street, 
and the School house on Paige street is found 
insufficient for the accommodation of the number 
of pupils attending this school. It would seem 
advisable to sell the block on Kirk street, and 
devote the proceeds to the erection of a suitable 
building in that locality. 

The Reform School, located at the Citv Farm, 
under the care of Mr. William A. Lang, is in a 
flourishing condition. The City Charter provides 
that the School Committee shall exercise the same

supervision and control over any institution of in- 
struction or house of reformation established by the 
City Council, as they are by law required to ex- 
ercise over the public schools, as far as practicable. 
The support of the children of the Reform School, 
and the salary of the teacher, are charged to the 
appropriation for disbursement by the Overseers of 
the Poor. Should the School Committee elect the 
teacher, the salary must be paid from the school 
fund, and as there seems to be a conflict of au- 
thority, I would suggest the propriety of petition- 
ing the General Court to have this clause of the 
Charter repealed. 

The total expenditure for schools for the past 
year was $127,048.33, and for school houses, 
$14,081.41. • 


PUBLIC BUILDUSTCS. 

The expenditures in this department for the 
past year were much smaller than for the year 
previous, no new buildings having been erected. 

The City Government building has been reno- 
vated and the office of the Water Board transferred 
to the same, thereby better accommodating the 
public. 

"With the improvements and alterations made

to the building, it will answer the purposes of the 
city for many years. 

Owing to the disbandment of two of our local 
military companies, .the armories occupied by them 
are now vacant, which, with the hall above, should 
be made a source of revenue to the city. 

It will be necessary to make an appropriation 
for repairs the present year. 


streets. 


The expenditures in this department cannot, to 
a very great extent, be diminished, as the safety 
and convenience which arises from having streets 
and sidewalks kept in good condition is appreciated 
by every citizen. I would recommend the relaying 
of a part of the paving of East Merrimack street 
from the Concord river bridge to Fayette street. 
The wooden paving on the same street, and of 
Central bridge, needs repairing, and it may be found 
necessary to repave them. 

From experience and observation, I am con- 
vinced that a large majority of the tax-payers are 
opposed to the use of the wooden paving, it having 
proven expensive and unsatisfactory. I would also 
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recommend the relaying of the paving of Central 
street, from Merrimack to Market streets. 

In the laying out and accepting of streets, 
considerable expense might be avoided by refusing 
to recommend their acceptance, before they are 
partially graded by parties interested. 

There were 8,023 square yards of granite 
paving, and 7,075 square yards of concrete laid, 
and 451 square yards of concrete redressed, during 
the past year. In addition to the above, 10,110 
feet, or 1 91-100 miles of edgestones were set. 

The total expenditures of this department for 
the year were $99,720.70* the receipts were $23,- 
225.67, leaving the net expenditure $76,495.03. 

SEWERS. 

As in previous years, this department has been 
an important one, not only from the large expend- 
iture which it incurs, but also as affording the 
means whereby the comfort and safety of our people 
are secured. 

Connections with the street sewers are often 
made in a very imperfect manner, so that in many 
cases the poisonous gases generated in the main 
sewer are conveyed into dwellings and are the 
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source of disease to the occupants. If some regu- 
lation could be made authorizing only competent 
and responsible workmen to perform such labor, 
the difficulty would in a great measure be obviated. 

Many cases have been noted the past year in 
which damage to street sewers has been done by 
incompetent and careless workmen. 

It is a question with many whether the cost 
of construction of sewers should be paid each year, 
or the sewer loan be increased, appropriating only 
a sufficient amount each year for the sinking fund 
to provide for the extinction of the loan at ma- 
turity. 

I am of the opinion that, unless the rate of 
taxation is much higher than at the present time, 
the former method is the better. 

It is asserted that our sewers might be built 
at less expense by making contracts for their 
construction, but the present plan whereby this 
department is under the supervision of the Super- 
intendent of Streets and Committee on Sewers, and 
giving employment to many of our own citizens, 
will, I think, meet the approval of the majority of 
our people. 

The demand for a better system of sewerage 
in the western part of the city, led the committee 
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to order the construction of a so-called marginal 
sewer, extending from the Middlesex street sewer 
at McIntyre street, along the banks of Pawtucket canal, 
to the Nashua and Lowell railroad bridge, thence 
in a westerly direction to such a point as will 
furnish drainage for that rapidly growing section 
for some years. Necessary overfloAvs have been 
constructed, by consent of the proprietors of Locks 
and Canals, to relieve the sewer in seasons of 
great Hoods, by entering the canal. 

There Avere 10,150 feet, or 1 92-100 miles of 
pipe and 8,597 feet, or 1 63-100 miles of brick 
sewers constructed the past year. Total expendi- 
ture $86,837.31. Receipts $10,807.20, leaA T ing the 
net expenditure $76,030.11. 


AVATER AVORKS. 


This department has steadily progressed the 
past year; several important extensions have been 
made, such as that through Dutton and Cushing 
streets, giving better protection to the large manu- 
facturing; interests in that section; also the eonnec- 
tion of the line between Merrimack street and 
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streets on the various corporations in the vicinity 
of Gabot street. 

The recommendation, which has been made for 
two years past, of introducing water to the city 
farm, was carried into effect during last year, thus 
making the property comparatively safe from de- 
struction by fire, as well as furnishing conveniences 
for many purposes. A petition having been pre- 
sented to the City Council of 18-78 for the con- 
struction of a high service system for parts of 
Belvidere and Centralville, which cannot be sup- 
plied by the present system, was properly referred 
to the Water Board for their consideration. 

The matter was investigated by them, estimates 
were made by the City Engineer, both for the 
reservoir and stand-pipe systems, after which a 
report was made to the City Council, and by them 
referred to the Council of the present year. There 
have been laid, during the year past, 16,033 feet, 
or 3 3-100 miles of mains and 291 services. The 
number of water takers is 10,493, and the total 
receipts for the year 1878 were $104,142.87, an 
increase of nearly $8000 over the year 1877. For 
further information in relation to this department, 
I would refer you to the annual report of the 
Water Board, engineer and superintendent. 
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EIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditures of this department show an 
increase over the year 1877, which can be partly 
accounted for from the fact that for every new 
hydrant the Fire Department is charged the sum 
of twenty dollars, and during the past year there 
have been forty-seven new ones added. There has 
been purchased a horse hose carriage, which was 
placed in the house of steamer number One, on 
Gorham street; also a new hook and ladder truck 
in place of one long in use, and which was, in 
the opinion of the committee, totally inadequate for 
the requirements of the service. With other addi- 
tions, such as indicators, gongs and many modern 
improvements, the department will be able to main- 
tain its former reputation for efficiency. 

The introduction of more horse hose carriages 
will undoubtedly be proposed, and the committee 
having the matter in charge must decide as to the 
number required, and the locality in which they 
shall be placed. That portion of the city, known 
as Pawtucketville, seems to be the least protected 
by fire apparatus, and should there be any increase 
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in the number of companies, I would respectfully 
recommend its location in that quarter. 

The total expenditures were $44,634.58. 

The death of George Hobson, Chief of the 
Department, occurred during the past year. His 
long service and fidelity to duty, leaves a record 
worthy of emulation by every member of the de- 
partment. 


STREET LIGHTS. 

There has been a decrease in the expenditure 
of this department owing to the reduction in the 
price of gas, although the increase in the number 
of lights was about the same as in former years. 
The amount expended was $244.99 less than for 
the year 18TT. 


POLICE. 

For a detailed statement of the services per- 
formed the past year, I would refer you to the 
yearly report of the City Marshal. 

Whether the expenses of this branch of the 
government can be reduced without detriment to 
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the peace and welfare of the city, will properly be 
considered by the Board of Aldermen. 

There seems to be no call for an increase of 
the force at present. 

A change was made in the manner of going to 
lunch, there being three reliefs, instead of two, as 
formerly. 

I would recommend the amendment of section 
three of chapter twenty-three of the ordinances, in 
order that the appointment of captain and lieuten- 
ants may be made, and that they be nominated by 
the Marshal and confirmed by the Board of Aider- 
men. 

The total expenditures were $51,801.41. 

THE POOR. 

Owing to the large number out of employment, 
the calls on the Overseers of the Poor have been 
frequent. 

The Secretary of the Board has endeavored to 
give each case a personal inspection, but if a visit- 
ing agent should be employed, it would lessen the 
expense, and the worthy poor be as well cared for. 

In some cities, not having as many inhabitants 
as Lowell, the expenditures have been reduced over 
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twenty-five per cent, by employing such agents. 
The law of settlements, if rightly interpreted and 
applied, would also save the city from expense, not 
only for the present, but in the future ; for it is 
a well-established fact that pauperism is on the in- 
crease, and every effort should be made to prevent 
it, rather than ways and means devised to support 
paupers and their offspring. 

The number of inmates at the farm has in- 
creased somewhat, but the accommodations are 
sufficient, and under the supervision of the super- 
intendent and matron, the institutions maintain their 
former good reputation. 

The cost of support for each inmate for the 
year past was $1.18 per week. The whole num- 
ber of families assisted by the overseers of the 
poor, was one thousand and seventeen, of which 
seven hundred and twenty-nine have settlements in 
the city, seventy-nine in other cities and towns, 
and two hundred and nine were without settlements, 

and therefore are chargeable to the State. The 

* 

total amount expended for outside relief for those 
having settlements in the city, for provisions was 
$1,822.20, and for fuel $1,546. Total expenditure 
$12,071.72, the receipts were $8,387.88, leaving the 
net expenditure $33,683.81. 
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BOARD OP HEALTH. 

This Board was organized last year, and the 
result of its labors has proven satisfactory thus far. 
I would recommend that a certain amount of pro- 
perty, now owned and used by the Street Depart- 
ment, be placed in the charge of this Board to be 
used in the cleaning of streets and the removal of 
filth. 

The duties of the Superintendent of Streets 
have been increased largely the past few years, and 
without doubt the labor would be as cheaply per- 
formed by the Board of Health as by the Street 
Department. It might require a larger appropria- 
tion for the health account, but a smaller one for 
that of streets. The present ordinances provide for 
a Board of Health from the government which 
makes a double poAver in authority, and a repeal 
of a part of chapter eighteen Avould seem to be 
advisable. 


BURIAL GROUNDS. 

By vote of the City Council of last year, 
number three yard was designated as the Edson 
Cemetery. The improvement of the avenues has 
been nearly completed, but a chapel for the use of 
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persons visiting the grounds, and for burial services, 
is very much needed. Water has been introduced 
' into number two yard, and I think the pipe should 
be extended to the Edson Cemetery, a distance of 
2070 feet, the estimated cost of which would be 
about $2000. 

COMMONS. 

An appropriation should be made sufficiently 
large to keep in good condition, and furnish police, 
for these resorts of the people. It is for the 
Committee to consider whether or not the present 
plan of employing five men to act as police, and 
also perform the labor required, or the police 
arrangements be placed under direction of the City 
Marshal. 

The total expenditure was $2,948.67. 

LIBRARY. 

For information in regard to the condition of 
the library, I would refer you to the report of the 
Board of Directors. The number of volumes added 
has been quite large. There is a demand for a 
better quality of literature, and the character of 
books purchased is evidence of the efficiency and 
good taste of the librarian. The total expenditure 
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for the year was .$4,648.18, leaving a balance 
undrawn of $95.86. 

soldiers’ relief. 

The application of the act passed by the Legis- 
lature of 1878 for the relief or support of indigent 
soldiers and sailors has demanded considerable at- 
tention and investigation by the special committee 
appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Of eight persons in the alms-house, who had 
served in the army or navy, five were removed, and 
given comfortable support, the mental and bodily 
condition of the others not admitting of their 
removal. 

The number of applications for relief has been 
nearly three hundred and fifty, and claims allowed 
two hundred and eighteen. The amount expended 
to January 1, 1879, was $5,085.56. 

The law makes no provision for the relief of 
the widow or orphans of a deceased soldier or sailor, 
who, in the opinion of many, should receive the 
same assistance as the husband or father, were he 
living. 

FINANCIAL. 

The following tabular statements gives in brief 
detail the actual condition of each appropriation 
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made by the City Council of 1878, together with 
the condition of our city debt, and amount of cash 
in the treasury, January 1, 1879. 

It gives me pleasure to announce that the sink- 
ing fund established in 1877, for the reduction of 
a loan made in 1876, now amounts to $8,255, which 
reduces our ordinary city debt to $195,245, also 
that the water loan sinking fund now amounts to 
$176,041.82, which reduces the city debt on account 
of water works to $1,623,958.18. 

From the $74,574.91 now in the treasury, there 
will be due and payable on January 10, the 
December draft, amounting to $33,578.54, which will 
leave a balance of $40,996.37. This amount will 
not be largely increased by receipts into the treas- 
ury, as there is but a small amount due on unpaid 
taxes and sewer and sidewalk assessments, and the 
city will be obliged to borrow on temporary loans 
for the actual wants of the treasury from February 

to September, when the annual taxes become due. 

I congratulate the citizens of Lowell upon the 

excellent financial exhibit we are able to make. 
"While we are the second city in the Commonwealth 
in point of population, there are four cities whose 
debt exceeds our own.

APPROPRIATIONS. 

One year since I recommended that the several 
committees confine their expenditures within the 
limits of the appropriations. 

I am pleased to say the recommendation was 
in most cases adopted, and I trust yon will admit

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the same policy to be the true one for the present 
year. 

Should the different committees exceed the 
appropriations in their several departments, it would 
be useless to make any estimates. I deem this 
one of the most important recommendations which 
can be made. 


CONCLUSION. 

I have thus briefly noticed the most important 
interests of our city, there being many others of 
minor importance which will engage your attention 
during the year. 

The citizens of Lowell will always sanction a 
liberal policy, hut they will demand that it be a 
liberality, tempered with prudence and controlled by 
true economy. 

Let ns put aside all individual or partisan 
feelings, and endeavor as servants of the people to 
discharge all the duties which may devolve upon 
us in such a manner as shall best promote the 
interests of the city in all its departments ; not 
forgetting the solemn oaths which we have rev- 
erently called upon our Heavenly Father to witness, 
and which impose upon us the most binding and 
sacred obligations. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


1. In the month of January joint standing committees shall 
be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Accounts. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Commons. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the Common Council, except the Committee on Streets, 
which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first named 
in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint spe- 
cial committees, the member first named in the board where the 
business originates, shall be chairman, and shall call the commit- 
tee together. 
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4. The reports of all committees, signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the board in whieh the business re- 
ferred originated. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in eommittee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint eommittee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets exeepted) to whom any subjeet may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask for 
further time. 

7. The by-laws of the eity shall be termed Ordinances ; the 
enaeting elause of whieh shall be — “Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows.’’ 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 
considered . in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question * shall then be on ordering it to a 
seeond reading, but if it has not previously been in the hands of 
some joint eommittee it shall first be so referred. When reported 
baek, the recommendations of the eommittee shall first be aeted 
on. If it shall then be ordered to a seeond reading, it shall next 
be examined by a standing eommittee of that board, who shall 
see that it is drawn in proper form. When returned by such 
eommittee, the question shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. 
If so ordered, it shall then be sent to the other board, where the 
same order of proceeding shall be observed. When it has been 
ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by 
the Clerk of the Common Couneil, and shall be by him submitted 
to the proper eommittee of that board, to ascertain if it has been 
eorreetly enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be on pass- 
ing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Couneil and be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen, where it shall take a like eourse. If passed to be 
ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in whieh 
it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to a 
second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be upon 
its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other board, where 
the order of proceeding shall be the same. When passed by 
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both boards, the resolution shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the 
Common Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided 
in the case of an ordinance, it shall be signed by the President 
of the Common Council and the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his approval. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except when 
they relate to a question of a convention of the two branches or 
the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may not 
pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars, 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers oil 
which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order, shall be founded ; 
and all papers on their passage between the two boards shall be 
under the signature of tlieir respective clerks, except ordinances 
and joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by 
the presiding officers. If papers come before either board which 
have been duly acted upon in either board, the presiding officer 
shall so state without reading the endorsements of the clerk, 
unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
compact hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

15. When either board does not concur with the other in any 
ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such non- 
concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint 
a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their own 
board. These two committees may meet jointly or separately, 
and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any 
article therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or services 
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which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the com- 
mittee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in case of the introduction of an order. In such case 
the member introducing an order shall subscribe his name at the 
bottom of the back of the order. All other endorsements upon 
the back of papers shall be made by the clerks, and the clerks 
of the boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by committees, at the 
request of the respective chairmen thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
Convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, 
unless provision for the same shall be made by a specific trans- 
fer from some of the appropriations contained in the annual 
resolution, or by expressly creating therefor a city debt; but no 
such debt shall be created unless the resolution authorizing the 
same pass by the affirmative votes of two thirds of the whole 
number of each branch of the City Council, said votes to be 
taken by yeas and nays.* 

22. In ballotings in joint Convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23. Either board may propose to the other a time to which 
both will adjourn; and neither shall adjourn without giving- 
notice to the other of its intention. 

24. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint Convention 
of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order 
to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of 
the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of the Common 
Council. 


* Chapter 165 of the Acts of 1861, relating to appropriations for the providing of arm- 
ories for the use of military companies, for the celebration of holidays, and for other 
purposes of a public nature, requires a vote of tyro thirds of the members of each 
branch of the City Council present and voting by yea and nay vote, and limits the 
amount in any one year to one fiftieth part of one per cent, of the valuation. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

First — Reading the journal, if it be a regular meeting, of the last 
regular meeting and all subsequent special meetings. 

Second — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth — New business, which unless otherwise ordered will take its 
place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 

Fifth — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business of the 
last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council, and 
such matters as have been introduced as new business. By a 
vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the Day 
may at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, subject 
to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to put a ques- 
tion. He shall allow debate on a question until the vote has been 
declared, but not on the verification of a vote ; and on the demand 
of two members shall take every vote by yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer shall 
receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special assignment, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, io commit, to amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely. These several motions shall have precedence 
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in the foregoing order, and debate upon any of them shall be con- 
fined to the actual motion and shall not go into the merits of the 
main question, except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to lay 
on the table, any member voting with the majority may move a 
reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any member 
voting with the minority may move a reconsideration to be acted 
npon at the next meeting, which latter motion shall have priority if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been decided. 
No motion shall be twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted Avhile speaking but by a call 
to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be any 
conversation among the members while a paper is being read or a 
question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise 
in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January, the following committees shall be 
appointed : 


A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Police. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers shall 
consist of three members each ; the other committees shall be com- 
posed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on all 
questions, and not to leave without permission if his presence is 
necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the Board a copy of 

the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of matters 

laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 
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11. Wlieii a reference is proposed to more than one committee, 
the question shall first be upon a standing committee of the board, 
then a special committee, then a joint standing committee, and last, 
a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two 
thirds the members present may so vote, but a motion to amend 
shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen, shall, before any action thereon is taken by 
the Board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers and 
watchmen, shall, before action thereon by the Board, be referred to 
the Committee on Police, who shall report upon such nominations 
at or before the next regular meeting after such reference. 



RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and within 
ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause 
the roll to be called and the names of the absentees recorded. 
Before proceeding to business, he shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding meeting to be read. In the absence of the President, 
the oldest member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for 
that purpose ; and shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members 
voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until 
they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitu- 
tion shall not extend beyond an adjournment; and when out of 
the chair the President may express his opinion on any subject 
under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while the same 
question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its 
nature ; except that in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and the longest time shall be first put. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be dis- 
posed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it 
before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present; and, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment and further debate of the 
main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
the request of one third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place, and 
respectfully address the presiding officer, confining himself to the 
question under debate, and avoid personality. 

18. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but 
by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member, in 
speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the 
President shall, or any member may, call him to order ; in 
which case the member so called to order, shall immediately sit 
down, until the question of order is decided. If the decision be 
in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without the leave of 
the Council. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question, without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
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question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged; and no 
•motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the same 
day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. A motion for the reconsideration of a vote shall be open 
to debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by 
a member voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be 
given at the meeting at which the vote passed, in which case 
the motion shall be made at the next meeting after; and only 
one motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be per- 
mitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of ail amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or recommitted at 
the pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the sense 
will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, 
it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, unless 
three fourths of the members present consent thereto ; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one day’s notice 
being given of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the 
whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President, 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two 
committees at the same time, or be chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council, 
shall be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, 
who shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall be taken up in 
the order in which they were presented, unless the Council shall 
otherwise direct, 
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29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 

On Bills in Second Reading. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Reading 
of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except 
the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the person 
first named shall be chairman. In election of committees by ballot, 
when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the 
highest number of votes shall act as chairman, and in case of an 
equality in votes between two or more members of a committee, the 
members thereof shall choose a chairman. 

33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. - All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, shall 
be again read, after which second reading, the question shall be on 
passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading 
the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered, and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by 
permission of the President. 

37. AH committees of the Council shall consist of three mem- 
bers, unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report 
shall be received from any committee, unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, to 
whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within 
five weeks, or ask for further time. 
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39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; 
shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to 
the board, only by their titles, or a brief description of their 
purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and 
blanks shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its 
committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment 
of every standing committee, a book for records shall be jwovided 
by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody 
of all minutes by him kept ; and the records of the several com- 
mittees shall be open to the inspection of the members of the City 
Council.

ORDINANCES. 


No. 1. 

An Ordinance to Amend Section 11 op Chapter XVI op 

the Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

That Section 11, of Chapter xvi, of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell, be and the same is hereby amended, by adding the fol- 
lowing words at the end of said Section: 

No person not licensed as aforesaid shall employ or use any 
wagon, cart, truck, sleigh, sled or other vehicle which may be neces- 
sary for the conveyance from place to place within the city, for hire, 
of any wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, sand, gravel, clay, dirt, 
rubbish, goods, wares, furniture or merchandise. 

Approved November 13, 1877. 


No. 2. 

An Ordinance Amending an Ordinance. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

That the last two lines except the first word in said lines in 
Section 11, Chapter 16th, be stricken out, and the following lines 
inserted, viz : 

The west side of the west end of Jackson Street, from the 
head of said street to the branch track of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad.

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No. 3. 

An Ordinance Fixing the Time fou Establishing Salaries. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

The salaries and compensation of city officers shall be estab- 
lished in the month of February or March in each year, after the 
year 1878, and any change made in any existing salary shall take 
effect upon the first day of April following; and no change of sala- 
ries shall be allowed in any year after the passage of the resolution 
establishing the same for that year ; and the salaries or compensa- 
tion fixed for the payment of the said officers, shall be in full for all 
services performed by them by virtue of their offices ; and all sums 
of money by them received from any and every source, in discharge 
of said services during any quarter of the fiscal year, shall at the 
expiration of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to 
the City Treasurer. 

Section 7, of Chapter 28, of the Ordinances, is hereby repealed. 

Approved December 27, 1877. 

No. 4. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Twenty-Three of the 

Revised Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

That in the second paragraph of Chapter Twenty-three, the 
following words be stricken out : 

“No Assessor of Taxes shall assess in the same ward for more 
than two consecutive years.” 

Approved March 19, 1878. 


No. 5. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter XVI of the Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as folloivs : 

Chapter Sixteen, of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell, is 
hereby amended, as follows : 

In Section 9 by striking out in the third and fourth lines the 
words, “The east side of Dutton Street, from Market to Merrimack 
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Street,” and inserting in place thereof the words, “The north side 
of Merrimack Street, from Anne to Dutton Street,” and 

In Section 11 by striking out the words, “Market” and “Paw- 
tucket” in the eighteenth line, and inserting in place thereof the 
Avords, “Merrimack” and “Western,” provided, however, that the 
number of carriages or vehicles allowed positions on the stands 
named in this Ordinance shall be limited so as not to interfere with 
public travel or safety, or with persons having business at the 
Merrimack Street Depot, and the City Marshal is hereby authorized 
to limit the number of carriages or vehicles allowed places on said 
stands or any part thereof. 

Approved May 28, 1878. 


No. 6. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Fifteen of the Revised 

Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

That Section Two of Chapter Fifteen of the Ordinances shall not 
apply to the land lying south of and adjoining Church Street, be- 
tween the Lowell & Andover Railroad and Concord River. 

Approved June 25, 1878. 


No. 7. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Forty-One of the Re- 
vised Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as folloics : 

That Section Twenty of Chapter Forty-one of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of the City of Lowell, be amended in the paragraph relating 
to the rate to be charged for water for steam engines, by striking 
out the word “ five,” and inserting instead thereof the word “ four.” 

Approved July 27, 1878. 


No. 8. 

An Ordinance to Amend the Ordinances Relating to the 

Burial of the Dead. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as folloics : 

Section 1 . Section 2 of Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances 
of the City of Lowell is hereby amended by striking out the words 
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“ Superintendent of burials,” and inserting in place thereof the 
words “ City Clerk.” 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of undertakers or other persons hav- 
ing charge of the burial of bodies of deceased persons brought into the 
City of Lowell and buried therein, to return to the City Clerk within 
one week after such burial the facts relating to such dead body, so 
far as they can be ascertained, required to be returned to the City 
Clerk by Section 8 of Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances of said 
City, and said Clerk shall record such facts in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

Sect. 3. Whenever a body shall be removed from the place of 
the original or any subsequent interment to another place in the City? 
or shall be removed from the City, the undertaker or other person 
having charge of such removal shall within one week thereafter 
notify the City Clerk in writing, giving the name of the person 
whose body has been removed and the places where the body was 
removed from and to, and the City Clerk shall make a note to the 
original record or correct the same in such manner as to indicate 
the place of the latest interment. 

Approved February 18, 1879. 

No. 9. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Thirty-Four of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of Lowell, Relating to 
the Superintendent of Public Schools. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Loivell, as follows : 

Section One of Chapter Thirty-four of the Revised Ordinances of 
the City of Lowell is hereby amended by striking out the words 
“January or February” wherever they occur in said Section, and 
inserting in place thereof the words “July or August.” 

Approved March 11, 1879. 


No. 10. 

An Ordinance Establishing a Free Dispensary for the 
Relief of the Sick Poor of the City of Lowell. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1. The Board of Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as 
may be after the passage of this Ordinance, provide two or more 
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suitable rooms, located in a central part of the city, to be used as 
a Dispensary for the purpose of furnishing medicines and medical 
and surgical treatment free to the sick poor of the city of Lowell. 
Said rooms shall be suitably furnished and arranged for consulting 
and operating rooms, and for keeping and dispensing drugs and 
medicines as herein provided. 

Sect. 2. Said Overseers of the Poor shall cause to be procured 
and kept for use in said rooms, such drugs, medicines, chemicals, 
and surgical appliances as may be necessary for the purposes for 
which said Dispensary is established, provided that the whole 
expense of said rooms, including rent, furniture, fixtures, medicines, 
and all other articles provided therefor, and the salary of the clei’k 
to be employed therein, shall not exceed the sum of one thousand 
dollars per annum. 

Sect. 3. Said Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as may be 
after the passage of this Ordinance, and during the month of January 
in each year thereafterwards, appoint a board of twelve consulting- 
physicians, members of the Middlesex North District Medical Soci- 
ety, who shall serve, without compensation, for the term of one year, 
commencing on the first Monday of February next following their 
appointment, excepting the Board of Physicians appointed for the 
current year, Avhose term of office shall expire on the day preceding 
the first Monday of February, in the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty. Said Board of Physicians shall organize on the first Monday 
of February in each year, and choose one of its members as Chair- 
man. It may make such rules and regulations for its own Govern- 
ment ; the management of said rooms ; the treatment of patients ; 
the dispensing of medicines, and all other matters relating thereto, 
as it may deem expedient, subject to the approval of said Overseers 
of the Poor, who may at any time annul, alter, or amend, said rules 
and regulations. 

Sect. 4. Said Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as may be 
after the passage of this Ordinance, and on the first Monday of Feb- 
ruary in each year thereafterwards, appoint a competent clerk, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Physicians, whose term of 
office shall be the same as that of said Board of Physicians, to 
remain at said rooms during such time as said Board of Physicians, 
or the Overseers of the Poor, shall require. Said clerk shall compound 
and dispense such medicines as may be regularly prescribed, and 
perform such other services connected with said Dispensary as may 
be required. The compensation of said clerk shall be fixed by the 
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Overseers of the Poor. All vacancies in said Board of Physicians, 
or in said office of clerk, may be filled at anytime by said Overseers 
of the Poor, in the same manner, and subject to the same restrictions 
as herein provided for their appointment, and said clerk or any 
member of said Board of Physicians may be removed at any time 
by said Overseers of the Poor for cause. 

Sect. 5. Said rooms shall be kept open for receiving patients 
and dispensing medicines at least two hours in each day, excepting 
Sundays, and at such other times as said Board of Physicians or the 
Overseers of the Poor shall determine. During the time said rooms 
are kept open, some member of said Board of Physicians shall be 
present and furnish such medical and surgical treatment to patients 
as may be required under the rules and regulations of said Board 
and of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Sect. 6. Any physician residing and practising in said Lowell, 
who may be called upon to prescribe medicines for sick persons who 
arc residents of said city, and shall find that such persons are unable 
to pay for such medicine and medical attendance, may send 
prescriptions for such persons to said Dispensary, and the medicines 
jwescribed shall be furnished therefrom free of charge, provided 
that the prescription therefor shall contain the name and residence 
of such sick person, the name of the prescribing physician, and, 
cxcej)ting those of the City Physician, shall be countersigned by one 
of said consulting physicians, or by the Secretary of the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor. All such prescriptions shall be preserved by 
said clerk, and recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose. 

Sect. 7. Any resident of the City of Lowell needing such 
medical or surgical treatment as may be provided at said rooms, and 
who is unable to pay for the same, may apply therefor in person at 
said Dispensary, and shall receive medical and surgical treatment 
therein free of charge, subject to the rules and regulations thereof. 

Sect. 8. The Overseers of the Poor shall in the month of 
December annually make a detailed report to the City Council, of 
their management of said Dispensary, the receipts and expenditures 
thereof, the number of patients and character of the diseases treated 
therein, and such other facts as may be necessary to a full under- 
standing of the condition, benefits and management of the same. 
And such report shall be accompanied with such parts of the report 
of said Board of Consulting Physicians as may be deemed advisable. 

Approved June 10, 1879.

Report of the School Committee. 


By J. S. Colby, Chairman of Committee on Reports, 


The original enactment of the statutory provision, 
that the School Committee shall annually report to 
their constituents upon the state of the schools under 
their charge, was for the purpose of informing the 
public in what manner their most important institution 
might be conducted, and what from time to time might 
be the particulars of its management. But in large 
cities, nowadays, the practice of maintaining a Superin- 
tendent, who relieves the Committee to some extent of 
its former duties in the surveillance of details, involves 
the preparation by him of these yearly reports. Paid 
to devote his entire attention to the schools throughout 
the year, he becomes better enabled to speak of their 
specific merits and faults than would be possible to 
the Committee, each of whom, although having grave 
and responsible and arduous duties to perform, is yet 
limited to certain schools, which constitute only a 
fraction of the full educational system. The city 
of Lowell is fortunate in having a Superintendent 
whose fidelity and zeal are rendered still more 

valuable by his ample experience as an instructor.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


To his report, therefore, accompanying the present 
document, we refer our fellow-citizens for that infor- 
mation more especially designed by the statute. The 
departments of drawing, music and night-schools are 
comprehended in special reports by the respective 
committees in charge. So that, for ourselves, we 
shall assume only to make such general suggestions 
and comments as custom, rather than law, exacts. As 
the Roman gladiators, about to lay down their lives 
on the arena sands, did not forget at that critical 
moment their obeisance to the Emperor, or their 
farewell cry of “ M oritur i salutamus ,” so shall we, at 
this termination of another official year, when a 
majority of the present board retire from office, 
proffer a similar conventional valedictory. 

If it be supposed by any one that the relations of 
the good citizen toward the public school are simply 
that he vote for this or that person to become a 
member of the School Committee, and that only once 
in the year (namely, on election-day) is he in any wise 
personally interested in or affected by it, he is in the 
gravest imaginable error. Its minute and far-reaching 
connections with every-day life are as remarkable as 
they are inadequately understood. The fundamental 
importance of our educational economy, although 
emphasized yearly in thousands of reports, and univer- 
sally admitted with the lips, is really appreciated only 
by the few. This fact arises largely from a lack of 
knowledge as to what education essentially is — a lack 
not to be charged against the unofficial community 
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alone, but often existing in the minds of teachers and 
Committee as well. With a shallow comment upon the 
etymological meaning of the word — that “ education ” 
is but the leading forth, or developing, of such capacities 
as children may chance to have — the school is too 
often regarded as a place where things are to be left 
to their natural bent. If, however, the term is to be 
literally interpreted, then indeed let the teacher and 
parent strive to lead forth and exorcise the mischievous 
principles which far too often find lodgment in the 
minds and character of children. True education is 
as much a pruning as a developing process ; the good 
is to be nurtured, the pernicious ruthlessly trimmed 
away. The insubordinate and vicious youth are not 
merely to be restrained for a few years ; they are to 
be rendered intrinsically good while yet of tender years, 
and thereby their permanent moral well-being ensured. 
The teacher must not suppose it is his principal office to 
coerce his pupils into obedience, by mild means if con- 
venient, otherwise by that misnamed article, the “ ruler” ; 
he should instead affectionately lead them to govern 
themselves. Their training should not be restricted 
to information, however useful it may be; but the evil 
in them, imbibed from improper examples, whether in 
the street or at home, there should be a strenuous 
effort to eradicate. A proclamation of outlawry will 
not do this; judicious love will go far toward such 
an end. 

Does it need to be stated that a generation of 
clever scholars is far less desirable for the perpetuity 
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ot a republican state, or indeed of any civil government, 
than a generation of honest men and pure-minded 
women ? The accomplished accountant may become 
the most knavish of embezzlers ; his skill in arithmetic 
may be the instrumentality he will use to advance his 
crimes. The finished rhetorician and skilful writer of 
vernacular may pervert his gifts and acquisitions for the 
objects of the demagogue, and, by a show of profundity, 
mislead the illiterate into the wildest and most dangerous 
follies. The heart, therefore, must be cultivated, by 
teachers who have the requisite tact and consecration 
to perform this delicate task, or the school-room will 
fail of its full design. All this may be done without 
sectarianism. Honesty, truth, temperance, virtue — 
these are in all creeds and in all codes of secular law ; 
these must be inculcated, and that successfully, or the 
teacher is a failure and should be straightway cashiered. 
The teacher’s vocation is a sacred one — as much 
so as any, and more influential in moral results 
than most, because of the mobile and impressible 
nature of the material with which he has to deal. A 
teacher who works only for his pay is as far inferior 
to one imbued with the sanctity of his trust, as a 
cohort of mercenaries to the heroes of Thermopylae. 

With this theory of education in mind, we invite 
the candid reader to a discussion of some of the 
multifarious branches into which the problem may be 
divided, and to a consideration of how the welfare of 
the school system may best be promoted. 
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The first and principal element in the case is the 
scholar himself. For him all this intricate machinery 
has been contrived and set ' in motion. Handsome 
and costly buildings have been erected at public 
expense — in many cases, very likely, too large and 
costly for practical benefit, architectural excellence 
entering altogether too much into the builders’ plans, 
rather than the convenience and physical health of 
the children ; the best results of scholarship and 
mechanical execution are, with great painstaking, com- 
bined in text-books of superlative beauty; a trained 
and talented corps of instructors is employed ; a body 
of complex laws is enacted by the State, to render the 
schools as general and impartial as possible in their 
operation, to protect the poor from the incursions of 
the rich, or from their own avariciousness ; numerous 
paid and unpaid officials attend to the just execution 
of these laws; — and all this for what reason? Not 
that the city may be adorned with fine structures ; 
not that publishers may have a market for their 
wares ; not that teachers may have something to do 
at comfortable salaries ; and not that the pride of 
politicians may be gratified by holding office. The 
purpose is far nobler and deeper than all these 
superficial ones. Buildings, books, teachers, laws and 
officers all exist for the scholar. He is the centre, 
about which everything else revolves. As well might 
the locomotive engineer infer that the combination of 
inventive skill embodied in the railroad train has been 
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wrought out for his special emolument and advantage, 
as for the teacher or official to arrogate pre-eminence 
to himself above the importance of the scholars. The 
humblest child in the public schools is of more conse- 
quence, when his rights and privileges are at stake, 
than teacher or School Committee. The latter hold 
those positions solely because the former exists, and in 
trust for him ; the law has created them because he 
has come into the world, and must be fitted to be a 
worthy and useful inhabitant of it. Dispense with him 
and the multitude like him, and teacher and Committee, 
as such, would alike cease to be. The child is the 
diamond to be polished ; the teacher is the artisan to 
perform that task ; and very skilful must be his 
manipulation of the priceless gem, that nothing of 
value be lost. Sometimes, though rarely, the emery- 
wheel may cut deeply ; sternness may temporarily be 
better than gentleness. An Oriental king, who 
accidentally fell into a stream, would have drowned 
had not one of his insignificant subjects rudely 
plucked him out by the hair of the head. Occasion 
may sometimes require that a similar relation should 
prevail here. The pupil, in a state of misguided 
perversity, may be aided — even saved — by an exercise 
of plenary authority ; but the teacher is not to consider 
himself the chief personage in the transaction, and 
still less is he to play the petty tyrant. 

In process of time, many teachers become dulled in 
their perception of individuality in their charges. 
They come to look upon each child as a duplicate of 
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all others, to be put through an identical process ; 
each one is a rude bit of marble, to be chiseled and 
polished in a certain prescribed manner, according to 
rule, as a stone-mason would hammer his blocks into 
form. There are many monuments of this sort in 
our land — melancholy relics of deplorable ignorance. 
The true artist aspires to make of each shaft a 
different design. Phidias and Angelo did not repeat 
themselves ; Story and Hosmer are not shut up to a 
monotonous similarity. The man or woman gifted with 
a genius to teach has an indefinite versatility. Observ- 
ing that children are not insensate material, no effort 
is made to produce the unnatural effect of constant 
uniformity. Teachers who do thus attempt are out 
of their proper sphere ; they would make better 
gravestone-cutters or carpet-weavers, by whom the 
same patterns are incessantly reproduced. Each child 
has different tendencies, different tastes, a different 
character, a different future. In many respects the 
tuition of all may be substantially the same, but in 
some respects contrariwise ; and discrimination in 
regard to the latter is an invaluable quality of the 
successful teacher. Treating every child with kindness 
and respect; faithfully repressing the most remote 
appearance of favoritism ; dealing justly and uprightly 
with the poorest ; treating all as though they were 
equals; assisting the dull with patience; making the 
bad blush for their evil, and setting an example of 
rectitude and politeness before all — these are among 
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the means which should be adopted to educate and 
refine the children in our public schools. 

That the foregoing argument is well founded, ex- 
perience has proved. The neglected boys of a few 
years ago are practically the criminal class of to-day. 
Of course there are, as already intimated, cases of 
scoundrels well versed in ordinary learning, and once 
in a rare while those of extensive culture. Yet it 
remains true that the army of criminals in this and 
every country is made up of the illiterate. Under 
arbitrary governments they may be controlled by 
superior force and resources. If Paris revolts, and for 
a season perpetrates the most sickening atrocities, 
imperial Europe combines to crush her revolutionary 
rabble ; and the bayonet, at fearful sacrifice of wealth 
and life, suppresses what the school might have 
prevented. If London brutality rallies about some 
murderous insurrectionist, and wages war against 
the royal troops, it is routed and annihilated without 
mercy. But what if Lowell repeat the experiment? — 
as it is not probable it will very soon, yet as some 
larger American cities already have done. The 
pillaging and burning mob is not composed of grammar- 
school graduates ; history instances no such solecism. 
If they take up arms, it is in defence of noble principles 
— for the maintenance of justice, liberty and conscience. 
The boy of to-day who is compelled, at a too tender 
age, to toil in the factory for a pittance, while his 
juvenile associates are receiving instruction in the 
public schools, is a few years hence to become a voter. 
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He will reason little about property rights, when his far 
more precious personal rights have been trodden under 
foot. He will argue — and who shall meet him among 
his fellows and controvert his logic ? — that he has been 
deprived of the greatest boon our Republic has to 
give, and now he will have amends for it; and if he 
do not actually apply the incendiary brand to that 
which he regards as his prison-house, the mill and 
the workshop, or break into some other communistic 
excess, he will at any rate, if the present tendency is 
not stayed, in another generation do what will be far 
worse — throw an unintelligent and dangerous ballot. 
Not that the working-man is radically bad ; working- 
men, on the contrary, have done about all that has 
been done to place American institutions on a sure 
foundation. They have (as Longfellow has gracefully 
written, in his poetic metaphor of ship-building, as 
symbolical of our Ship of State) “ laid its keel,” 
“ forged its anchors,” and dealt most sturdy anvil- 
blows to ensure its safety and endurance ; they have 
fought its moral and literal battles ; they are to-day 
the “ bone and sinew,” and the brains as well, of the 
nation. But all this is predicable only of the edticated, 
enlightened working-man ; not the college alumnus, 
necessarily, but the product of the common school. 
Take away this element of his strength, and you have 
a Caliban : not, be it remembered, Caliban, the servile 
monstrosity, but Caliban sitting on the throne and 
dictating to Ariel — the Attila of the Twentieth Century, 
with his legions of irresistible Huns at his back. 
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The future of illiterate girls, too, is no less distressing 
to contemplate — nay, even worse. What scenes of 
cruelty did not their grown-up representatives enact 
in the streets of Paris, in the bloody days of ’98 ? 
Overt acts of that kind, to be sure, even by the most 
wretched and dissolute of women, are exceptional. It 
is their subtle and deadly influence on their progeny 
of a half-century hence — baneful and insidious as the 
miasmata of the Italian Campagna — awful as the 
nocturnal distillations of the upas-tree — which we 
should the rather fear, and against which we must 
provide. 

Our city has striven to perform its duty faithfully 
toward this class, but as yet we can not positively 
assert that it has won entire success. It is not the 
capitalists who are at fault in this matter — at least, 
not in the obvious aspects of the situation ; it is the 
parents themselves, in many instances, who evade the 
laws and infringe some articles of the decalogue, in 
order to keep their children at work. And then at 
night the weary little creatures are (humanely, in a 
certain sense) excused from attending the crowded 
evening schools ; or too often, if they do go, their 
pent-up natures crave the relaxation which their Maker 
designed they should have, and sport rather than 
studiousness is their chief desire. Poverty is pleaded 
by the parents as imposing upon them the necessity 
of thus conducting themselves. They claim to have 
— and frequently with truth ■ — all they can do to 
support themselves ; their offspring must begin early 
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to do the same. If this be the fact, the bitter lessons 
of futurity may demonstrate, that it would be a prudent 
and economical course for the State to furnish such 
children, not only free tuition and free text-books, but 
maintenance as well ; to relieve their overburdened 
parents of their charge, and to insist that no child , , native 
or foreign , should under any circumstances be allowed to 
grow up in ignorance. It would cost something ; but 
perhaps a contrary policy may cost more. It may be 
suitable, however, to await developments before inau- 
gurating new measures. 

The relation of the parent to the public school is 
next worthy of careful thought. This relation, as 
already observed in our introductory remarks, is far 
more intimate than is generally supposed. The father 
once a year votes for somebody to be a member of 
the School Committee, more likely from personal 
friendship or from political motives, than from a deep- 
seated design to render the schools a benefit by his 
choice. The mother daily prepares her little ones to 
appear in presentable condition in the school-room. 
And here, unless some disagreement arise between 
parent and teacher in a matter of discipline, both 
father and mother too often consider their duty fully 
discharged. As for the person who is familyless, 
little does he trouble himself on the subject at all. 
Now this is a woful misconception. Far be it from us 
to urge the attenuated advice, that the parent or 
citizen should manifest his interest in the school by 
frequently visiting it. On the contrary, the utility of 
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such a course may reasonably be questioned. The 
attention of pupils and teachers, more particularly 
of the former, is always distracted by the presence of 
strangers ; and in a large city, the systematic fulfil- 
ment of this recommendation would inevitably result 
in detriment. While parents should feel at perfect 
liberty, for purposes of information as to the care their 
children are receiving, to visit the school-room and 
pleasantly confer with the teacher, it should not be 
supposed that the school will by such means become 
more valuable to the scholar, and the privilege should 
be charily used. Constant iteration of a different 
theory has led to a common acquiescence in its truth, 
though fortunately the custom of parental visitation 
does not largely prevail. As an evidence of interest, 
frequent calls would doubtless cheer some teachers in 
their discouraged moods ; but, once assured of public 
sympathy and support, the more practical instructor 
would soon perceive that these sentiments could be 
quite as well displayed in other ways. There should 
be special days in every school-year, and in every 
school, when the attendance of parents can be invited ; 
when the proficiency of the pupils and the methods 
of the teachers can be illustrated, to mutual advantage

and pleasure ; when the fathers and mothers can prove 
their interest, without interrupting the regular exercises. 
Such a combined attendance, on prescribed days, is 
much better than would be a continuous round of 
isolated visitors, day after day, during the term. 

But practical interest in the schools, as before 
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suggested, may be shown in other ways than by 
personal inspection, whether on special or ordinary 
occasions. Of prime importance in this connection it 
may be urged that parents should patronize the public 
schools by sending their children to them. It is 
becoming by no means uncommon for people to with- 
draw their children from the so-called “ vulgar ” asso- 
ciations of the public schools, in order to place them 
in “select” private schools. This course, except in 
rare cases of frail health, can not be too urgently 
reprehended. It is an injury both to the children so 
treated, and to the community also. It gives the 
child an idea that he is better than other children, 
though in reality he may be neither so talented nor 
so exemplary in private qualities. The common schools 
of America are genuine levellers of class distinction . 
and false pride. There the rich man’s heir may learn 
that the hod-carrier’s son is his superior in mental 
endowments, or the latter may find that the former 
possesses other merits than his money ; there each 
may learn that the other has equal rights with himself, 
and that the honors of this world are open to the most 
deserving, even as in the school-room is the case. The 
common school is an ante-type of the adult life which is 
to follow, under our republican institutions. Separate 
the wealthy children from the poorer, and there must 
infallibly grow up a "jealousy and an hostility between 
them. Not humbled by the experience of defeat 
in his scholastic encounters with the laborer’s boy, 
the youthful nabob will nurse a scorn, and assume a 
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precedence, which will be injurious by-and-by; and it 
is not in human nature for the poor not to resent so 
unjust and illiberal an assumption. The influence of 
the common school, in amalgamating the heterogeneous 
elements of American society, in affiliating those who, 
if educated separately, would have been bitter opponents, 
in softening real asperities and annihilating fictitious 
ones, has been prodigious. Without these schools, the 
realizations of the past century in this country would 
have been impossible. The warning, therefore, can 
not be too sharp, in the ears of would-be aristocratic 
parents, against this somewhat prevalent mistake. 
There are sufficient caste boundaries already in the 
world, without introducing them into that most unfor- 
tunate of all places for them, the public school. 

Furthermore, parents may exemplify their interest 
usefully and acceptably, by always referring to the 
school system and to individual teachers, in the hearing 
of their children, with respect for the dignity of both. 
If there be a misunderstanding of any kind, let there 
be, out of school-hours , a calm, polite and dispassionate 
conference by the offended parent, either with the 
teacher, or the sub-committee of the school, or the 
Superintendent. Honorable and peaceable accommoda- 
tion may almost invariably be secured in this manner, 
while the scholar will be infected with no spirit of 
insubordination. 

But if the reader perchance have no children of 
his own to be trained, his obligation to sustain schools 
and officials in their best estate is not in the least 
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abated. The general weal of the whole community is 
bound up in the purity and efficiency of the schools. 
Hence it is the imperative duty of all to do the 
utmost in their power for the prosperity of so potent a 
conservator, and especially to be careful whom of their 
fellow-citizens they elevate to the responsible position of 
School Committee. There is no municipal office 
where more caution should be exercised. The position 
never should be dragged into the mire of politics, 
above which it is and ought to be maintained. As 
the honorable committeeman should despise the doing 
of a partisan or sectarian act, even so should his 
constituents be actuated in his election. A praise- 
worthy step in this direction was taken by our people, 
some years ago, in the nomination of ladies for the 
Committee ; and it is to be regretted that they did 
not, as has latterly happened in the capital city of our 
State, consent to the use of their names. The practice 
of all parties combining on the same nominee, is an 
admirable one and quite frequent here. It has never 
chanced, we are glad to say — or certainly not in 
recent years — that the Lowell educational board has 
been made up of politicians intent on party ends. It 
would be a sad day for the well-being of our schools 
if such a calamity should occur; and it will not, if 
the voters perform their high functions impartially, by 
choosing men eminent for their qualifications, and 
then retaining their services through a protracted term, 
if they prove worthy. This rule has repeatedly been 
observed with the most beneficial results ; gentlemen 
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have been kept in this board four, six, eight and even 
more years consecutively. Too frequent rotation is 
little less desirable here than among teachers. The 
committeeman is necessarily more useful with each 
additional year of service ; and it is doubtless due to 
a realization of this fact that, unlike all the other offices 
which our citizens are called upon to fill, the term of 
School Committee is for two years instead of for one. 

And this suggests a word of acknowledgment and 
comment concerning our official associates in the City 
Council. The provinces of the two bodies are in some 
degree allied. Thus, the City Council assess taxes 
and determine what amount shall be appropriated for 
school purposes, while the School Committee have the 
exclusive disbursement of such funds, and may legally 
exceed the amount appropriated — a right which they 
have never exercised., and to which it should be hoped 
they may never be compelled or moved to resort. 
The City Council alone can build school-houses, though 
the School Committee generally recommend when and 
where new ones shall be erected, and may alter and 
repair them. We esteem it a gratifying fact that, 
notwithstanding these equivocal, and even under pos- 
sible contingencies conflicting powers, there has not 
arisen a breath of controversy between these two 
branches of public administration, and neither has 
sought to intrude upon the domain of the other. 
We have forborne to ask for outlays of money, until 
necessity or sound judgment dictated the advisability 
of such a procedure; they have concurred with us, 
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and honored our requests with reasonable diligence. 
That this pleasant reciprocity may continue undis- 
turbed, we sincerely desire and have reason to 
anticipate. It may further be remarked that, in 
no small measure, have we been indebted to the 
urbanity of the venerable Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, whose business cares in other directions 
have not rendered him neglectful of our recurring 
demands. 

We have reserved till near the close of our report a 
tribute to the teachers of our city, not by way of 
implied disparagement, but because their worth is too 
conspicuous and well known to require emphasis here, 
while the subjects made prominent in our report are 
comparatively little dwelt upon. It would be adulatory 
and untrue, to claim for all our public instructors the 
highest encomium ; but many certainly deserve that 
compliment. There is, of course, here as everywhere, 
a disparity of excellence among them. One of the 
most disagreeable and delicate responsibilities which the 
conscientious member of the School Committee has to 
meet, is to bring about the retirement of those whose 
utility, whether from impaired and decadent abilities, 
or from constitutional inaptitude, he has the best of 
reasons for doubting. Especially is this true when the 
teacher is apparently painstaking, yet nevertheless fails. 
Such cases are often indulgently passed over, because 
the committeeman shrinks from the disturbance sure 
to arise if he seek to remove a teacher; for, however 
incompetent such a one may be, there are quite likely 
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to be friends and influence to resist the attempt. But 
the board, individually and collectively, have not been 
altogether lacking in the essential stamina to fulfil 
their duty in this line, when occasion has called for it, 
which happily has been but seldom. The process 
should be judiciously continued from year to year. It 
is a fallacious sentiment that spares unwisely, paying 
paramount consideration to the feelings of teachers, 
and ignoring the welfare of a multitude of scholars. 
The fact must ever be borne in mind, that the school 
is maintained for the benefit of the children, and 
thereby of the public ; and no individual should be 
a pensioner on municipal bounty, if as a teacher his 
or her labors are not decidedly advantageous. The 
benefit of the doubt should always be on the side of 
the greater number. 

Having teachers who deserve their places, they 
deserve, also, a generous support. The teacher has no 
right to be narrow-minded or ignorant, “ booked 
up ” solely in the school curriculum. He should be 
refined, broadly cultured, with opportunities for constant 
mental growth and intellectual progress. He should 
have sufficient salary to afford him — what ought to 
be insisted upon — leisure for extensive reading in 
general literature, for visiting conventions, for travelling 
during vacations, and, in short, to be more than a 
plodding pedagogue — to be a fountain of blessing to 
all who come under his influence, inexhaustible as the 
clouds, perpetually replenished like the mountain- 
springs. He should be so paid that, when he ceases 
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to be useful to the school, from any cause, he may 
not be retained from motives of charity, but retire 
with reasonable resources for his declining years. 
This statement is especially applicable to female 
teachers, to whom fields of employment in advanced 
life are seldom open. Any other policy than that 
just advocated, is the reverse of economical. Good 
teachers make good schools ; good schools produce 
good members of society ; and these are of inestimable 
value. 

There is an extravagance of opinion upon this 
subject entertained by two extremes of the public : 
the one holds to an injudicious liberality, dispropor- 
tionate to what may be called the state of the market ; 
the other, with equal unwisdom, would reduce the pay 
of teachers to that of menials. There is an equitable 
middle ground in this controversy, as in most others. 
The School Committee have, in the last two years, 
saved to the city, in annual expenditure upon the 
salary item, about $i 0,000. In most cases we think 
the compensation is now just. There may be possibly 
a few isolated places where retrenchment would be 
prudent; but a further wholesale diminution of teachers’ 
salaries we are convinced would be inexpedient. If 
in any field, it is emphatically true in this, that “ the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.” 

The teacher is a potent help to civilization. If a cor- 
dial and adequate support shall, at any future period of 
our history, be withheld from him by popular assent, 
a catastrophe must impend; insomuch that the far- 
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seeing philanthropist, as he aids in bestowing upon 
the laborious teacher the pecuniary equivalent for his 
momentous services, may well exclaim, and to some 
extent prophesy, in the language of one of Shak- 
spere’s characters — 

“When Marcus Brutus grows so covetous, 

To lock such rascal counters from his friends, 

Be ready, gods ! with all your thunder-bolts.” 


Report of Committee on Drawing. 


The Committee on Penmanship and Drawing present the fol- 
lowing report. 

In 1870, the legislature passed a law requiring drawing to be 
taught in all the public schools, and to make annual provision for 
free instruction in industrial or mechanical drawing to persons over 
fifteen years of age. In accordance with this law, during the same 
year drawing was made one of the regular studies in our public 
schools. It is now in its ninth year. The Free Evening Drawing 
School was opened in 1872, the free-hand department in charge of 
Mr. Harrison ; the instrumental, of Mr. Whitaker. It was a novel 
enterprise, and all proper appliances were wanting, yet at the first 
State exhibition in Boston in May, 1872, the Board of Examiners 
awarded three “ Excellents ” and six “ Honorable Mentions ” to the 
seventy drawings exhibited, and specially commended the method 
followed in the instruction. Such was the modest beginning of this 
great enterprise. There was of course much quiet opposition, as 
there always is from the ranks of the conservative to anything new 
or out of the range of their experience. And it is well that it is so, 
because by this critical process, all that is false in progressive theory 
and practice is sifted out, and only that which can abide this severe 
test is established and becomes a permanent benefit. At this testing 
period, the city was peculiarly fortunate in enjoying the services of 
the Hon. John A. Goodwin on the sub-committee on Drawing, 
whose far-reaching foresight discerned the vast benefits to be reaped 
in the future by our mechanics and manufacturers from the neces- 
sary development of this new departure. Keeping himself thor- 
oughly posted in the steadily advancing and carefully fostered in- 
dustrial education of the working classes in the Old World, he con- 
centrated the most striking facts in the annual School Reports, and 
constantly sustained the work committed to his charge. Thus, he 
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noticed on one occasion, that whilst our State was just organizing 
industrial instruction in drawing, England had one hundred and 
fourteen Schools of Art, which had just sent forward seventy-three 
thousand two hundred and twenty-six works of students, and 
three hundred and ninety-seven night schools, which forwarded 
fifty-six thousand and sixteen works, all executed that year 
(1872), for examination in London, to which eleven hundred third- 
grade prizes were awarded, and twelve hundred and eight of the 
best selected for the national competition, in which all schools of 
art compete with one another; and that ten gold, twenty-five 
silver and sixty bronze medals were awarded, together with a 
number of prizes of books. 

In 1878, the free evening schools sent one hundred and one 
drawings to the State exhibition in Boston, which received three 
“ Excellents ” and six “ Honorable Mentions.” An exhibition was 
held in the Green School hall, of selected work from the public and 
evening schools, which helped to arrest public attention and gave 
some idea of the work that was being done. 

In 1874, M iss Helen W. Wright and Miss Isabella Coburn were 
engaged to aid Mr. Harrison, who up to this time had conducted 
the free-hand department of the evening schools alone. The com- 
mittee also furnished plates of historical and floral ornament, just 
published under Prof. Walter Smith’s direction, and also some 
casts. The happiest results immediately followed. The class which 
had been small in numbers, whilst the pencil only was used, was 
largely augmented on the introduction of these new appliances and 
of the brush. It now for the first time became popular. 

The mechanical and architectural departments commended them- 
selves at once to the classes for whom they were intended. Car- 
penters and machinists did not fail to appreciate the advantages 
they could gain in their every-day work from the thoroughly prac- 
tical course laid out for them by Mr. Whitaker. The free-hand 
department had peculiar difficulties to contend against. It had to 
acquire popularity, without which it could have no students, in the 
face of prejudice and false notions. Free-hand industrial drawing 
was a new thing. What did it mean? Of what use was it ? Here 
were no picturesque sketches, no landscapes, no shading, nothing 
which was considered desirable in drawing; on the other hand, a 
great deal that was undesirable, plenty of hard work in accurate 
drawing from historical conventionalized forms of ornament. The 
public required to be taught that the foundation of all true art is 
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accurate drawing. To this work Mr. Harrison, in the face of all 
difficulties, applied himself; and though the classes for a time were 
necessarily small, yet the approval of the character of the work by 
the judges in Boston and by the committee at home, encouraged 
him to persevere. This year, with the admirable help of Miss 
Wright and the further light thrown on the subject by the in- 
troduction of the plates above mentioned, success was initiated. 
It began to be understood what industrial art was. 

Another great impetus was given by an exhibition in Huntington 
Hall of a specimen of the drawing of every scholar in the public 
schools, only excepting the few who had great natural incapacity, 
not more than a hundred in all. The whole work of the evening 
schools was also shown. Thousands of our citizens attended, the 
expression of approval was universal, the practical character of the 
work was seen, and the immense amount of ability which had lain 
uncultivated was perceived, even by those most opposed to it. The 
future of drawing in our public and evening schools was assured. 
The exhibition in Boston was as successful as usual. 

In 1875, the instrumental classes steadily increased, while the 
free-hand class was doubled. So faithfully and ably was the work 
carried on by Messrs. Whitaker and Harrison and their assistants, 
Messrs. Howe, Hyde and others, and the Misses Wright, Leavitt, 
Whittier and Allen, that the Examiners in Boston awarded “ Ex- 
cellent” to the full display, both of architectural and mechanical 
drawings, and “ Honorable Mention ” to the full free-hand display, 
besides five “ Excelleuts ” and eight “ Honorable Mentions ” to 
individual students. 

In 1876, the Centennial year, it was found that a saving might be 
effected by placing Mr. Whitaker in charge of all departments of 
the evening drawing schools, and allowing him to find his own 
teachers, who were to be approved by the committee. 

The machine and architectural classes, under Mr. Kirkley Hyde 
and Mr. Frank M. Howe as principal instructors, respectively, with 
several able assistants, met with their usual success and produced 
no less than seven hundred and fifty-four drawings ; Miss Helen W. 
Wright, Miss H. J. Leavitt and Miss Helen A. Whittier had charge 
of the practical design and free-hand classes; from the latter, one 
hundred and ten drawings ; from the charcoal class, one hundred 
and ninety-two; from the practical design class, prints, carpets, 
historical ornaments, etc., four hundred and sixty-one, and over one 
hundred pieces of decorated ware. All the above, together with a 
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large number of pages taken from the scholars’ drawing books in 
the public schools, and works from the High School, were exhibited 
in Huntington Hall, and to quote the words of the school report of 
the year, “ were examined by thousands of delighted visitors.” 

Twenty-five frames, containing a great variety of the best work 
from the different classes, were sent to the Centennial Exhibition. 
A considerable selection from the work was also sent on by the 
Women’s Centennial Committee. 

In 1877, Miss Helen W. Wright was principal of the free-hand 
and practical design classes, assisted by Misses Whittier, Leavitt, 
Green and Allen. The number of drawings of applied design was 
five hundred and eighty-two ; of free-hand, three hundred and 
eighty-three; of crayon shading, forty-two; Mr. Frank M. Howe, 
of Cambridge, had charge of the architectural classes, five hundred 
and thirteen drawings ; Mr. Kirkley Hyde, of the machine classes, 
five hundred drawings ; total, two thousand and twenty, the great- 
est amount of work ever done. At our first exhibition of the 
work of the evening drawing school, less than two hundred pieces 
of work were shown ; at our last exhibition in May, over two 
thousand accepted drawings were exhibited. The usual exhibition 
was held in Huntington Hall and met with universal approval. In 
addition, over one thousand drawings, taken from the drawing 
books of pupils in the Grammar schools and representing the work 
of about seven hundred different scholars, besides a number of 
drawings from the High School under the instruction of Miss 
Draper and Mrs. Chase, and from the Primary schools, added 
to the completeness of the exhibition, showing the progress from 
year to year in the course of instruction, and shared in the general 
approval. 

This fall the free-hand classes are so generally sought, that all 
who desire admittance can not be accommodated, and they are 
therefore enabled to take a higher and more independent position. 
Pupils are now classified according to their ability, and approved 
drawings are necessary for admission and advancement to higher 
classes. The work, also, gains in character, because students, who 
have learned drawing and the elements of design and of geometry 
in the public schools, are now coming forward, and the teachers of 
the evening classes and your committee testify unanimously to 
the absolute necessity of such previous training to the successful 
development and application of the more advanced course of 
instruction, as shown by actual experience, and the great importance 
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of its being unified and kept at a high standard by the work of the 
special teacher of this branch in the public schools. 

In summing up this part of our report, your committee would 
offer a few general observations and suggestions. 

Drawing as taught in our schools is not a mere accomplishment, 
nor is it an amnsement. It is the language of all the industrial 
arts. Buildings and machines must have plans, elevations, sections 
and drawings of parts. Carriages, furniture, jewelry, implements, 
pottery, make their first appearance in drawings. Conceived in the 
mind, they take visible form on paper. All the varied designs on 
carpets, calicoes, muslins, silks, must be drawn before they can be 
be wrought. In a word, all manufactures and all the ornament 
applied to manufactures depend on drawing. The designer con- 
ceives in his mind, and embodies his conception by the pencil. Is 
not the ability to draw invaluable ? Is not the value of it 
universal ? 

We are met by the question, Do you expect all who learn to 
draw to become designers? We answer, Certainly not. But, first, 
we do intend to give such an education in our public schools, as 
shall enable those who have this talent to discover it and render 
it available, whereas otherwise it would remain undeveloped, and 
the public at large would be the loser. Our second reply involves a 
consideration no less important. We have spoken of conceptions as 
embodied in plans, patterns, designs, etc. These are placed in the 
hands of the artisan, and are by him to be again translated into 
the building, the machine, or the fabric. To do this he must 
understand them. If he has been taught to draw such plans, 
himself, the comprehension of them is easy. He knows what all 
this complication of lines and dimensions means. Otherwise it is 
inexplicable, and he has to depend on the verbal instructions of the 
foreman, to work by the “ rule of thumb,” and accept the wages 
of unskilled labor. 

Another incidental advantage must not be overlooked. Under- 
standing how to transform a paper plan into a machine, in 
constructing that machine his educated faculties perceive possible 
improvements, the training he has had enables him to reduce them 
to form, and so we have further new or improved inventions. 

So far, then, as architectural and machine drawing is concerned, 
there seems no further possible question as to its value. If there 
were, it is finally answered by the very presence of the students at 
the classes, their persistent attendance and the amonnt of work 
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they do, after their hard day’s labor is over. The praetieal design 
elasses remain to be considered. Are the arguments in their favor 
equally strong? Their objeet is the development and Gaining of 
the iesthetie faculties ; their education in the principles and laws of 
beauty as to grace of form and harmony of color; the praetieal 
use of them in the application of these rules to exeeuting and de- 
signing. To what end ? As we have said before, on the one hand 
to bring to the surfaee and develop for the publie benefit the talent 
which would otherwise lie dormant ; on the other, to so educate 
the general publie taste, that the Avork done by the specially gifted 
few may be appreciated and enjoyed. We thus seek to render our 
homes beautiful and attractive ; to raise the standard of taste and 
morals ; to make the highest use of one whole department of the 
human mind which has been hitherto almost entirely neglected ; to 
so refine and elevate our people, that all that is eoimnon, vulgar 
and meretricious may be sloughed off by the innate foree of a well- 
regulated and completed nature. 

To earry out these ideas, has been the objeet kept constantly in 
view. The first point requiring attention was to get rid of the 
generally prevailing views of drawing, that it was a mere aeeoni- 
plislunent, and aimed only at landscapes and the pieturesque, 
and to bring the students down to the foundation work of aeeurate 
drawing; when this was done, and they had acquired the ability 
to draw, to develop it in the various lines of industrial art. Little 
suceess eould be expected at first, since adults as a general rule 
found the preliminary studies too tedious. It was like learning to 
read when you are old. It was not, therefore, until the scholars 
trained in drawing in the public sehools began to come forward, as 
they have eagerly done, into the evening classes, that a sound basis 
was found, on whieh has been built our most gratifying suecess. 
And it should in this connection be borne in mind, that to seeure 
these excellent results — this great benefit of an eye trained to see 
and a hand to exeeute, with cultivation of taste and development 
of speeial talent — - only two school weeks out of the whole school 
year are employed. 

We think our city may well be proud of the method whieh has 
been followed, of the skill with whieh the teaehers have done their 
part in the work, of the labors and enthusiasm of the speeial 
teacher in this department, and of the honors which have been so 
liberally awarded us. Those at the State exhibitions in Boston we 
have already notieed. Besides these we received a silver medal 
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from the State Agricultural Fair at Manchester, N. IT., a bronze 
medal and diploma from the Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia, 
and a silver medal from the late Fair of the Mechanics’ Charitable 
Association, at Boston. 

The names might be given of many of the students, practical 
workmen from both the machine and architectural classes, who 
have learned to read drawings given them to work from by the 
architect or designer, also to make them when necessary, who 
testify to the great practical and financial benefits of the instruction 
they have received. These would all be happy to answer any 
questions on the snbject. 

In the free-hand class, we have one lady who is earning her 
living by her talent for drawing, first discovered in the evening 
schools; another, soon to graduate from the four years’ course of 
the Boston Normal School, whose course has been a continual 
success. Others have earned an addition to their incomes by then- 
art work. One decorated a plate at a cost of two dollars, and 
the value set on it in Boston was fifteen dollars. Another pupil, 
who had never received any instruction until she entered the school, 
says, “ I have received twenty-five dollars from one applied design 
made while a member.” The practical results, of which these arc 
only a few instances, are thus seen to be very satisfactory, to say 
nothing of the general advance of taste among our citizens and 
the interest felt, as evidenced by the re-formation and large mem- 
bership of the art club, which is only waiting for the completion 
of its room to enter upon a course of active work. 

In closing we would add that other branches might be introduced, 
but in a city like ours, where the session of the school is necessarily 
limited, a too extended course of study is not advisable, and as has 
been stated, it is not expected to make finished architects, designers 
and artists of all who enter the school, but those who develop 
latent talent will drift into schools of a higher grade than ours — as 
has already been the case — and come out first-class men of their 
calling, while all will be benefited. 

The expenses of the school — which will be fonnd in the Superin- 
tendent’s report of expenditures — have not varied far from 13000 
a year for the past three years, being less than the appropriation, 
and some $500 less than the expenditure four years ago. 

The school the present season opened in November, with over 
three hundred pupils, divided into the following classes : Beginners’ 
Practical Design, Advanced Practical Design, Free-Hand Class 
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(flat copy, model drawing), Crayon Shading (for advanced pupils), 
Beginners’ Architectural, Advanced Architectural, Beginners’ Ma- 
chine, Advanced Machine — which is the extent of our present 
accommodations, and in the Free-Hand Class some thirty are 
waiting for admission. The cost will be somewhat larger than last 
year, owing to the addition of classes to accommodate the in- 
creasing numbers, but will still be at least $500 less than the liberal 
appropriation made by the Board. 

Your committee hope that their successors will take an early 
opportunity to look into the matter of larger and better accommo- 
dations, so that the coming fall, all who desire may be accommo- 
dated. With more commodious and well-fitted rooms, a larger class 
even than the present one could be instructed, with very little 
additional expense. 


WRITING. 

The writing is carefully attended to in the schools generally, 
though in some rooms it does not show quite so well as usual, owing 
to the too rapid advancement of some scholars because of the 
crowded condition of the lower rooms. As a whole it is ex- 
cellent. On comparing a large number of pages taken from the 
scholars’ copy-books in 1865, when Mr. Harrison first took charge, 
with the work at present done, we can scarcely believe that such 
writing was ever tolerated, and yet it was only two years since the 
previous special teacher, who Was very successful, had left. We 
have great reason, therefore, to be satisfied with our present 
system, judging it by its results. It has been demonstrated that, 
under constant supervision, a high standard can be reached by a 
very large majority of the scholars, and constantly maintained. A 
large number of teachers have been changed since the present 
special teacher came, yet these rooms, where showing poor results 
for the first year of the changes, are almost invariably brought up 
again to the standard in the next. And thus the general excellence 
of the writing in our schools has been continued.

Report Committee on Evening Schools. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen : 

In conformity to tlie laws of this State, your Committee on 
Evening Schools opened on the eighth day of November, 1877, 
evening schools as follows : No. 1, basement of the Green school- 
house ; No. 2, basement of Lyon Street school-house ; No. 3, Ward 
Room, Church Street ; No. 4, Howard Mission school-house, Cen- 
tralville ; and a free evening High School in the Green school-house 
hall ; and with the usual holiday exceptions, they continued without 
interruption until the fifth day of March, 1878, employing in all 
sixty-three teachers and giving instruction to a total of thirteen 
hundred and ninety-seven pupils, with an average attendance of 
five hundred and twenty-four. The evening High School, which 
was instituted for the purpose of allowing those pupils desiring 
more advanced instruction than could be obtained in the evening 
schools the opportunity of pursuing the higher branches of edu- 
cation, has proved a gratifying success, both in the number availing 
themselves of the advantages of the school and the earnestness of 
purpose with which they have pursued the studies incident to this 
higher grade of instruction. And in this connection your committee 
would express their appreciation of the personal interest of the 
teacher, Mr. Stephen G. Bailey, in the success of the school and the 
individual advancement of the scholars. 

The course of instruction given in the schools for the past year 
has not varied materially from that which has been experimentally 
found best suited to the peculiar requirements of the class of pupils 
in attendance, with the exception that your committee have required

that eaeli sehool should be graded so far as possible in itself, a series 
of graded sehools from the nature of the ease being impracticable. 
The great diserepaney existing between the number of pupils given 
as having atteuded and the total average of attendance is perhaps 
the most striking item in the statistics of the evening sehools, and 
is a serious eheek to their usefulness. This dropping off in numbers 
commences soon after the Christmas holidays and continues pro- 
gressively until the elose of the term in the spring, when the 
attendance is so far reduced as to praetieally elose the schools. 
While this lack of perseverance on the part of the pupils is greatly 
to be regretted as materially abridging the value and usefulness of 
the eourse of instruction upon wliieh they have entered, it can be 
no matter of surprise that those who are engaged in laborious and 
wearisome oeeupations during the day should soon weary of the 
mental effort and personal restraint incident to the acquirement of 
knowledge ; and the faet that thirteen hundred and ninety-seven 
young men and women, of an age that places them beyond com- 
pulsory education, should of their free and individual choice express 
their desire for education, by even commencing the course, is to 
your committee conclusive evidence of the great value of these 
sehools in the political eeonomy of the eity. 

The amount of $4500 was appropriated for the evening schools, 
and the expenses strietly belonging to these sehools have fallen .83 
within the stated sum, but the salary of the teacher of the evening 
High Sehool and the books neeessary to earry on that speeial eourse 
of instruction necessitated a further expense of $137.40, making a 
total of $4630.57 expended by your eonnnittee. 

The order, efficiency, and general morale of the evening schools 
for the year 1877-8 will compare favorably w r ith former years, and 
your eonnnittee are encouraged to believe that gradually but surely 
and steadily the pupils for whose benefit these schools are maintained 
are manifesting, in their more persistent attendance upon the regular 
sessions of the term, in the greater effort made by them to improve 
the advantages offered, and their improved orderly eonduct and 
personal appearanee, a gain in self-respect and an elevation in 
educational and moral standing, that must subserve not only their 
own interests in the present and future, but prove a strong faetor 
in the reputation of the eity for safety and quietude in times of 
public exeitement.

Report of Committee on Music. 


The Committee on Music respectfully submit the following re- 
port. 

As the committee has already reported to the board the principal 
changes made in the department under its charge, which changes 
have met the approval of the board, it is scarcely necessary at this 
time to more than recapitulate the same for the benefit of the 
public. Until the close of the school year in July, the instruction 
in music in all the schools was given as during the year preceding. 
The annual exhibition, however, was conducted somewhat differ- 
ently from previous examinations, and, the committee think, with 
more satisfactory results. Instead of devoting a day and evening 
to the examination, a day only was taken, and the evening “concert” 
dispensed with. The selection of schools to be examined was made 
by the committee, so as to ascertain the proficiency of the pupils 
as a whole. The music teacher was not informed of the schools 
determined upon until within a few days preceding the examination. 
In all, about thirteen hundred pupils were examined, and all the 
Grammar schools except the Mann were represented. This school 
was not selected, because a promotion of scholars, made shortly 
before the examination, prevented a fair test of the school. The 
examination occurred May 21st, and was largely attended by 
parents of the children and by citizens generally. The progress 
shown by the singers was marked. Some exercises on the black- 
board and the singing by signal were new features which excited 
much interest. It was noticed that the children from the Primary 
schools surpassed those from the higher grades, in fulness and 
sweetness of tone and apparent interest in the exercise, and their 
singing was by far the most satisfactory feature of the examination. 
At the close of the exhibition brief addresses were made by the 
chairman of the committee and by his honor the Mayor. 
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The result of the examination convinced the committee that to 
the teachers of the schools was due much. of the success of the 
study among their pupils. The Primary-school teachers, especially, 
deserved warm praise for their efforts at advancing the musical 
knowledge of their little scholars, and the committee felt that the 
monthly visit of the teacher of music to each school was not re- 
quired, as the teachers, at least those any length of time in service, 
had acquired sufficient instruction to fit their pupils to enter the 
Grammar school with the required amount of musical training. 
Accordingly it was voted to dispense with the monthly visitation, 
and to have instead a meeting of the Primary-school teachers once 
a month with the music teacher, at which they should receive from 
him the necessary instruction to impart, to their pupils. The 
advantage of this plan was that it gave the teacher of music more 
time to visit Primary schools where the teachers were inexperienced, 
and devote special pains to keeping such schools up to the general 
standard. Besides this, greater uniformity was anticipated, as all 
the teachers would receive exactly the same instruction. Under 
this system three meetings have been held, and the teachers have 
attended them with commendable regularity. They are held at 
the Iligh-school hall, on the first Wednesday afternoon of each 
month. At the last meeting there was a good representation of 
the accepted applicants for schools, who attended to receive the 
instruction which will be necessary when they are- chosen teachers. 

Mr. Willey has cordially co-operated with the committee, and 
assisted faithfully in the execution of its plans.

From the above it appears that fourteen thousand eighty-one 
dollars and forty-one cents were expended under the direction of 
the Committee on Lands and Buildings for the year. Deducting the 
cost of the new school-house, on School street, and part of the 
expense incurred in the improvements made in the Mann school- 
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house, about seven thousand dollars remain as the expense incurred 
in repairing and painting .the outside of the buildings, laying floors, 
whitening, etc., of which this department has no knowledge gen- 
erally until after the work is done. 

The City Ordinances, sect. 11, chap. 12, prescribe that “the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, under the direction of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Lands and Buildings, or of the 
Board of Aldermen, shall have the care of all the school-houses 
belonging to the city except as otherwise provided ; he shall 
employ suitable mechanics, and shall superintend all repairs made 
on said buildings ; and shall render such services as may be 
required of him in relation to such buildings, by the Mayor, by the 
Board of Aldermen, by the Committee on Lands and Buildings, or 
by any other committee appointed by the City Council.” 

Section 9, chap. 1, of the Rules of the School Committee, is 
as follows : “ The Committee on School-Houses shall have the 
general oversight of the same, and of the arrangements for warming 
and ventilating school-rooms ; see that the several scliool-liouses 
and appurtenances are kept in good condition, and make such 
recommendations as to building and repairing as the interests of 
the schools require.” ' 

The powers vested in the School Committee are- derived from the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, and the rule cited is in con- 
formity to the spirit of those laws. In order, then, that the 
interests of the schools may be best subserved, the. Committee on 
Lands and Buildings and the Committee on School-Houses should 
act as a joint committee in all matters relating to school-houses. 
As their interests are identical they should agree as to the amount 
of money to be appropriated for school-houses, and as to how it 
should be expended. This appropriation the School Committee 
have no control over. However large it may be, the whole of 
it may be expended upon the outside of the school-houses if 
the Committee on Lands and Buildings so order. At the same 
time, the appropriation for schools may be drawn upon by the same 
committee to defray the expense of repairs in the interior of 
the school-houses, though done without the order of the School 
Committee. 

I have called the attention of the Board to this matter, because 
it seems to be quite essential that the Committee' on School-Houses 
should have an understanding with the Committee on Lands and 
Buildings as to the amount of money necessary to be appropriated 
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to carry into effect the request of the committee for better ac- 
commodations for scholars in Wards 3 and 6, referred to the 
incoming City Council, and to meet any other expenses that it may 
be necessary to incur in providing accommodations for schools in 
other sections of the city. 

The Committee on Appropriations meet in February. Although 
this Board is represented there by the Mayor and the Chairman of 
the Joint Committee on Education of the City Council, the in- 
fluence of the Committee on School-Houses should be felt through 
the Chairman of the Committee on Lands and Buildings ; and I 
recommend an early meeting of the Committee on School-Houses 
for the purpose of devising some plan of action in concert with the 
Committee on Lands and Buildings for the coming year. 

During the year a school-house has been built-, one bought, and 
two sold, thus making the number of school-houses the same as last 
year, forty-one. 

The new house, was built for the accommodation of Primary No. 
2, on School street, and is on the site of the old building, which was 
moved about twenty feet south to make room for the new. It is a 
two-story building, and of the same plan as the Dover street house, 
differing, however, in having water-closets in the basement under 
the entries. As the basement is well ventilated, no unpleasant 
consequences are anticipated from this arrangement. 

The school yard was enlarged by the purchase of land on the 
north and east sides. It now has a front on School street of one 
hundred and eleven feet, an average depth of seventy -six feet, and 
contains nearly nine thousand square feet of land. The house is 
on the centre of the lot, and the scholars have ample room to play, 
as there are no dividing fences. The building and land cost six 
thousand four hundred thirty-seven dollars and forty-five cents. 

In September of last year (1877) the Committee on High School 
were instructed to consider the expediency of providing a suitable 
laboratory for the scholars of the High school who were studying 
analytical chemistry. On consulting the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings it appeared that the appropriation for school-houses was 
nearly exhausted, and that a special appropriation by the City 
Council would be necessary to make even the most economical 
provision that could be devised. It was considered useless to apply 
to the Council at so late a period of the year, and the High School 
Committee were obliged to report progress only. In my last 
annual report I again called the attention of the Committee to this 
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matter, and recommended that definite action be taken in season to 
influence the action of the Committee on Appropriations of the 
City Council, who make their report in February. Owing to other 
business of pressing importance, no action was taken at either of 
the January 'meetings (five in number), and the year has passed 
without anything being done. I consider it my duty again to call 
the attention of the board to this subject, as it is a matter of 
considerable importance. 

The Mann school-house has been the most highly favored of the 
Grammar school-houses this year. The principal’s room and first 
assistant’s recitation-room have been made into two class-rooms, 
like those of the other Grammar schools, new floors laid in several 
of the rooms, new chairs substituted for the old straight-backed 
ones, the wood-work and blinds grained and painted, and enough 
more done to make it appear like a new building. The old out- 
house, which was an offence to the school and the neighborhood, 
has been taken down, the school yard graded and re-divided, and 
improved water-closets placed in the east end of the cellar. All 
these changes and improvements were made by order of the Board, 
on recommendation of the Committee on School-Houses, at the 
expense of about eleven hundred dollars, a large part of which was 
charged to the appropriation for schools. 

At the August meeting of the board a Complaint was received 
from a citizen of Ward Four, doing business on Branch street near 
the yard of the Franklin school-house, that the privy in the yard 
was so offensive as to be at times insupportable. He therefore 
petitioned for its removal. His petition was referred to the 
Committee on School-Houses, who subsequently reported that the 
complaint was well founded, and they therefore recommended that 
the privy be taken down, and that arrangements like those made in 
the Mann school-house be made in the Franklin. The report was 
accepted, and the recommendation adopted. The Committee on 
Lands and Buildings, upon consultation with the Committee on 
School-Houses, agreed to carry the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee into effect, and charge the expense of the same to the 
appropriation for school-houses. The plan adopted made it neces- 
sary to erect a large porch on the north side of the school-house ; 
and as it was deemed advisable to build it of brick, the whole 
expense amounted to about fifteen hundred dollars. 

A new boiler was placed in the Edson school-house during the 
summer vacation, at a cost of four hundred dollars, and the boilers 
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of all the school-houses heated by steam were cleaned and repaired. 
Slight repairs only have been made in the other Grammar school 
houses. 

Of Primaries Nos, 1 and 3, I am obliged to repeat what I said 
last year, that “ the quarters are much too narrow for the accom - 
modation of those schools.” The block on Kirk street, two rooms 
of which are occupied by Primary No. 1, was purchased for school 
purposes in 1873. Plans were made for altering the building, also 
for building a new two-story Primary school of brick in its place. 
Obstacles have, however, been continually thrown in the way of 
any improvements. Members of the Committee have examined the 
rooms occupied by both schools, and but one ojnnion has been 
expressed in respect to the accommodations, but no action has been 
taken. I suggest that the Committee on School-Houses make a 
thorough examination of the premises occupied by these schools, 
and report at an early date some plan for their relief. 

The building at the corner of Race and Merrimack streets also 
needs attention. The lower room has now three different devices 
for ventilating : Bruce’s, which is placed in the window under the 
sash; Houghton’s, which is a simple pipe surrounding the upright 
part of the smoke-pipe, and connected with the outer air through the 
cellar; and Boyd’s Patent Ventilator. This last is supposed to 
take impure air from the room, the other two to bring pure air in. 
If all were true to the theories of their inventors, the room would be 
well ventilated. But one of them, in a high wind, reverses action, 
much to the discomfort of those seated near it. The room above 
has the old Emerson Ventilator, pure and simple; and it would, I 
think, ventilate the room satisfactorily if the air-flue and top ven- 
tilator were of sufficient capacity. The entrance to this room has 
been changed. The floor at the bottom of the stairs leading to 
Race street was raised about two feet, the entrance closed, an 
entrance made in the wall at the northeast corner of the building, 
and the stairs turned around. The yards, however, are very small : 
that on the boys’ side is about fifteen feet wide and forty feet long ; 
that on the girls’ side is about thirty-six feet square. The number 
of children belonging to the two schools at the close of the term 
was one hundred and thirty-three. The average number of boys 
belonging for the entire year was seventy. It is impossible to keep 
the yard and privy on the boys’ side clean under these circumstances. 
The Board of Health would, I am sure, pronounce the accommo- 
dations insufficient for so large a school. 
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A great improvement has been made about the school-house at the 
corner of Cabot and Ford streets. An open fence has been put up 
on the line of Cabot and Ford streets, and the building enclosed so 
that the piazza no longer serves as a place for loafers on Sunday. 
About nine hundred square feet of land have been added to the 
yard, the walks have been concreted, and other improvements made, 
which add greatly to the appearance of the premises. 

A request of the Committee for suitable accommodations for 
the Primaries on Charles and Church streets, for the removal of 
Primary school-house No. 20, on Carter street, to some. place near 
Whipple’s grove, and a new house in place of the old one on Carter 
street, was sent to the City Council, and by that body referred to 
the Committee on Education. As it was too late in the year to 
consider the request properly, the Committee recommended that it 
be referred to the next City Council, which was done, and the 
board will be called upon in due time to confer with the Committee 
on Education upon these various matters. 

The upper room of the brick school-house on Howard street was 
fitted up in April for the accommodation of Primary No. 24, in the 
same building which had at the beginning of the term seventy-seven 
scholars. At the beginning of the September term, the board de- 
cided to do away with the Primary school-house on Grand street, 
transfer the scholars to the room over Primary No. 24, and establish 
a new school on Dover street. This plan was carried into operation 
at once, and the school-house was vacated. This building was 
erected in 1843, at a cost of eight hundred and twenty dollars. It 
was sold in October for thirteen hundred and eighty dollars. It is 
worthy of special notice that Miss Emily M. Warren was the first 
and only elected teacher of Primary No. 28. 

Primary school-house No. 2 has a history. When Lowell was in- 
corporated as a town in 1826, district school-house No. 2 stood near 
the southwest corner of the hospital grounds on Pawtucket street. 
It was then an old building, having probably been built some time 
in the last century, as district school-house No. 3, which stood 
near the pound on Chelmsford street, was built about 1801. The 
teacher of the school on Pawtucket street in 1827 was sued by 
a citizen for trespass, because he refused to teach his son from any 
other arithmetic than those prescribed by the Committee, which were 
Colburn’s First Lessons and Colburn’s Sequel. Samuel Hoar of Con- 
cord was employed by the teacher to defend him ; “but the attorney 
who brought the suit, being satisfied by the best legal advice that the 
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action could not be sustained, withdrew it from the docket, so that 
it never came to trial.” The whole town was much excited over 
this question of the “ liberty of school-books,” so much so that the 
election of School Committee the next year turned upon this point. 
Another Committee was elected, favorable to returning in some 
respects to the old ways. The feeling ran so high that, in the words 
of Dr. Edson, “ when the report of the Committee of 1828 was read 
in town meeting before electing a new Board, it was moved, and 
by vote carried, that the report be put under the table. It was 
then moved by the same person, that the Committee be put 
under the table.” I have heard that the person who made the above 
motions was he who sued the teacher as above stated. Two of the 
gentlemen elected to serve on the Committee to restore “tran- 
quillity to public feeling” were Dr. Harlan Pillsbury and Jonathan 
C. Morrill. These gentlemen were again elected in 1829. At the 
March meeting in their report they say that district school-house 
Ho. 2 is “old, cold and inconvenient,” and that a new one is 
needed. At a meeting of the district, held April 20 of the same 
year, steps were taken towards erecting a new house. A building 
committee was chosen, of which Dr. John O. Green was chairman, 
the site selected on School street, and on the 25th of September the 
key was delivered into the hands of the school district agent. The 
cost of the building was seven hundred and thirty-four dollars. 
The old building was sold, moved away and made into a dwelling- 
house. Just fifty years afterwards .“the substantial building, 
which was finished throughout in a workmanlike manner, with 
ample accommodations for eighty scholars ” in 1829, met with a 
similar fate. It was sold for thirty-five dollars (the old one could 
scarcely have brought less), moved down the hill and along Paw- 
tucket street to a lot south of Daniel Gage’s ice-houses, and made 
into a .very good dwelling-house. 

Some of the incidents here related were taken from the record 
book of the district, Dr. John 0. Green being the last district 
clerk. Through his kindness the book is now the property of the 
Committee. 


REFORM SCHOOL. 

At the last meeting of the board of 1877, its attention was called 
to that provision of the City Charter which makes it the duty of 
the Committee to exercise as far as practicable the same supervision 
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and control over the Reform School as over any other public schools 
in the city. Certain queries in respect to the obligations of the 
Committee were referred to the City Solicitor, who gave it as his 
opinion “ that so far as it is practicable for the School Committee 
to exercise supervision and control over the Reform School, they 
must .exercise the same ; and whatever it is for any cause imprac- 
ticable for the Committee to do in the premises, the Overseers of 
the Poor must take charge of.” This opinion of the Solicitor was 
referred to the Committee on Reform School, who were to confer 
with the Overseers of the Poor upon the matter. At the meeting 
of the board, held March 25th, two reports were made. The 
majority report recommended that the board assume at once the 
full control of the school. The minority report, recommended that, 
“ in view of the complications that were likely to arise from the 
exercise of the right of the Committee to elect the teacher of the 
Reform School, fix his salary, and attend to such other duties as 
would be required of them from any other public schools, it is 
deemed impracticable to make any change over last year.” Both 
reports were accepted. 

December 27, 1875, it was “ Resolved , That in the opinion of this 
board, the School Committee will have performed the duties im- 
posed upon them by section 30 of the revised City Charter, when 
they have visited said school, presci’ibed the studies to be pursued 
and the text-books to be used therein ; and that the teacher shall be 
employed, and his salary fixed, by the Overseers of the Poor, as 
heretofoi’e,” 

This resolution was now rescinded, and the board voted to assume 
jurisdiction over the school at the House of Reformation for Juvenile 
Offeudei’s in the City of Lowell. 

At the next meeting of the board, William A. Lang was confirmed 
as temporary teacher of the school, and a first-grade certificate of 
qualifications to teach was granted to him. He was continued as 
temporary teacher each month until July, when he was unanimously 
elected teacher for the ensuing year. 

Practically, there has been no change in the relations of the Com- 
mittee to the school. 

There has been no conflict between the Overseers of the Poor 
and the Committee, and in the management of all affairs relating to 
the school there has been perfect harmony. 

The first school taught in the Almshouse was opened by the 
School Committee, with the approval of the Overseers of the Poor, 
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the 20th of November, 1838. It was held in a room occupied 
as a chapel, and designated as Primary school No. 20. The number 
of scholars belonging to the school was forty-six, and Miss Elcy P. 
Eames was elected teacher. It was discontinued two years after by 
the non-election of a teacher at the annual election in September. 
From that time until 1846 instruction was given by different 
teachers, the length of the term apparently varying according to 
circumstances. In 1846 Miss Eliza Herrick was the principal 
instructor. She continued to have chai'ge of the school until 
1857. Mr. Lang, the present teacher, was appointed to have the 
care of the boys in 1855. He was made teacher in 1858. In 1865 he 
was also elected chaplain of the Almshouse, and has performed the 
duties of teacher and chaplain from that time to the present. He 
is a very valuable officer, possessing especial qualifications foi* the 
discharge of his various duties. His report to me for the year is as 
follows :

MILL SCHOOL. 

The Mill School was opened in the Worthen street school-house, 
in the summer vacation, and taught by Miss Nellie McDonald and 
Miss Marietta F. Crowley. The length of the term was six weeks 
and a half; the whole number of different scholars attending, 
ninety-seven ; average attendance, forty-two ; average number 
belonging, fifty-four ; average age, eleven ; number of mill certif- 
icates given, thirty-nine. 
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After the first week, during which much annoyance was caused 
by boys who were enjoying their vacation in making mischief, the 
school was very orderly, and the scholars paid good attention to 
their lessons. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

Average number of scholars belonging, three thousand three 
hundred and twenty-seven ; an increase of two hundred and fifty- 
seven over last year ; number promoted to the' Grammar schools,, 
seven hundred and twenty-nine. 

The number of Primary schools under the care of the board is 
sixty-seven, .three more than last year. No. 65, lower grade, and 
No. 66, higher grade, were established in July, and No. 67, lower 
grade, in September, The smaller scholars in No. 2, under the 
charge of Miss Carrie Stiles, form No. 65; the upper classes of No. 
19, on Charles street, which were transferred to the Lyon street 
school-house more than a year ago, form No. 66 ; and the smaller 
scholars belonging to No. 62, on Dover street, with others trans- 
ferred to the school from No. 28, on Grand street, and No. 50, on 
Branch street, form No. 67. 

Primary No. 2 kept possession of the old school-house and the 
room hired for the smaller scholars until the close of the summer 
term, notwithstanding the great noise made in erecting the new 
building. Rarely were any complaints made by the teachers, Misses 
Harlow and Stiles, of the annoyances they were subjected to. The 
scholars were so carefully attended to that not the slightest accident 
happened to any one of them. At the commencement of the Sej> 
tember term, the teachers and scholars were rewarded for their 
patience and fidelity by being put in possession of the finest school- 
rooms in the city. The reports of the two schools were united 
until the establishment of Primary No. 65. Since then the teachers 
have kept separate registers, and sent in separate reports. To 
avoid confusion, at my request, the two schools sent a combined 
report for the year. The reports for the term ending December 
21st gave the average number belonging to the two schools as 
seventy-eight ; the average attendance, seventy-two. The year’s 
report was very slightly different. 

In February, Miss Anna F. Peabody, teacher of No. 6, resigned, 
and Miss Alice M. Clark was appointed to succeed her. 

In July, Miss McLaughlin, teacher of Primary No. 9, was trans- 
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ferred to the Colburn School, and Miss Nellie McDonald was 
appointed temporary teacher in her place. 

The two schools in the Race street school-house, Nos. 10 and 63, 
have been very full the whole year. They are both, as last year, 
the lowest-grade schools (the middle grade being No. 38, and the 
upper grade No. 36, on Cabot street). The average number be- 
longing to Nos. 10 and 63 for the term just closed was one hundred 
arid twenty-four. The average number belonging to the middle 
and upper grades, Nos. 38 and 36, was ninety-five. The average 
number belonging to each of the four schools is fifty-five. The 
scholars in the upper room on Race street are, without exception, 
French, and many of those in the lower room. The teachers, 
however, are admirably qualified for their positions, being dis- 
tinguished for patience and perseverance. Miss Miller, teacher of 
No. 63, is well acquainted with the language her scholars speak, 
and finds less difficulty in teaching them on that account. For 
scholars much better accommodated than these, the fine four- 
roomed brick school-house on Common street was built. 

Nos. 13, 57 and 20, on Carter street, schools of three grades, No. 
13 being the lowest, are composed of children who live in the 
Bleachery section, between Hale’s brook and the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad track. The recommendation of the Committee on School- 
Houses in regard to the houses they occupy, would, if carried into 
effect, make for the present an ungraded school in or near Whipple’s 
grove, and two schools of upper and lower grade on Carter street. 
This arrangement would undoubtedly be a good one, but -it would 
not accomplish, as much as some of the parents interested are led 
to believe, the more rapid advancement of their children. 

The school population of W ard Three, in which these schools are 
situated, was, the first day of May, one hundred and thirty-four 
larger than it was the preceding year. The number of scholars in 
the Colburn and Edson Schools is larger at the close of this year 
than it was at the close of last year by forty. Grammar school 
accommodations have not increased. Primary school accommo- 
dations are the same, while the number of scholars is constantly 
increasing. It will be necessary soon, I think, to devise some plan 
to increase Grammar school accommodations in Ward Three. 

Nos. 16 and 37, on Fayette street, were so large in October that 
about thirty from the two schools were placed under the charge of 
Miss Minnie F. Wing, in the upper room of the new building on 
High street. After Thanksgiving the scholars returned to Fayette

street. The schools arc now too large, numbering at the close of 
the term one hundred and fifteen. They are, however, well cared 
for by their teachers. 

The three graded schools in the Franklin school-house have been 
quite large during the latter part of the year, especially the lowest 
grade. This last, also, has suffered from a change of teachers, Miss 
Bowers having been placed in charge of a new school on Dover 
street. Miss Marion J. Stephenson having been elected to the 
school at your last meeting, hopes are entertained of its future 
prosperity. 

The division of Nos. 19 and 39, on. Charles street, into three 
grades, last year, was continued into the present year. Miss Smith 
having been transferred to the Edson School, Miss Rosalie T. Burns 
was placed in charge of the upper classes in the Lyon street school- 
house ; Miss Alice T. Owens, of the middle classes, on Charles 
street ; and Miss Sargent retained her former classes. In July, the 
scholars under Miss Burns were made a separate school, numbered 
66, and connected with No. 59, a school of the lower grade, in the 
same building. 

Nos. 23 and 29, on Worthen street, both of the lower grade, were 
so large at the beginning of the fall term as to need an assistant, 
and Miss Marietta F. Crowley was appointed. She occupies the 
entry. It is a very comfortable place, being warmed by steam, but 
accommodations otherwise are poor. In October, Miss Alice M. 
Healey resigned her position as teacher of No. 23, and Miss Nellie 
A. Corbett was appointed to the vacancy. Miss Mary E. Corbett 
was appointed teacher of No. 28 on the resignation of Miss Warren, 
and soon after the school was transferred to the room juepared for 
it in the Howard street school-house. 

On the resignation, in July, of Miss Sarah L. Gates, teacher of 
No. 53, on Central street, and Miss Abby D. Gates, teacher of No. 
54, on Chapel street, Miss Charlotte McDaniels was appointed to 
No. 53, and Miss Agnes I. Meldrum transferred from No. 59, on 
Lyon street, to No. 54, on Chapel street. Miss Alice T. Lee was 
appointed to succeed Miss Meldrum, in No. 59. 

In several of the Primary schools, the teachers are experimenting 
with the new reading matter furnished them, to be used in con- 
nection with their reading-books. The object- is to place in the 
hands of the scholars, plain, simple stories, or short, easy verses, 
which will not be in advance of their years or capacity, and which 
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will be so interesting that the fear which comes from want of 
confidence will gradually vanish away, and the tones and inflections 
of the voice appropriate to the piece read, will come of themselves, 
because the reading is made a recreation, and not a task. 

Miss Emily M. Warren, first elected in 1843 to No. 28, resigned 
in June, after a service of thirty-three years. 

Miss Sarah L. Gates was elected to No. 31 on Powell street, in 
1845, before any room was provided for the school, transferred to 
No. 21 on Chapel street in 1853, thence to No. 53 on Central street 
in 1872, where she remained until her resignation in July, after a 
service of thirty-six years. 

Miss Abby D. Gates was elected to the vacancy made by the 
transfer of Miss S. L. Gates from No. 31 to No. 21 in 1853, 
transferred to No. 54 in 1872, and resigned in July, after a service 
of twenty-six years. 

On receiving the resignation of these teachers, the board passed 
the following resolution j 


Besolved, By the School Committee of the City of Lowell, assembled, as 
follows : That in accepting the resignation of Miss Emily M. Warren, Miss 
Abby D. Gates, and Miss Sarah L. Gates, who have served the city so 
faithfully over so long a period, this board desires, in this manner, to 
express its hearty appreciation of the valuable services they have rendered, 
and its regret that they should deem it necessary to withdraw from a field in 
which they have been so successful. 


The compliment paid these ladies by the unanimous adoption of 
the above resolution, was well merited. 

The Primaries are all in a very promising condition. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Average number of scholars belonging, two thonsand four 
hundred and eight, an increase of one hundred and fifteen over 
last year ; number of scholars received from the Primary schools, 
six hundred and fifty-four, an increase of forty-one only over last 
year ; seventy-five, who received certificates of promotion, did not 
enter. Some of these last went to work, some left the city, and 
some are unaccounted for.

Mr. Balcli retired from the service in July, after thirty-two years 
of experience in the public schools of Lowell. He was elected 
principal of the Edson School in 1845, resigned his situation in 1870, 
and after one year’s absence returned to the city, was elected 
principal of the Colburn School, and transferred to the Franklin 
School in 1874. Frank F. Coburn, his successor, is a native of 
Lowell, received his early education here, entered Amherst College 
in 1866, and graduated in 1870. In September, he was elected 
temporary principal of the Franklin School, and after four months’ 
trial, elected principal. 

Mr. Galloupe was elected principal of the Yarnum School in 1853. 
In consequence of an affection of the throat, which at times 
rendered it difficult for him to discharge his duties satisfactorily to 
himself, by advice of his physician he resigned his position early in 
October. At the municipal election in December, the large vote he 
received as candidate for the office of school committee-man from 
Ward Two, attested the high esteem in which he was held by his 
former pupils. The class which he sent to the High School in July 
was the largest ever sent from the Yarnum School. His successor, 
Arthur Iv. Whitcomb, brings with him an excellent reputation 
as a teacher, and the Yarnum School will doubtless under his 
charge maintain the high position it has reached. 

Miss Belle Prescott was elected in July to the vacancy caused by 
the resignation, in April, of Miss Elizabeth C. Coburn, assistant in 
the Bartlett School. 

Mrs. Swan, assistant in the Edson School, has not been able to 
attend to her duties since her election in July, on account of severe 
sickness. 

Mr. Fisk, principal of the Green School, has been granted leave 
of absence until the close of the January term, for the benefit of 
his health. Miss M. Jennie Keese, first assistant, was elected tem- 
porary principal of the school, to serve during Mr. Fisk’s absence, 
at a salary of one thousand dollars a year; a well-merited com- 
pliment to her as teacher and disciplinarian. The school was large 
enough at the commencement of the school year to warrant the 
opening of the room closed in July, 1876, and Miss Mary A. Keyes 
was appointed temporary teacher. She was elected in December. 

Miss Nellie F. Murphy was appointed teacher of the eighth class 
in the Mann School, at the same time, and elected in December. 

The Grammar schools have bad a very prosperous year. For the 
first time, the new rule regarding the semi-annual examinations of 
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the pupils of the principals’ class has been tried, and the results 
have in the main been satisfactory. The following table presents 
the results of the examinations :

No scholars were examined who had not obtained a rank of 
seventy per cent, in their studies for the year. 

Diplomas were awarded to those whose deportment had been 
satisfactory during the year, and who attained the rank fixed for 
admission to the High School by the Committee. 

The rank attained this year was unusually high. This may have 
arisen from several causes. The questions may have been “ too 
easy.” Possibly, as the examinations were held in the master’s 
room in the several schools, and in some cases “ under the direction 
of a person not connected with the class, appointed by the sub- 
committee” for that purpose, there might have been much more 
communication among the scholars than would have been possible 
if the sub-committee or the master of the school had been in 
charge. Whatever the reason may be, care should be exercised 
this year, that none pass the examination except those that are 
well qualified. 

One of the principal objects had in view in proposing the 
adoption of the present method of granting diplomas to the 
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graduates from the Grammar schools was, that it would tend to 
stop cramming. It was believed that a satisfactory completion of 
the course of study would be sufficient preparation for the High 
School, and that the teachers in every room Would labor faithfully 
in co-operation with the master, to accomplish the desired end, viz. 
that amount and kind of education which the community had a 
right to expect from this grade of schools. Very many children 
leave school long before reaching the master’s room, and of those 
who do reach it, not more than fifty per cent, ever enter the High 
School. At the close of the last term, the number in the masters’ 
rooms was three hundred and forty-three. The number of names 
registered for the same period was three hundred and ninety-eight. 
Deducting half of this number who may be classed in the second 
division, and twenty-five more received from other schools during 
the term, whose names appear on two registers, the nnmber under 
the charge of the master, who ought to complete the eonrse of study 
by July, will be one hundred and seventy-four. Comparing this 
with the number that entered from the Primaries in July (six 
hundred and fifty-four), we find that four hundred and eighty 
scholars, or about seventy-five per cent., have lost their connection 
with the schools. The twenty-five per cent, remaining ought to 
have faithful instruction in every room below the master’s, so that, 
when they pass to the highest room, they may be found to be 
thoroughly qualified to advance with ease, complete the course of 
study satisfactorily, and graduate Avith knowledge sufficient to 
entitle them to the approbation of their parents, friends and 
teachers. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

Average number of scholars belonging during the year, three 
hundred and thirty-one, being thirty-one larger than last year. 

Humber received from the Grammar schools, one hundred and 
forty-five, sixteen less than Avere received last year. The school is, 
however, larger than ever before. Of the one hundred and seventy- 
one Avho passed the examination for admission in July, tAventy-six 
did not enter the school. 

I am sorry to say that the teachers of the High School agree in 
the opinion that very many of those Avho entered “have no just 
claim to belong to a High School. Many of them are mere children, 
unable to comprehend and appreciate the abstractions of Algebra, 
so that they actually call for the pity rather than the disapprobation 
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of their teachers.” Mr. Chase says that “ no fidelity or patience 
on the part of teachers can make a mind appreciate an abstract 
truth until years and experience have made that mind capable of 
receiving such a truth. The result is, that a very large proportion 
of the pupils admitted will be compelled to take their studies over 
again next year.” Mr. Chase deprecates the thought of enlarging 
the accommodations of the High School, believing it to be 
equivalent to depression of the average intellectual capacity of the 
pupils of the school. I should share this feeling with Mr. Chase if 
I felt that enlarging the High School accommodations did not imply 
an enlargement of the Grammar school accommodations. The 
studies of the Grammar schools ought to be finished in those schools, 
and not be carried into the High School, except as they may be 
reviewed in the last of the course for the benefit of those young 
ladies who desire to fit themselves for the business of teaching, but 
who are unable to attend the Normal schools. The suggestion of 
one year’s additional study in the Grammar school, without adding 
to the accommodations, would be better understood if the same 
suggestion were applied to the High School. Another year’s study 
in the High School would cause a halt along the whole line. The 
same is true of the Grammar schools. The longer scholars remain 
in the High School, the less room there would be for applicants for 
admission. The same in the Grammar and Primary grades. 

Some valuable suggestions of Mr. Chase regarding the course of 
study in the High School and the study of Music will be referred 
to the Committee on the High School. For special reasons I have 
concluded not to make them a part of my report. 

The Lowell High School stands well with the community. All 
its departments are under the charge of competent teachers, some 
of whom have taught many years and with great success; and it 
may be confidently asserted, that any person possessing good health 
and average mental ability, who, after a three years’ course of study 
in the school, does not find himself possessed of a fair education, 
has only himself to blame. That the youth of our city should 
desire to enjoy its privileges is to be expected, and as the population 
increases it will be held in higher honor. Soon the problem will be 
forced upon the Committee, What shall be done to increase its 
accommodations ?

ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance in all the schools has been about the same as last 
year, 91 per cent. In some schools it has been exceedingly good, 
in others poor. Generally, the schools that are made up of the 
smallest scholars have the poorest attendance. The per cent, of 
attendance in the different grades of schools is as follows: High, 
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97 ; Grammar, 91.7 ; Primaries, ungraded, 90 ; upper grade, 90.5 ; 
lower grade, 90 ; Intermediate No. 1, the only school of this grade, 
90 ; and the Mixed schools, 87. Some of the scholars belonging to 
these schools live at a long distance from their schools, and in 
stormy weather are obliged to keep at home. 

At the commencement of the year, three Truant Officers were 
elected, viz. Bickford Lang, Robert L. Read and William H. 
Bermingham. 

Mr. Huse closed his services as Truant Officer, after a long and 
faithful experience of nearly twenty-five years. He was much 
respected by the Committee and the teachers, and had the confidence 
of the parents of the scholars. No man could have exercised a 
more salutary influence over those with whom he had to deal, and 
he retired with the feeling that he had always had the good of the 
schools at heart, and discharged his duty conscientiously and to the 
best of his ability. 

The Truant Officers’ report for the year is submitted. It will be 
seen that they have not been idle. But it must be kept in mind 
that the faithfulness with which they discharge their duties is not 
necessarily to be inferred from the figures they present. The quiet 
influence they exert, in all their relations with teachers and scholars, 
is of far more importance and far more reaching in extent. While 
they earnestly co-operate with > teachers in securing punctual 
attendance on the part of scholars, they are of much more service 
to parents who, being obliged to labor for their support, rely almost 
wholly upon the officers to keep their children at school. The 
teachers appreciate the labors of the present officers, and without 
exception testify to their efficiency.

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The large number of absentees is due in a great measure to destitution on 
the part of many parents, who, especially during the winter and some of the 
fall and spring months, And it well-nigh impossible to properly clothe their 
children. Many are kept out of school because of sickness. Many, also, 
are obliged to stay at home to take care of younger children, whose parents 
arc at work. 

All the manufacturing establishments of the city have been visited by the 
Truant Officers during each term of school, and teachers’ certificates of 
work given to scholars have been examined, and found generally to be 
satisfactory. 

In accordance with the laws and regulations recently enacted by the Leg- 
islature, relating to the employment of minors in mills and workshops, 
approved May 15, 1878, by which every owner or proprietor of such estab- 
lishments is required to keep on file a certificate of age and birth of every 
minor under the age of sixteen and over fourteen, the officers have visited 
each manufacturing establishment in the city, and given such certificates, 
under the authority and sanction of the School Board. Nearly eleven 
hundred certificates were thus given in the month of October, and over 
three hundred have been issued since from the office. 

In consequence of the stringency of the State laws relating to the 
exclusion from the mills of children who have not completed their stated 
school attendance during each year, no special permits to work have been 
granted, as was the case last year, although on account of the hard times the 
pressure for such permits has been greater even than in the previous year. 
Many parents derive almost their entire support from the labors of their 
children, they themselves being unable to find work as readily as they can 
for their children.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Four examinations for applicants for schools have been held 
during the year, viz. the regular examination in February ; one of 
applicants for the vacancy in the principalship of the Franklin 
School in August ; another at the same time for applicants for second- 
grade certificates of qualification ; and another for applicants for the 
vacancy in the principalship of the Varnum School. 

The revised list of female applicants for schools contains 
fifty-nine names. 

CHANGE OF BOOKS. 

The Franklin Sixth Reader has been introduced into the first 
room in the Grammar schools. In the High School, Stopford 
Brooke’s Primer of English Literature has been adopted as a text-? 
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book for the last half of the third year ; and Allen & Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar and Leighton’s Latin Lessons, in place of Harkness’s 
Latin Grammar and Harkness’s Latin Composition. 

Monroe’s Reading Charts have also been allowed in the Primary 
schools, when new charts are needed. 

COMMITTEE. 

. The Committee have held twenty-eight meetings during the year ; 
including the meeting held, in convention with the Mayor and 
Aldermen, to fill the vacancy in the Board made by the acceptance 
of the office of Truant Officer, by Robert L. Read. During the 
month of January, a great amount of business was done, the 
Committee meeting five times. The rules occupied a large share 
of their time, and were completely revised during the month. 
Several other matters came before the Board, upon which the 
opinion of the City Solicitor was asked and received. The 
Committees on Teachers and on School-Houses have been partic- 
ularly busy, and have accomplished much more than those 
committees have generally done. On the whole, it has been a year 
of business effectually done. 

In closing my report, I take the opportunity to thank the 
Committee most cordially for the unvarying courtesies I have 
received from them, individually, and as a board.

AN ACT 

Relating to the Employment of Children, and Regulations re- 
specting them. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follovis : 

Section 1. No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in 
any manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment in this Com- 
monwealth, and any parent or guardian who permits such employment shall 
for sueh offenee forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty 
dollars, for the use of the public schools of the eity or town. 

Sect. 2. No ehild under the age of fourteen years shall be so em- 
ployed, unless during the year next preceding sueh employment he has 
attended some public or private day school, under teaehers approved by the 
sehool committee of the place where such school is kept, at least twenty 
weeks, which may be divided into two terms, eaeh of ten eonseeutivc weeks, 
so far as the arrangement of school terms will allow; nor shall such 
employment continue unless sueh child shall attend school as herein 
provided, in each and every year; and no ehild shall be so employed who 
does not present a certificate made by or under the direction of the sehool 
eommittee of his compliance with the requirements of this aet ; provided , 
however , that a regular attendance during the continuance of sueh em- 
ployment in any sehool known as a half-time day school, or an attendance in 
any public or private day sehool, twenty weeks, as above stated, may be 
aeeepted by said seliool eommittee as a substitute for the attendance herein 
required. 

Sect. 3. Every owner, superintendent or overseer in any establishment 
above named, who employs or permits to be employed, any child in violation 
of the second section of this aet y and every parent or guardian who permits 
such employment, shall for the first offenee forfeit a sum not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty dollars, for the use of the publie sehools of such 
eity or town. 

Sect. 4. The truant officers shall, at least onee in every term, and as 
often as the sehool eommittee require, visit the establishments described by 
this act, in their several cities and towns, and inquire into the situation of 
the children employed therein, ascertain whether the provisions of this act 
are duly observed, and report all violations to the school committee. 

Sect. 5. All aets and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this aet are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

In addition to an ‘ 1 Act relating to the Employment of Children 
and Regulations respecting them.” 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1 . Every owner, superintendent or overseer of any manu- 
facturing, mechanieal or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth, 
shall require and keep on file a certificate of the age and plaee of birth of 
every minor child under the age of sixteen years in his employ, or in the 
employ of such establishment, so long as such minor shall be so employed, 
which certificate shall also state, in the case of a minor under the age of 
fourteen years, the amount of his or her school attendance during the year 
next preceding sueli employment. Said certificate shall be made by or under 
the direction of the school committee of the plaee where sueh attendance has 
been had, or where such establishment is loeated. 

Sect. 2. In ease no such certificate shall have been required by such 
owner, superintendent or overseer, then such employment shall be deemed 
to have been a violation of the second section of ehapter fifty-two of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 

Sect.. 3. Idle truant officers may demand the names of the minor children 
under the age of sixteen years employed in the establishments above named 
in their several cities and towns, and may require that the certificates of age 
and school attendance prescribed in this aet shall be produced for their 
inspection; and if the name and certificate as aforesaid be not produced in 
any ease, it shall be prima facie evidence that the employment of such child 
is illegal. 

Sect. 4. On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty, 
no child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, 
mechanical or mercantile establishment, while the publie schools in the eity 
or town where such child lives are in session, unless such eliild can read and 
write. Every owner, superintendent or overseer in any establishment above 
named, who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of 
this seetiou, and every parent or guardian who permits such employment, 
shall for every such offence forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more 
than fifty dollars for the use of the public sehools of such city or town. 

Sect. 5. Section two of chapter fifty-two of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six is hereby amended, by inserting after the word 
“ employed,” in the second line, the words u except during the vacations of 
the public schools.”

Each scholar is expected to pursue three regular studies, but is allowed to 
take a smaller number when health demands it, and to remain as a member 
of the school, until all the studies of the course are completed. Not more 
than three regular written examinations are permitted during each half-year.

There has been a gain of 1,258 volumes in the num- 
ber of books circulated during the past year, and a gain 
of nearly 10,000 volumes upon the circulation of 1876. 
It will thus be seen that the Library is growing in favor 
with the citizens, whose desire to read is constantly 
increasing from year to year. Our report does not 
include the amount of reading done in the reading- 
room, which has been considerable during the past year. 
Valuable reference books are there found, which have 
been freely consulted many times during the year. 


DIRECTORS OE THE CITY LIBRARY. 
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We observed last year that the taste of the com- 
munity, in regard to the selection of books to be read, 
was on the increase, and we are happy to be able to 
report this year that the call for the best class of books 
has been greater during the past year than ever. It is 
a mistake to suppose that the public can only be 
satisfied with novels. Whenever their attention is 
called to a better class of reading, they are glad to try 
books which are more improving. The catalogues of 
large libraries are confusing, from their very size. The 
eye of an ordinary person glances over the numerous 
pages, and knows 'not which of the multitude to take. 
Some friend suggests the trial of a certain novel. In 
the absence of better information, the novel suggested 
by the friend is called for and read. Large numbers of 
the patrons rely exclusively on this method of deter- 
mining the books which they shall read. 

It is obvious that this method of selecting books is 
very defective. It is by accident that one, in this way, 
would happen to find a useful book to read. That this 
difficulty may be obviated, in a measure, the Board have 
prepared a list of one hundred and fifty or two hundred 
of the best books in the catalogue, and caused the titles 
to be printed plainly upon a sheet of paper, to be placed 
upon the desk of the Library and distributed gratis to 
the patrons. It is believed, judging from the success 
which has attended similar experiments, that this sheet 
will be very much consulted, and the books which are 
there recommended taken out and read. Many would 
be glad to read good books if they knew what to call 
for. This list does not contain books which are read 
with difficulty and which are heavy reading. The Board 
know well that the list should have another object 
in view. 
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Persons who have labored hard during the day, 
can not enjoy heavy reading. Those who can enjoy 
such reading would most likely be able to use the 
catalogue judiciously for themselves. But it is very 
desirable that even light reading should be good 
reading. For the benefit of such as can not select for 
themselves, the list has been prepared. 

But the Board are aware that those who read the 
heaviest literature are greatly aided by knowing which 
of all the works upon a given subject it would be best 
to read, in order that a requisite amount of information 
may be acquired. To facilitate the selection of good 
books, therefore, for persons desiring the best reading, 
the Board have likewise prepared a list of books adapted 
to the tastes of this class of readers, which, in their 
judgment, contains the best selection of books which the 
Library affords, in the various fields of literature. This 
list has been prepared after many hours of patient labor, 
and it is hoped that it will be found of much service to 
the patrons of the Library. 

Many valuable books have been added to the shelves 
of the Library during the past year. In the department 
of philosophy and psychology have been added “ Faith 
and Philosophy,” by Smith ; “ Ruling Ideas in Early 
Ages,” by Mozley ; and “ Final Philosophy,” by Shields. 
Among the new theological works, we notice the fol- 
lowing, as being of special merit : Fisher’s “ Begin- 
nings of Christianity ;” Geike’s very valuable and useful 
“ Life of Christ,” which should be the companion of 
every Bible-class instructor ; the “ Creeds of Christen- 
dom,” by Philip Schaff, who is one of the international 
committee for revising the translation of the Bible ; the 
various “ Lectures ” of Joseph Cook, which have at- 
tracted so much attention in Boston ; “ Current Dis- 
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cussions on Questions of Belief ” ; the “ Historic Origin 
of the Bible,” by Bissell ; the new volume of sermons by 
Phillips Brooks ; and Smith’s Bible Dictionary, the most 
complete work of its kind in English. 

Some very valuable works on science have been added, 
including Draper’s “ Scientific Memoirs ” ; Thurston’s 
“ Growth of the Steam Engine ” ; Muspratt’s “ Chem- 
istry”; Prescott’s “Speaking Telephone and Talking 
Phonograph,” a work of great merit, and describing 
facts of great importance, freshly discovered ; Cooke’s 
“ Chemical Philosophy,” the standard authority, in this 
country* on that subject; Newcomb’s “Astronomy”; 
Leconte’s “ Geology ” ; Lyell’s “ Geology,” the best 
existing work on that subject ; Putnam’s “ Elementary 
Science Series ” ; and the “ Science Primer Series.” To 
these might be added Marsh’s valuable work on “ The 
Earth”; “Ancient Life,” by Nicholson; Michelet’s 
“ The Mountain ” and “ The Sea ” ; Taylor’s “ Flowers,” 
and Johnston’s “ Winter Greeneries.” 

The love for art, fostered by the late Centennial 
Exhibition, still continues, and there is a great call for 
works on art. In this department the Library has 
grown considerably, the past year. We have placed 
upon the shelves Clark’s “ Great American Sculptors ” ; 
Strahan’s valuable “ Art Gallery of the Exhibition ” ; 
Prime’s “ Pottery and Porcelain ” ; Lubke’s great work 
on “ The History of Art ” ; the hand-books of the South 
Kensington art museum ; “ Art of Illumination,” by 
Timms ; Kugler’s “ Hand-Book of Painting ” ; the 
“ Grammar of Ornament,” by Jones ; “ Pottery,” by 
Nichols ; “ Raphael and Michel Angelo,” by Perkins ; 
Jacquemart’s “ History of Furniture”; Young’s “Ceramic 
Art ” ; Hogarth’s very valuable works, in three volumes ; 
“ Etching and Etchers,” by Hamerton ; and many more 
of less value.

The famous discussions on greenbacks and hard 
money have not been left out in the cold, and there 
have been added Poor’s works on “ Resumption and the 
Silver Question,” and “ Money and its Laws ” ; Lin- 
dermann’s “Treatise on Money and Legal Tenders”; 
and Walker’s essay on “ Money.” 

Among the new works on social science, we notice 
the South Kensington “ Lessons in Cookery,” edited by 
Youmans; “All Round the House,” by Beecher; 
‘‘Villages and Village Life,” by Egleston ; Taylor’s “ Early 
History of Mankind ” ; May’s “ Democracy in Europe ” ; 
“Cave Hunting,” by Dankins ; Taylor’s “Primitive Cul- 
ture ” ; Tuke on “ Insanity ” ; “ Indian Question,” by 
Otis; and McPherson’s “Political Hand-Book.” Of 
works on general literature which have found their way 
into the Library during the past year, we note Chambers’ 
“ Book of Days,” which contains a vast deal of infor- 
mation, for every day in the year ; Moliere’s dramatic 
works; Tyler’s “ American Literature”; “Foreign Clas- 
sics for English Readers ” ; Choate’s “ Addresses and 
Orations”; “Waverly Dictionary,” by Rogers, which 
should be used by all who read Scott; Weber’s 
“History of Indian Literature”; Cruttwell’s “Roman 
Literature ” ; Bryant’s “ Odyssey ” ; the works of Charles 
Sumner, in 12 volumes ; Bartlett’s “ Familiar Quotations 
and Dictionary of Americanisms”; “The Family Li- 
brary of British Poetry ” ; the tragedies of Lessing ; 
the “ Shakespeare Commentaries,” by Gervinus ; the 
“ Literature Primers,” and the “ Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica,” so far as issued. 

Some valuable works in natural history have been 
put in, including “ Cuvier’s Animal Kingdom,” the most 
complete analysis extant ; Wilson’s “ American Orni- 
thology,” who was assisted in the preparation of the 
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work by Jerome Bonaparte; and works on fish culture, 
fishing, and sports. Several approved works on archi- 
tecture have been purchased ; among them, Mason’s 
“ Old House Altered ; Little’s “ Early New-England 
Interiors ” ; Gardners “ Home Interiors ” ; “ Modern 
Dwellings in Town and Country,’' and Reed’s a House 
Plans for Everybody.” 

Works on travel are read quite extensively. Many 
of that class have been called for, the past year. The 
Board have been gratified to note this fact, for this class 
of reading contains valuable information, which is often 
very serviceable. There have been added many valu- 
able works of this character, during the year. We can 
only mention a few of the most important, which are, 
“ Through the Dark Continent,” by Stanley ; Ander- 
son’s “ Silver Country ” (Mexico) ; “A Thousand Miles 
up the Nile,” by Edwards ; “ The Coming Empire ” 
(Texas); “Tyrol and the Tyrolese,” which has been 
read many times ; “ The Great Thirst Land of South 
Africa,” by Gillmore ; Thomson’s “ Voyage of the 
Challenger”; “Transcaucasia and Ararat,” by Boyce; 
“Tripup the Volga," by Johnstone; “Constantinople, 
De Amicis ” ; “Tent Work in Palestine,” by Condor; 
“Around the World in the Yacht Sunbeam,” by 
Brassey ; Nash’s “ Oregon ” ; Trollope’s “ South Africa,” 
and Baker’s “ Clouds in the East.” 

Biographies are more and more read each year. This 
is one of the most valuable classes of literature, both in 
respect to information, and the effect which it produces 
upon the characters of readers. It is a matter of con- 
gratulation that this class of literature is beginning to 
be so much appreciated. We have placed upon the 
shelves, the past year, many valuable biographies, among 
which may be mentioned valuable and well-written lives 
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of John Randolph, of Roanoke; Sir Henry Lawrence; 
Sir Walter Raleigh ; Lessing ; “ English Men of Letters,” 
by Morley ; Charlotte Cushman, by Stebbins ; General 
Bartlett, by Palfrey ; Bismarck ; The French Poets and 
Novelists ; Thomas a Becket, by Froude, a specially 
fine work; Gerrit Smith, by Frothingham, a most 
valuable story of the life of that noted philanthropist ; 
Diderot, by Morley ; Alexander H. Stephens ; and the 
Autobiographies of Krummacher and William H. 
Seward. 

Excepting theological and scientific literature, the 
most valuable, by far, is historical literature, when 
worthy of the name ; and it ranks with either of those 
named. The study of human events, as exemplified in 
the history of mankind, is a most fascinating and profit- 
able study. There is yearly an increasing interest in 
this department of literary labor. The partial and one- 
sided method of historical writing is fast giving way to 
a studied statement of literal facts. Especially valuable 
and greatly needed were many of the works issued during 
the past year. Of these many have found their way to 
our library. We can only mention Clark’s “ Israel in 
Egypt” and “Races of European Turkey”; “French 
Revolutionary Epoch,” by Van Laun, and the “ French 
Revolution,” by Taine, two French historians who have 
no living superiors ; Sullivan’s “ New Ireland,” and 
Sergeant’s “ New Greece,” both containing information 
of value, brought down to the present day; “ History of 
England,” by Lecky, a bright star in the constellation of 
historians; Smith’s “Great Pyramids”; “Origin of 
Nations,” by Rawlinson, which work, as well as the last, 
was written by one of the greatest of antiquarians ; O’Con- 
nor’s “ Turkey ” ; Southall's “ Epoch of the Mammoth ” ; 
Smith’s “ New Jersey ” ; Norman’s “Armenia ”; Upton’s 
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“Armies of Asia and Europe”; Hare’s “Walks in 
London ” ; Williamson’s “ Belfast, Maine ’’ ; Chase’s 
“Haverhill”; Sharpe’s “Egypt”; Martin’s “Indian 
Empire”; Knight’s “England”; Stanley’s “Jewish 
Church ” ; Joyner’s “ Cyprus ”; Rawlinson’s “ Herodotus,” 
a work greatly appreciated by all scholars ; histories of 
“ Townsend ” and “ Sutton ” ; and Trench’s “ Mediaeval 
World”; these and many more similar works now grace 
our historical shelves. 

Novels have been added by the hundred, but we 
can not occupy more space in specifying individual books. 
The room which we have devoted to that purpose has 
the twofold object of calling the attention of the public 
to the excellent works at their disposal, and to refute the 
too prevalent idea that the library has been entirely 
devoted to fiction. 

In conclusion, the Board desire to acknowledge the 
faithful and efficient services of the librarian, who spares 
no time nor pains in perfecting the appointments of the 
library, and whose services are best appreciated by those 
most conversant with the workings of the library. The 
interest of the assistants in their work is also worthy of 
honorable mention. The Board take this opportunity 
of acknowledging the courtesy of the Vox Populi, in 
printing, gratis, every month, lists of books received.

Office Board of Health, 

Lowell, January, 1879. 

To the City Council: 

In obedience to the general law passed by the Leg- 
islature of Massachusetts, during the session of 1877, 
relating* to the public health, we herewith submit our 
first annual report. 

The work of the Board of Health, the past year, 
has been strictly confined to the examination and abate- 
ment of nuisances. During the spring and summer, 
nearly all the back streets, alleys, passageways and ten- 
ement houses in the city were examined by the Board, 
and many of them were inspected frequently. The 
following nuisances have been abated by order of the 
Board during the year:— 

Filthy cellars, ..... 44 

“ stables, ..... 5 

“ hen coops, .... 6 

“ hog pens, ..... 18 
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Filthy yards, ..... 56 

“ privies, . . . . .48 

“ houses, ..... 4 

Exposed manure heaps, ... 17 
Full privies, ..... 235 

Water in cellars, ..... 23 

Defective drainage, .... 194 

Leaky roofs, ...... 4 

V acant lots drained, .... 5 

Dead dogs, cats and hogs buried, . . 20 


The number of tenements ordered to be vacated 
was ten; the number actually vacated, six, the other 
four having been put in a proper sanitary condition be- 
fore the expiration of the time expressed in the order. 

The causes were defective drainage and offensive 
privy vaults. The filthy condition of some of the tene- 
ments is largely owing to the negligence of the occu- 
pants, but, in a great majority of cases, it is the fault of 
the landlord, who neglects to make the necessary repairs 
or to provide sufficient drains or suitable privies. The 
Board has made no prosecution the past year for the 
very good reason that every order or notice has been 
complied with within a reasonable time. 


PRIVY- VAULTS. 


The ordinance relating to the construction of privy- 
vaults reads as follows: — “and every vault shall be made 
tight, and the contents shall never be within two feet of 
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the surface of the ground about the same.” Upon in- 
spection, the Board very soon discovered that the ordi- 
nance was not complied with in many instances. It has 
found privies that are destitute of vaults ; others that 
are placed over shallow pits ; still others where barrels, 
sunk in the ground, are used for vaults. The owner 
complies with the ordinance relating to privy-vaults, 
when he uses a barrel for a vault, but it necessitates the 
emptying every few weeks, thus causing a nuisance to 
the neighborhood. The City Council should prescribe, 
by an ordinance, the material to be used in the con- 
struction of vaults, which should be brick and cement 
in all cases • also the Size or minimum amount they shall 
contain. 

The attention of the Board was early called to the 
most intolerable of all nuisances, the night-cart system 
of emptying vaults. In February the Board sent the 
following request to the City Council: — 


“ Office Board of Health , Feb. 26. 1S7S. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Lowell : — The Board 
of Health would respectfully represent that, in their opinion, the present 
system of removing niglit-soil is not only offensive and disagreeable, but is 
also detrimental to the public health. Therefore they would respectfully 
request you to consider the expediency of adopting for the city the odorless 
excavating apparatus for emptying vaults, a system which has been in suc- 
cessful operation in nearly all the principal cities in the United States for 
several years. ’’ 

The request was referred to a joint special com- 
mittee, consisting of two aldermen and three members 
of the common council. The committee made an ar- 
rangement with Mr. Young, the contractor for emptying 
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vaults for the city of Boston, to exhibit one of his odor- 
less excavating apparatuses in Lowell. The exhibition 
gave such satisfaction that the committee advertised for 
proposals to empty all of the vaults in the city by an 
odorless process, for the term of three years. The high- 
est bid was $4.00, the lowest $2.50, per load of 80 cubic 
feet. The committee, made their report, unanimously 
recommending that the city council make a contract with 
the lowest bidder for the term of three years. The board 
of aldermen refused to accept the report of the commit- 
tee. Since this time no action has been taken by this 
Board to abate the nuisance, although we are constantly 
urged by many of our citizens to prohibit the present 
night-cart system. In October, the Board received the 
following communication from the Middlesex JSTorth 
District Medical Society: — 


“ Lowell . Mass., October ‘30th, 1878. 

To the Board of Health of the City of Lowell. Mass. : — Gentlemen — At 
the quarterly meeting of the Middlesex North District Medical Society, 
held in their rooms, in this city, on the 30th inst., the following preamble 
and resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, The city of Lowell have maintained for the indefinite past a 
public nuisance, which is detrimental to the health of the people, and still 
continue it. and we. to a certain extent, being guardians of the sanitary con- 
dition of our city : therefore. 

Resolved, That this Society hereby condemn the present practice of 
emptying the privv-vaults of this city, as filling the night-air from four to 
six . months of the year with offensive and noxious gases, which will cause 
sickness, and might be, under certain circumstances, a terrible pestilence- 
breeder. 

Resolved, further, That wc petition and urgently request the Board of 
Health to prohibit emptying the privy-vaults in any such manner as at pres- 
ent practised, and would recommend them to institute a method which shall 
injure no one, but be more agreeable, and allow the inhabitants of our city 
to take their rest, with their windows open, if they choose, without fear or 
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danger of being stilled by noxious and poisonous gases which the present 
vault-emptying necessarily gives. 

Voted, That the secretary be requested to send a copy of the foregoing 
preamble and resolutions to the Board of Health of our city. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted. 

. George C. Osgood, Secretary." 

We would again urge upon the city council the 

m 

importance of immediate action in this matter, feeling 
that this Board would be derelict in its duty if it allowed 
the present system to continue. 


SEWERAGE. 


Sec. 5 of Chap. 133 of the Acts of 1877 reads as 
follows : — 

“ Said Boards of Health in addition to the powers conferred upon 

them by existing statutes, are hereby authorized to prepare and enforce in 
tlieir respective cities such regulations as they may deem necessary for the 
safety and health of the people, with reference to house-drainage and its 
connection with public sewers, where such connection is made/’ 


March 20th the following regulations were made by 
us and are now in force : — 

Reg. 1. When there is a main drain or common sewer in any street, 
highway, passageway or alley, every owner of land adjoining such street, 
highway, passageway or alley, shall make a sufficient drain from his 
house, yard or lot, to sueh sewer, and shall cause all waste water to be con- 
ducted through the same to said main drain or common sewer, and no per- 
son shall suffer any waste or stagnant water to remain in any cellar or upon 
any lot, or vacant grounds by him owned or occupied. 

Reg. 2. Every private drain connected with a main drain or common 
sewer in the city of Lowell, shall be provided with a suitable steneli-trap, 
which shall be located outside of all house connections; every person hav- 
ing a drain connected with a main drain or eoinmon sewer and having no 
such trap, shall provide the same, within sueh reasonable time after notice 
in writing to that effect given by the Board of Health as shall be expressed

in such notice, and every person who shall hereafter make such connections 
shall provide such trap at the time of making such connections. 

Any failure to comply with the foregoing regulations will subject the 
offender to prosecution and a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. — 
Gen. Statutes , Chap. 20, Section 5. 

The necessity of complying with the foregoing 
regulations is shown by the following instances, that 
have come under the observation of the Board during 
the past year. Last spring a report was made that four 
persons in one tenement had been sick with typhoid 
fever. Upon visiting the premises, which were situated 
in a healthful locality, after a great deal of hesitation 
on the part of the inmates, they confessed that the stench 
from the sink at times was unbearable, and that most of 
the time they were compelled to keep the sink spout 
closed. The hesitancy that tenants have of informing 
or complaining of nuisances is their fear of being turned 
out of their tenements by their landlords. Upon exam- 
ining the drain, it Avas found to enter a four-foot seAV- 
er that drained a large, thickly-settled district of the 
city, and there Avas no stench-trap on the drain to pre- 
A’ent the seAver-gas from entering this tenement. There 
can be no doubt of the cause of the sickness of these 
young and heretofore healthy persons. The OAvner of 
the premises lrved in a loAver tenement of the building 
and Avas greatly surprised Avhen told that his premises 
Avere in a very unhealthy and dangerous condition, from 
not haAung a suitable stench-trap in his drain outside of 
all house connections. He readily complied Avith our 
order and provided a suitable trap to his drain. Com- 
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plaints came from some residents residing on a short 
street in the westerly part of the city that their premi- 
ses were not in a proper sanitary condition. Upon in- 
spection in one tenement the Board found a mother and 
four children sick with diphtheria, the youngest child, 
about three years old, being in a dying condition. In 
another tenement there were other persons sick with sore 
throat. The cellars of these houses were not drained, 
as there is no common sewer or main drain laid through 
the street. During the spring and summer, water had 
remainedin them for several days after heavy rains. The 
tenants were permitted to enter a private drain for their 
sinks, the drain not being low enough for the cellars. 
The stench of sewer-gas in their sinks at times was very 
offensive — so much so that one family kept the sink- 
spout closed — and it was very evident that the drain 
was not properly trapped. 

The importance of house-drainage can not be over- 
estimated, and the place where a trap is most essential, 
is outside of the house connection. Prof. Edmund 
Parke, in his treatise on hygiene, says : “ It is hardly 
possible to insist too much on the importance of this 
rule of disconnection between the house pipes and out- 
side drains. Late events have shown what a risk the 
richer classes of this country now run who not only 
bring the sewer into their houses, but multiply water- 
closets, and even put them close to bedrooms. The 
simple plan of disconnecting, by a ventilated trap, if 
properly done, will insure them against the otherwise 
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certain danger of sewer-gas entering the house.” Com- 
plaints have frequently been made to this Board from 
the inhabitants living on the higher grounds of Cen- 
tralville, Belvidere and Chapel Hill, of bad odors or 
sewer-gas escaping from the sewers in their vicinity 
through the open cesspools. The superintendent of 
streets, by our request, has in nearly every instance put 
in place of the old cesspool, that ventilated the sewers, 
catch-basins that seal the sewer so that the gas can not 
escape. The sewers being sealed, it is very evident that 
gas generated in them will escape into the houses by all 
untrapped drains, broken or- imperfect pipes, and weak 
traps. Menzies says, page 13: “The gas which arises 
in foul drains is of a singularly light character and has 
a tendency to ascend or draw towards any heated part 
of a house. Hence, it often arises that houses in towns 
situated on the highest ground are more unhealthy than 
those in the valleys, the foul air rising to them through 
the drains. As during the greater part of the year, the 
internal temperature of an inhabited dwelling, and es- 
pecially of some parts of it, is much higher than the 
surrounding atmosphere, it is obvious that gas naturally 
ascends to the living rooms, especially if during the au- 
tumn and winter they are warm and comfortable. The 
water-closets are also generally on the bed-room floor, 
and it is more injurious to health to sleep in foul air than 
to be in it during the day time. I have known this gas 
to pass through floors and through chinks in two-feet 
walls. It will find out the smallest opening in any pipe 
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that will give it a chance of getting to the heat or 
open air.” 

The ventilation of sewers has attracted the atten- 
tion of Boards of Health and sanitarians in all cities 
and large towns, and they differ very widely in their 
theory upon the subject. In some of the large cities 
ventilating pipes have been connected with large chim- 
neys in the vicinity of the sewers. Liverpool ventilates 
its sewers by 3,000 pipes, carried up above the houses. 
A striking instance of the result of the necessity of 
ventilating sewers, is illustrated in the case of Croydon 
(England). In 1851 a system of sewers was begun. In 
their construction no arrangement whatever was made 
for their ventilation, and in a few years outbreaks of 
fevers became very frequent. The mortality of the town 
rose from 18.53 per thousand to 28.57 per thousand, the 
death-rate remaining at these high figures until 1866, 
when the health' officers thorough! v ventilated the sew- 
ers, after which the death-rate fell to about 18 per thou- 
sand, at about which figures it remained until 1875, 
when there occurred a very severe epidemic of typhoid 
fever, with 1200 cases and 101 deaths. In the report of 
the medical officer of the privy council, he says : “ I sat- 
isfied myself that, in a very considerable majority of the 
Croydon houses that had fever, drain air, charged with 
infection from the common sewers of the town, has had 
the opportunity of entering the houses, and this sewer 
air was, throughout 1875, charged to an intense degree 
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with the infection of enteric fever.” To this condition 
he attributed the epidemic. 

"With the constantly increasing use of the common 
sewer for the removal of human excreta, will come the 
vexed question of disposing of the sewer-gas that is 
generated by such uses ; and no more important matter 
will come before the city council than this. It is to be 
hoped that our very efficient city engineer will very soon 
present some feasible plan by which our sewers can be 
thoroughly ventilated. 


SCARLET FEVER AND DIPHTHERIA. 


Although scarlet fever has not been as prevalent 
the past year as in former years, yet there have been 
several cases reported within a few months, and the fol- 
lowing order was issued by the Board,. Nov. 23d, 1878: 

Whereas, the Board of Health consider scarlet fever and diphtheria to 
be diseases contagious and dangerous to the public health; therefore, they 
issue the following notice: That on and after November 2Stli. the following 
provisions of Chapter 26 of the General Statutes shall be strictly enforced : 

Sec. 47. When a householder knows that a person within his family is 
taken sick of ..any . .disease dangerous to the public health, he shall imme- 
diately give notice thereof to the Board of Health of the town in which he 
dwells. If he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 4S. When a physician knows that any person whom he is called 
to visit is infected with. .any. .disease dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the. .Board of Health of the town; 
and if he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each 
offence a sum not less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Audit is hereby ordered. That no child from any family in which a case 
of scarlet fever or diphtheria has occurred, or shall hereafter occur, shall, 
without a written permit from the city physician, attend any school in this 
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city until the expiration of four weeks from the commencement of the last 
case in such family. Such length of time shall be certified in writing by si 
physician or some responsible member of the family, the certificate to be 
presented to the teacher of the school before the child is admitted/'

REPORT. 


Office of the City Physician 

and Superintendent of Burrials. 

Lowell. January, 1S79. 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

Gextlemex: The city is to be congratulated that 
it has been free from serious epidemics the past year. 
Diphtheria, which raged so terrible here in 1876 and 
1877, has been much less severe, the total number of 
deaths from this disease for 1878 being but 62, against 
142 for 1877 and 158 for 1876. Of scarlet fever there 
were but few cases, two only being fatal. For some 
reason this dread disease has diminished wonderfully 
in its frequency and severity within the past five years, 
the number of deaths in 1874 being 100, in 1875, nineteen, 
in 1876 five, in 1877 three and in 1878 two. Of typhoid 
fever there were 24 fatal cases, against 21 and 20 for 1877 

and 1878 respectively. For the four years previous the 
deaths from typhoid fever averaged 50 each year. 

I refer to these three diseases thus in particular be- 
cause they are considered as especially arising from 
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neglect of hygienic precaution, as for example from tilth, 
bad sewerage and bad ventilation. 

The total number of deaths for the year (1088) is 
almost exactly the average for the past nine years. 
"With a constantly increasing population I think it 
speaks well, for the sanitary condition of our city that the 
total number of deaths for the past year has not been 
raised above that average. 

Among the more prominent cases of death were con- 
sumption 191, cholera infantum 96, pneumonia 53, in- 
fantile 67, disease of heart 45, and croup 28. 

There were 360 who died under two years of age 
(nearly one-third of the entire number), 274 over fifty, 
103 over seventy and 10 over ninety. 

The birthplaces were Lowell, 529; United States, 
outside of Lowell, 257 ; Ireland, 214; England, 31; Can- 
ada, 46; Scotland, 7; Labrador, 2; New Brunswick, 2; 
Nova Scotia, 2; France, 1; Unknown, 20. 

There were 617 interments in the Catholic Cem- 
etery; 93 in the Lowell Cemetery; 298 in the other 
yards of Lowell, and 84 were removed from Lowell.

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit the 
Annual Report of Births, Marriages and Deaths in the 
City of Lowell during the year 1878. 

births. 

The number of children born alive during 1878, 
was 1,326, a decrease of 15 from 1877. There were last 
year 689 males and 637 females. Four children were 
colored, and there were thirteen pairs of twins. 

The births were reported by wards as follows : 
Ward One, 264; Two, 193; Three, 268; Four, 173; Five, 
223; Six, 205. As compared with 1877, Ward One 
gained three ; Two, twenty-one. W ard Three lost three ; 
Four, thirty-one; Five, three; Six, two. 

There were in January 98 births; February, 94; 
March, 95; April, 105; May, 116; June, 111; July, 115; 
August, 114; September, 127 ; October, 133; November,

It will be seen that four hundred and sixty-three 
grooms were married for the first time, ninety-three for 
the second time, seven for the third time, and one for 
the fourth time. Of the brides, five hundred and two 
were wedded for the first time, fifty-eight for the second 
time, three had mourned two husbands, and one ven- 
tured upon the “sea of matrimony” for the fourth time, 
she at the age of 52 becoming the second wife of a man 
aged 68 years. Of the grooms, four were 18 years old, 
sixteen 19, and eighteen were 20, making thirty-eight 
who had not reached the age of manhood. One bride was 
15 years old, three were “sweet sixteen,” and fifteen 
entered upon married life at the age of 17. The 
youngest couple were a youth of 19 and a lass of 15 
years, and two couples were 19 and 16 years of age. 
One girl of 17 years united her destinies with a man of 
32 years, and a 19 year old groom espoused a maiden 
of 29 summers. The oldest couple were a groom of 68 
and a bride of 64, each having been married once be- 
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fore. One groom of 51 years married a woman 26 
years liis junior. Twenty-one grooms were 50 years of 
age and upward, while only eight brides admitted that 
they had seen half a century. The oldest couple mar- 
ried for the first time was a man of 48 to a woman of 
86, although two brides, married for the first time, were 
each 46 years old. In 78 marriages the bride was 
older than the groom, in one instance a single man 21 
years old marrying a widow of 38. 

Ao returns were made of the marriages on twenty- 
two certificates issued, but these were more than made 
good by returns of thirty-two marriages on certificates 
not obtained at this office. Of thirty-five couples mar- 
ried neither were residents of Lowell. Forty-five 
brides have been united to grooms from abroad, some 
Lowell ladies who were with us a year ago are now 
adorning society in the distant states of Florida, Iowa, 
and Dakota territory. Ten grooms only have imported 
wives during the past year. Four hundred and seventy- 
four couples were both residents of Lowell at the date 
of their marriage. 

DEATHS. 

The number of deaths during 1878 was 1088, (ex- 
clusive of 23 still-born reported by the undertakers,) an 
increase of 59 over the number in 1877. The numbers 
by months are recorded as follows: January, 63: Feb- 
ruary, 78; March, 104; April, 83; May, 82; June, 79; 
July, 132 ; August, 127 ; September, 121 ; October, 77 ; 
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November, 59; December, 85. The Ke])ort of the City 
Physician and Superintendent of Burials contains all 
the facts that are of value in regard to deaths, and as 
the same is to be printed in the same document as this 
report reference is made to that report for details. 


G EXE R A L SUMMARY . 

There were 1326 births, 546 marriages, and 1088 
deaths in Lowell during 1878, to which should be added 
23 still-births. Estimating the population of Lowell at 
53,000 there was one birth in each 40 of the population, 
and one person married and one death in each 482 of the 
population. This is better in respect to births and mar- 
riages than the entire state in 1877, for there was one 
birth to' each 41 of the estimated population, and one 
person married to each 68. The death rate is exceeded, 
for there was one death in each 55 of the population in 
the entire State, in 1877. The births in LoAvell last year 
were 25 to each 1000 of the population. This was better 
than the entire state in 20 of the last 25 years. 

COXCLUD1XG REMARKS. 


An index has always been made of men married, 

but in the earlier years of the town and city none was 

made of the women who thought proper to change their 

names, and the City Clerk found considerable trouble in 

looking for records, where the inquirer knew the name 

of the bride, but not that of the groom. During the 

past year an index of all the women married in Lowell, 
2 
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from March 7, 1826, (the date of the first marriage in 
our records,) to December 31, 1876, — more than fifty 
years, has been completed, and contains 21,655 names, 
in one book, arranged in the style of a directory, each 
family name before marriage being alphabetically ar- 
ranged; also the Christian names. This work was done 
at little expense to the city, most of the clerical work, 
not done by himself, having been paid for by the City 
Clerk, from that “ astounding increase ” of salary, (to 
quote from one of the local papers,) allowed him by past 
city councils, and much of the work, in arranging and 
compiling names for final copying, having been done at 
home during those hours which the public supposed 
were devoted to recreation. Had the city paid the en- 
tire expense the experience of six months has shown its 
value in the saving of time to himself and those who 
have had occasion to look for records of marriages. To 
cite the last case : This very day a letter from a Boston 
lawyer asked the clerk to look for the marriage of a 
woman, whom he supposed might have been married in 
Lowell, between dates seven years apart, where nearly 
4000 marria ges had been recorded, covering nearly 300 
pages of record. Without an index, an hour or more 
would have been spent in searching records ; with this 
index, in five minutes an answer was ready for the mail, 
and similar cases occur frequently. The members of 
the City Council, and all interested in such records, 
should examine it. 
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In tliis connection, may it not be well to have sim- 
ilar indexes made of births and deaths, and of men mar- 
ried during the first half century of Lowell? It would 
thus bring’ into four volumes, — with names alphabeti- 
cally arranged, — what is now in twenty volumes of in- 
dexes, with no arrangement of family names. It is well 
here, to hint that, for several of the early years of Low- 
ell, the indexes of births and deaths arc as incomplete 
as were those of women married, and in many cases the 
record of birth is wanting of well-known citizens to the 
“ manor born.” If it was known that such indexes were 
being prepared, such records would be in many cases 
supplied. Of course, some expense would attend this 
work, but two or three hundred dollars expended now, 
in completing as far as possible our records of vital sta- 
tistics for the first half century, would be well repaid in 
the immediate future, to say nothing of their value to 
coming* posterity, who, it is trusted, will be proud to 
boast of their descent from the “ first families ” of 
Lowell. 

These may be bold suggestions to make in these 
times of retrenchment, but if one person has completed 
one-quarter of the work, at almost his oavii expense, 
may not 50,000 people contribute for the expense of 
completing the other three-quarters?

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REPORT. 


CHIEF’S OFFICE, ENGINE HOUSE, MIDDLE STREET, { 
Lowell, April 1, 1879. ) 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen . 

Gentlemen : In accordance with the custom and require- 
ments of the city ordinance heretofore, I most respectfully 
submit the annual report of the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department for the year ending March 31, 1879. 

The report consists of a register of the members, an 
inventory of the apparatus and other property in charge of 
each company, and an enumeration of all property belong- 
ing to the department; also, a list of the signal boxes 
connected with the Fire Alarm Telegraph, the number of 
hydrants and reservoirs with their location, together with a 
full statement of the fires and alarms which have occurred 
during the past year, the causes thereof, and the loss and 
insurance as near as could be ascertained, and such other 
information and suggestions as are thought proper for your 
consideration.

FIRES AND ALARMS. 

The number of alarms from signal boxes for the year 
ending March 31, 1879, is forty-five; number of still 
alarms is five, making the whole number of fifty; an 
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increase over last year of seven. Of the alarms given, the 
services of the department were called into requisition at 
thirty-eight of them. 

At several times during the year, by timely and judicious 
action on the part of members of the department, officers of 
the police force, and other citizens, alarms have been pre- 
vented and useless excitement avoided. 

The amount of loss, as near as could be ascertained, is 
$68,003.93, upon which there has been paid insurance to 
the amount of $58,442.93, making the loss above insur- 
ance, $9,561.00. 

Details of each fire will be found in tabular statement 
elsewhere. 


APPARATUS. 

There has been added to the department since the last 
report, a new four-wheeled horse hose carriage, at a cost 
of six hundred dollars ($600.00). It was built by the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Co., of Manchester, N. II. The 
carriage was placed in the house of S. F. E. Co., No. 1, 
to take the place of a hand carriage, which was transferred 
to Hose No. 7. 

Also, a new hook and ladder truck, built by Buckley & 
Merritt of New York City, which was purchased at a cost 
of about nineteen hundred dollars ($1,900.00). I think 
that it is a substantial and convenient truck, and doubtless 
will withstand the service many years. 

The apparatus now consists of three steam fire engines, 
of equal capacity; two of them were built by Hunneman & 
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Co. of Boston, and one by the Union Machine Co. of 
Fitchburg; four four-wheeled horse hose carriages, two 
built by the Amoskeag Co. of Manchester, N. IT. , and one 
by E. B. Leverick & Co. of New York, and the other by 
J. J. Wright & Co. of Lowell; four hand hose carriages, 
two hook and ladder trucks, one built by Buckley & Merritt 
of New York, (1879); the other by Juckett & Freeman of 
Boston, (1870), which was not strong and substantial 
enough to carry the amount of apparatus necessary at a 
fire. The two hook and ladder trucks are run by one com- 
pany, responding to every alarm, the second truck being 
sent for if needed. 

In addition to this, we have eight hose sleighs, three 
traverse runner sleighs, three fuel wagons, one small 
wagon. The sleighs and wagons are used for exercising 
the horses, telegraph repairs, sewer work, packing and 
trying hydrants, etc.; also, one heavy traverse runner sled, 
and truck, which are used for teaming pipe and other heavy 
work; 12,700 ft. of 2 1-2 in. leather hose, which during 
the past year has all been thoroughly tested with our 
greatest hydrant pressure. After subjecting it to this test, 
I had it sorted, and that which proved reliable for steamer 
use, I gave a thorough oiling, and distributed it to the 
houses of Steamers No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3, and Hose No. 4, 
so that in case we use a steamer, we know what company 
to have a line of hose laid by, in order to get our best 
hose, which would be least liable to burst. 

In regard to the hose sleighs mentioned above, although 
they add much to the efficiency of the department, when 
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there is sleighing, they are not what we should have. The 
first one built was for an experiment by steamer company 
No. 2. The principal objections to them are as follows: 
1st. They were built cheap, and not strong enough to 
carry more than 500 feet of hose; built for hand use. 
2nd. That in time of deep snow, and when the streets are 
full of cradle holes, it is not safe to run to a fire as quick 
as we ought, owing to the extreme length of the runners, 
which also make it almost impossible to get out of the horse 
car tracks, or turn around as we are often compelled to do, 
without breaking shafts or runners, unless the men lift it 
around, which delays much in laying a line of hose. 
3rd. That there is no place to carry chuck, neither for the 
men to ride in safety, except on the driver’s seat. 

I would therefore recommend that a new horse hose 
sleigh be built so that it will be ready for service another 
winter. What we want is a traverse runner sleigh with a 
reel large enough to carry eight or ten hundred feet of 
hose; a box to carry wrenches, couplings, spanners, etc., 
and a step for chuck in the rear; also side steps so that the 
men can ride in safety. 

In the month of November, 1876, a fuel wagon was 
fitted up for salvage purposes, by having boxes put in, and 
being supplied with rubber cloth covers, hand extinguishers, 
Johnson pumps, brooms, and other means to prevent damage 
by fire or water, the same to be used by members of the Hook 
and Ladder Co., when needed. After this, in 1877, a new 
wagon was purchased of S. & Gr. II. Converse & Son, at a 
cost of $275. It was supplied with eight 12x18 and eight 
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8x12 rubber cloths, hammer and pins, Johnson pumps, two 
hand extinguishers, brooms, pails, shovels, scoops, etc., 
and a company, consisting of six men besides the driver, 
was appointed to operate the same, with the understanding 
that the Insurance Companies should pay part of the 
expenses, which they refused to do. Consequently, the 
wagon was thrown out of the service, and the apparatus 
carried by it, transferred to the hook and ladder truck, 
where it is at present, being operated by the company 
previously appointed. 

Steamer No. 2 needs to be thoroughly repaired, or 
exchanged for a lighter one; the latter, in my estimation, 
is the most advisable. 

DUTY PERFORMED BY THE SEVERAL COMPANIES. 

Company No. 1 called 25 times; in service 8 times. 
No. 2 called 22 times; in service 16 times. No. 3 called 
45 times; in service 18 times. No. 4 called 40 times; in 
service 13 times. No. 5 called 18 times; in service 5 
times. No. 6 called 24 times; in service 8 times. No. 7 
called 14 times; in service 3 times. No. 8 called 20 
times; in service 7 times. Steamer No. 1 called 2 times; 
in service 1 time. No. 2 called no times; in service no 
times. No. 3 called 22 times ; in service 3 times, 2 of 
which was at Dracut. 

Hook and Ladder company and Salvage Corps called, 
and in service to a greater or less extent, at every alarm. 
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FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

This importand branch of the department, constructed 
under the supervision of the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment of 3871, and now under the careful management of 
Mr. Geo. B. Whitney, driver of Steamer No. 3, has proved 
to be one of great value, and cannot be too highly prized. 

During the past year a new bell striker has been placed 
in the tower of the West Dracut Church, Pawtucketville, 
and one signal box located at the corner of Broadway and 
Walker streets; also, three indicators placed in the houses 
of Steamers No. 1 and No. 2, and Hose No. 4 and one large 
gong in Steamer One’s house. 

These additions necessitated an enlargement of the 

battery room, as the shelves were filled to their utmost 
capacity; with this in view, the room has been enlarged, 
and an addition of twenty jars made; making the total 
number of jars contained in the battery, 188. Aside from 
the space occupied by the present battery, there is room for 
thirty or forty jars more. 

There are now connected with the telegraph, 38 signal 
boxes, 8 bell strikers, 4 indicators and 10 gongs. 

I would recommend that a gong be placed in the resi- 
dence of each Assistant Engineer. 

WATER. 

Extensions of water-pipe have been made the past year 
to the amount of 16,272 ft., and 22 hydrants have been 
added, making the whole number of hydrants, 651. 
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Eighteen of those added are of the post pattern, and are 
located as follows: On Bridge, Cabot, Chelmsford, Lyons, 
Pine, Sixteenth, Washington and Wilder streets, one each. 
On Dutton, Riverside and Westford, two each. At the 
City Farm, three. Flush added, are located as follows: On 
Cabot, Dutton, Grand, Middlesex, School, and Shedd’s 
Avenue, one each. 

I would recommend that the three post hydrants at the 
City Farm and one at the City Yard, have houses built 
over them, same as in the corporation yards, so that hose 
and pipe can be attached and hung on pins ready for 
immediate use. 

One new flush and one new post hydrant have replaced 
three of the old style post on Cabot street, and I would 
recommend that all the old style hydrants on Merrimack, 
Central and Middlesex streets, 44 in number, to be replaced 
by new post; because in the old post, the outlet is 2 j 
inches, 4 of an inch less than the size of our hose; we 
therefore have to carry a coupling to increase the outlet 
from 2^ to 2h inches. In the case of the old flush, 011 the 
other hand, the outlet is 2\ inches; we have to put on a 
coupling to increase it to 5 inches, and put on a chuck 
before we can attatch our hose. In addition to these 
inconveniences, they have to be boxed and packed with 
wool waste every fall, to keep them from freezing; and 
then, in extreme cold weather, they will freeze. All those 
mentioned above are situated on the principal streets, 
where we need the best protection, but have the poorest; 
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in case they are frozen, no protection; in case they are not 
frozen, we do not get one-half the supply of water that we 
should from a new post. 

The Fire Department is charged $20 per annum for each 
hydrant, which amount is placed to the credit of the Water 
Works. 

CONDITION OF HOUSES. 

The houses are, with the exception of that of Hose No. 6, 
and the steamer, hose and hook and ladder house, Middle 
street, in good condition. The latter needs a thorough 
overhauling, as it is about fifteen years behind the times. 
The brick floor needs to be taken out, to be replaced by 
wood; cellar put in, with a long trough for washing and 
cleaning hose, and room for storage, etc.; stairways 
changed; the flooring in the stable to be entirely renewed; 
stalls reversed, so that the horses shall face the apparatus; 
together with other improvements for hitching up, turning 
on and off the gas, opening and closing doors, etc.; also a 
new hose tower in the rear . of the house, sufficient in 
height for the suspension of a full length of hose, (50 ft.,) 
for drainage and drying; the same to be piped for gas and 
steam, and provided with a flue for the proper ventilation 
of the stable cellar. The roof also, needs to be straightened 
up and renewed. The above alterations are already under 
the consideration of the Committee on Fire Department, 
and we hope, and have no doubt, that they will be accom- 
plished the following year. 

As regards the Warren street house, the roof and tower 
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leak badly, and if the City retain the building, it will need 
a re-slating, as well as other alterations and improvements 
inside. It is owned by the Middlesex Company, and is 
given to the City, so long as they keep an engine or hose 
company there. One half of the house is now occupied by 
Ocean Hose Company, No. 6, and the other half is used to 
keep the relief hose carriage, and for storage of wagons, 
hose, and old material, etc. 

The Hook and Ladder house is in poor condition, as the 
partition between the apparatus and what was the company 
room has been taken down. After the change has been 
made in the engine house, so that the truck can be kept 
there, where the horses are, they will need a room fitted up, 
same as other companies have, for a place to keep their 
property and to hold their meetings. 

MANUAL FORCE. 

The membership is composed of- one chief and four 
assistant engineers; three steamer companies, consisting of 
thirty-four men; five hose companies, consisting of fifty- 
three men; one hook and ladder company, consisting of 
twenty-one men; and one salvage corps of five men; 
making in all, a membership of one hundred and eighteen 
(118) men. 

The chief and six drivers are permanently employed, and 
in addition to fire duty, perform such other labor as may be 
required. One of the drivers is telegraph operator, and 
one man is kept as his assistant, who also makes general 
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repairs, acts as spare driver, and does other work, drawing 
pipe, washing out sewers, taking care of hydrants, etc. 

One year ago, our most worthy chief, Mr. Geo. Hobson, 
after a short, though painful illness, passed from this world 
to the realms above, to answer at that last roll-call that 
awaits us all. Tie was highly respected for the many good 
qualities he possessed, and his death cast a gloom over the 
department, as well as other ' associations to which he 
belonged. 

The following June, Ex- Engineer Chas. H. Arlin, after 
faithfully serving his fellow citizens for many years, departed 
from this life, to join the bands of those who have gone 
before. 

Mr. Arlin was held in high estimation by all the acquaint- 
ances which he had formed. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I desire to tender my hearty thanks to His 
Honor, the Mayor, for his , uniform courtesy towards me at 
all times; also, to the Committee on Fire Department, for 
the able and willing manner, in which they have at all 
times rendered their co-operation and support in all matters 
concerning the interests of the department. 

To the Board of Engineers, officers, and all other mem- 
bers of the department, I would return my thanks for their 
uniform good conduct under all circumstances, and for the 
faithfulness with which they have seconded my efforts. 
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To the members of the Police Department, and citizens 
generally, I would tender my grateful acknowledgments, 
for their promptness in reporting fires, thereby lessening 
the liability of extended conflagrations, and for their 
efficient aid at fires and other times during the past year.

INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY-HOLDERS. 


1. Alarms must be given from the box nearest the location of the 
fire. 

2. Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire, you will un- 
lock the box, pull clown slide or hook once only, and let go. This gives 
the desired alarm all over the city, repeating itself four or five times. 

3. Each box contains a small bell, which, if heard before you pull 
the hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously given from an- 
other box. In such cases, do not pull the hook until you are sure the 
alarm has been completed. 

4. Never signal for a fire seen at a distance; never touch the hook 
except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause, other 
than actual fire. Be sure and close the door on leaving the box. 

5. Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one of the

Engineers. 

6. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called for 
by the Chief Engineer. If you change your residence or place of 
business, where the key is kept, return the key to the same officer. 

Keys to boxes are in possession of responsible persons, in the 
vicinity of the signal boxes ; also, in the hands of the police. Citi- 
zens are requested to inform themselves where keys to the signal box-' 
es are kept.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1 . The lire department shall consist of a chief 
engineer, not more than four assistant engineers, and as 
many engineinen, hosemen, hook and ladder men and other 
persons, to be divided into companies, as the number of 
engines and the other tire apparatus of the city shall from 
time to time require : and the appointment of said engineers 
shall be made by the mayor and aldermen in the month of 
April, annually, and they shall hold their respective offices for 
the term of one year from the first day of May next succeed- 
ing their appointment, or until others are chosen; all other 
members of the fire department shall be nominated by the 
board of engineers, and their names sent to the mayor and 
aldermen, and when by them appointed, they shall be mem- 
bers of the fire department, provided that vacancies may be 
filled at any time, and that the mayor and aldermen may at 
any time remove any or all of said officers or members. No 
person shall be appointed a member of the fire department 
who does not sustain a good moral character, and who is not 
a citizen of the city of Lowell. 

t J 

Sect. 2. The chief and assistant engineers shall consti- 
tute the board of engineers, and they shall perform the duties 
and exercise the powers of tire wards : and the chief engineer, 
assistant engineers and all other members of the fire depart- 
ment shall receive such compensation and be paid at such 
times as the city council mav determine. 
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Sect. 3. The chief engineer shall be chairman of the 
board of engineers, and the board shall choose one of its 
members as clerk of the board, annually: the rank of each 
assistant engineer shall be determined bv the board of engi- 
neers. 

Sect. 4. The board of engineers shall make such rules 
and regulations for the conduct and control of the lire depart- 
ment as they may deem advisable, the same being subject to 
the approval of the city council. 

Sect. 5. The chief engineer shall be held responsible 
to the mayor and aldermen for the discipline, good order and 
proper conduct of the officers and men constituting the lire 
department, and for the good condition of all houses, reser- 
voirs, hydrants, engines, hose, hose carriages, hook and ladder 
trucks, horses, and all apparatus and furniture connected with 
the lire department. He shall have the care and management 
of the rooms, machinery and apparatus connected with the 
lire alarm telegraph, and he shall be allowed such assistance 
for the proper working of the same as the committee on the 
lire department may determine, the compensation therefor to 
be lixed by said committee. 

The chief engineer shall have the command of the entire 
lire department. He shall attend at all tires in the city, and 
all orders issued by him to any member of the lire department 
shall be promptly obeyed ; he shall see to the enforcement of 
all rules and regulations of the board of engineers, and issue 
such orders as, in his judgment, are necessary for the disci- 
pline and efficiency of the lire department. 

He shall decide summarily all disputes or questions 
arising out of matters connected with said lire department, 
among the officers and men when on duty. 

Sect. 6 . Each assistant engineer shall obey all orders 
of the chief engineer, and shall at all times assist him in his 
duties. In the absence of the chief engineer, the powers and 


tin ties conferred and imposed oil him by this ordinance shall 
devolve on the engineer next in rank who is present. 

Sect. 7. It shall he the duty of the foremen of the sev- 
eral companies to preserve order and discipline at all times in 
their respective companies, and require and enforce a compli- 
ance with the ordinances and orders and the rules and regu- 
Inti ons of the tire department. They shall forthwith report 
in writing to the board of engineers the name of any member 
who shall be guilty of any neglect of duty or disobedience of 
orders. They shall keep or cause to be kept correct rolls of 
the companies under their charge, specifying the time of 
admission and discharge of each member, together with his 
age, residence and occupation, and a record of all the city's 
property entrusted to their care. They shall make or cause 
to be made, to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns 
of all members, with their ages, residences and occupations, 
and the condition of the apparatus entrusted to their care, 
whenever called upon so to do. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer to 
inquire for, and examine into, all places where shavings and 
other combustible materials may be collected and deposited ; 
and to cause the same to he removed by the owner, tenants 
or occupants of any such places, at their expense, whenever 
in the opinion of said chief engineer, such removal may be 
necessary to the security of the city against lire. 

Sect. 9. No person shall wilfully deface, injure or 
destroy, or in any way interfere with the tire alarm telegraph 
in this city, or any part thereof, or any of its appurtenances, 
or open any alarm box connected with the lire alarm telegraph, 
without having authority so to do. 

Sect. 10. Any person who shall offend against any of 
the provisions of this chapter shall forfeit and pay for such 
offence a tine not exceeding twentv dollars. 




FIRE DISTRICT. 


Section 1 . For the purpose of preventing fires, pre- 
serving' life, and regulating the construction of buildings in 
the city of Lowell, a district is hereby established therein, 
which shall lie known as the fire district ; said district shall 
consist of all that portion of the city between the following 
boundary lines, to wit : 

Beginning at the middle line of the waste way at the 
northerly end of the Merrimack canal, at the point where it 
meets the waters of Merrimack river ; thence running south- 
erly along the middle line of said canal to the middle line of 
Pawtucket canal ; thence westerly along the middle line of 
Pawtucket canal to the middle line of Fletcher and Thorndike 
streets ; thence southerly along the middle line of Fletcher 
and Thorndike streets to the middle line of Appleton street; 
thence easterly along the middle line of Appleton and Church 
streets to Concord river ; thence northerly along the Concord 
river to Merrimack river ; thence westerly along the Merri- 
mack river to the point begun at. 

Sect. 2. No wooden building shall hereafter be erected 
within or partly within the fire district established by the 
foregoing section ; nor shall anv wooden building hereafter be 
erected abutting on the southerly side of Appleton or Church 
street, nor on either side of Merrimack street east of the 
Suffolk canal, nor on either side of Middlesex street east of 
Mclntire street. 
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Sect. 8. The exterior and party walls of all buildings 
hereafter erected, wholly or in part, within said district, shall 
be built of brick, stone, iron or other hard and incombustible 
material. All such walls, when constructed of brick, stone 
or other incombustible substance, shall be solidly and firmly 
laid in mortar or cement, and shall not be less than eight 
inches thick, and the roof shall be securely covered with slate, 
tin, gravel or other incombustible material. And if the build- 
ing is more than thirty-two feet in height, then the Avails to 
the height of the first story shall not be less than sixteen 
inches thick, and those above the first story not less than 
twelve inches. In all three-story buildings the Avails of the 
first two stories shall not be less than sixteen inches thick. 

Sect. 4. The provisions of the two preceding sections 
shall not apply to buildings not over fifteen feet in height 
from the ground to the highest part thereof, which are built 
at a distance of thirty feet or more from the street line. 

Sect. f). The board of aldermen, upon application, may 
grant licenses to make additions to, and enlargements of build- 
ings and .structures now erected within said district, subject 
to such restrictions and limitations as they may prescribe. 

Sect. f>. Except as is provided in the previous section, 
no building now or hereafter erected Avithin said district shall 
be raised, enlarged, built upon or roofed, unless the exterior 
and party Avails and roof of the new and added parts shall be 
built according to the requirements of section three of this 
chapter \ provided, nothing herein shall be construed to pre- 
vent repairs of buildings or the erection of wooden piazzas, 
porticos, verandas and bay windoAvs. 

Sect. 7. No wooden building shall be moved from one 
lot to another within said district, nor from without the dis- 
trict into the same, exeept upon application and license, as is 
provided in section five of this chapter. 
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Shot. 8. Xo building hereafter erected in this city shall 
be built in a range of more than one hundred feet, measuring 
along the line of the walls facing the street, without the inter- 
vention of a brick wall at least eight inches thick. Said Avail 
shall be built up at least eighteen inches above the tiat of the 
roof of the highest building of which such Avail forms a part, 
for the full extent of the Hat, and the top of said Avail shall be 
covered Avith a coping of stone or iron, or of other metal ; 
and Avhere there is a Mansard or pitch roof, the Avail shall be 
built up to the under side of the roof coA'eriug, Avhich roof 
coA r cring shall be laid and imbedded in mortar upon said Avail. 
The proAdsious of this section shall not apply to single rooms, 
halls, Avorkshops or manufactories requiring larger dimensions. 

Sect. 1). Xo Mansard or other roof shall bo constructed 
more than one story in height, nor more than tAventy feet in 
height from the upper floor of the building upon which it is 
placed, to the highest part of said roof, unless the same is 
constructed of fireproof material throughout. Xo Avood shall 
be used in the external casings of any cornice, or in an3 r orna- 
mental Avork on the roof or elseAvhere, upon any building 
AAdthin said district. 

Sect. 10. All chimneys shall be built of brick, stone or 
other fireproof non-conducting material. All brick flues shall 
be smoothly plastered inside Avith mortar, from top to bottom, 
and outside beloAV the roofing. Brick flues not starting from 
the foundation Avails shall he securely built into brick-Avork of 
the Avails to AA r kich they are hung. In all cases chimneys shall 
rest upon a continuous support of metal or masonry, extend- 
ing to the ground. All flues shall be topped out at least tAvo 
feet above the highest part of the roof of the building to 
Avhich they belong. Hearths of fire places or grates shall be 
laid upon brick - or other trimmer arches, or upon bars of iron 
supporting a bed of brickAvork. In no case shall a nail be 
driA r en into the masonry of any Hue. 
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Sect. 11. All buildings hereafter erected and used for 
public assemblies, or for manufacturing or workshops, shall 
be provided with tire escapes or two suitable ways of egress 
from every floor where more than ten persons are employed ; 
and all tenement, boarding and lodging houses hereafter 
erected shall be provided with such fire escapes, or two suit- 
able ways of egress, accessible from every floor that is eighteen 
feet above the grade of the land adjoining such building. 

Sect. 12 . The superintendent of public buildings shall 
be inspector of buildings, and shall see that the provisions of 
this chapter are fully complied with. He shall report any 
violation of this chapter to the city marshal for prosecution, 
and shall report the same to the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 13. The board of aldermen may, upon petition 
of any party, and after notice and hearing, require any build- 
ing about to be built in the eitv, to be built according to the 
provisions of section three, or according to any part of such 
provisions, and tire escapes to be provided for any building, 
according to the provisions of section eleven. 

Sect. 14. Any person or corporation violating any pro- 
vision of the foregoing sections, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a tine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 15. Any person desiring to move a building 
through the public streets, shall make application to the 
superintendent of streets. Upon such application, the said 
superintendent shall proceed to examine such building and 
the streets through which it is proposed to move the same, to 
determine whether it can be moved without serious interrup- 
tion to travel or injury to bridges, public or private property. 
He shall then report such application and the result of his 
examination to the board of aldermen, who may thereupon, 
by vote, license or refuse such removal, as they think proper. 
But all such licenses shall be upon condition that the appli- 
cant for removal shall indemnify and protect the city and

individuals against injury to property. And no license shall 
be granted if thereby travel will be seriously interrupted, or 
trees, bridges or other public or private property will be liable 
to injury. Any person moving any building, iu any street, 
contrary to the provisions of this section, shall, upon convic- 
tion, be punished by a tine not exceeding twenty dollars, and 
shall be further subject to legal liability for obstructing the 
street. 






Rules and Regulations 


OF THE 

Fire Department. 


Article 1 . The Board of Engineers shall hold such 
meetings as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of 
all business that may come before them, and make such rules 
and orders for their government as a Board of Engineers, as 
they may think proper. It shall be the duty of the Engi- 
neers, whenever there is an alarm of tire in the city, to repair 
immediately to the place of such tire, wearing a suitable 
badge, and to take proper measures that the several engines 
and other apparatus be arranged and duly worked for the 
speedy and effectual extinguishment of the fire. It shall also 
be their duty to cause order to be preserved in going to, 
working at, or returning from fires, and at all other times 
when companies attached to the Department are on duty. 

Aet. 2. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to 
reeeive and transmit to the Board of Aldermen, through the 
Committee on the Fire Department, all returns of officers, 
members and fire apparatus made by the respective Com- 
panies, and all other communications relating to the affairs of 
the Fire Department ; to keep fair and exaet rolls of the 
respective Companies, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge, and the age of each member. He shall annually, 
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in the month of March, report upon the condition of the 
engine houses, engines, tire apparatus, and other property 
under his charge, the number of fires during the year, and 
causes thereof us near as can be ascertained, with such other 
information or suggestion as may in his opinion be of general 
use. He shall also, semi-annually, in May and November, 
make up the pay-rolls for the respective Companies, and shall 
have power to eall out the Department for inspection once in 
each year. 

Art. o. Every member of the Fire Department shall 
agree to conform to such rules and regulations as now are or 
may be hereafter adopted by the City Council. All members 
of the Lowell Eire Department shall be provided with a suit- 
able badge, to be known as the regulation badge of the 
department, which shall be worn while on duty in such a 
maimer as will identity them as members of the department ; 
and no member shall lend his badge, on any pretext whatever. 
Any member losing his hadfi’e shall use all due dilis’enee to 
recover it, and, in ease of failure, shall pay the value of said 
badge. 

Art. 4 . Each Company, having been duly appointed as 
members of the Eire Department, shall organize annually, 
before the first day of May, by the choiec of a Foreman, 
Assistant Foreman, and Clerk, to be approved by the Board 
of Engineers elect, and tliev shall hold their offices one vear, 
unless sooner removed by the Mayor and Aldermen. The 
Chief Engineer elect, or some one of his Assistants elect, 
shall preside at the meetings of said organization. 

Art. d. Each Company shall hold regular monthly 
meetings, the time ot meetings to be fixed by the Company. 

Art. li. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to see that 
the apparatus and buildings in which the same are deposited, 
and all things in or belonging to the same, are kept neat and 
clean and in order for immediate use ; and when in service he 
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shall take charge of his Company, and when their immediate 
services are not required on the fire, lie shall so centralize the 
members thereof, that the apparatus awaiting service shall be 
in readiness to respond instantly to the call of any Engineer 
in command. He shall also see that the hose is well guarded : 
it shall 1 >e his duty to see that the hose on the reel is changed 
once in four weeks. He shall preserve order and discipline 
while on duty, require and enforce a strict compliance with 
the C'itv Ordinances, the rules and regulations of the Fire 
Department, and the orders of the Engineers ; in case of the 
absence of the Foreman, his duties shall devolve on the next 
officer in command. Said Foreman of each Company shall, an- 
nually. on the first day of March, make or cause to be made to 
the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns of all the mem- 
bers, with their ages and number of their badges, residence 
and occupation. He may call special meetings at his option, 
and shall do so on the written request of a majority of the 
members. 

Art. 7. Every Steam Fire Engine Company shall have 
an Engineer, Fireman and Driver. The Board of Engineers 
shall present the names of suitable persons to the Mayor and 
Aldermen for appointment to the above offices. 

Art. 8. The Engineer shall have the care of the Engine. 

He shall see that it is at all times in good repair, clean, and 

suitable for immediate use, and shall test it as often as the 

Chief Engineer mav direct. He shall receive no extra com- 

« 

pensation for any ordinary repairs made upon the same. He 
shall not leave the city 'without obtaining permission from the 
Chief Engineer, or, in his absence, the next in rank. 

Art. 9. The Fireman shall, under the direction of the 
Engineer, assist in working the Engine ; in the absence of the 
Engineer, he shall perform all the duties of Engineer. 

Art. 10. It shall be the duty of all drivers of 
apparatus under the supervision of the Chief Engineer, 
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to have charge of and accompany their horses to all fires, 
and shall keep horses, harnesses, stables, ete., in good 
condition and always ready for immediate serviee ; and 
also act as stewards of their respective Companies. And 
any driver who carelessly or willfully comes in collision 
with any vehicle of any kind while going to or coming from a 
fire, shall be held responsible for all damages that may occur. 
Racing to and from fires shall not be permitted, under any 
circumstances. If the apparatus of several Companies pro- 
ceed on the same street to or from a fire, they shall do so in 
single file, unless impracticable ; when the apparatus they are 
attached to is doing lire duty, they shall immediately use the 
means in their power to insure shelter and protection from 
the weather, for their horses, after which to report to and 
await orders from their respective foremen. Drivers of Hose 
and Hook and Ladder Companies shall be appointed the same 
as drivers of Steam Fire Engine Companies. They shall be 
at or near the house where their apparatus is kept, except 
when directed by the Chief Engineer to perform other duty, 
or when allowed to be absent from said house by the Chief 
Engineer. They must not permit persons not connected with 
the department to ride upon their apparatus, and in muddy 
weather or heavy wheeling they must not permit any one to 
ride on the apparatus when returning from fires. They shall 
exereise a careful supervision over all sleeping quarters in 
their respective stations, and to see that the bedding is 
changed at suitable intervals. The oecupants of each bed 
will be held responsible for the cleanliness of the same, and 
will be held strictly accountable for any damage to either bed 
or bed clothing through carelessness. After retiring, the 
occupants will refrain from loud talking or in any manner 
disturbing the rest of others. 

Art. 11. The Steward shall be under the immediate 
direction of the Chief Engineer, and shall perform all duties 
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that may be required of him on the npparat us and in the 
house, including heating and lighting the same. 

Art. 12. The Firemen, in ease of tire, shall repair to the 
place thereof, in a prompt, orderly and quiet manner, and as 
expeditiously as possible, and faithfully use every exertion in 
their power for the extinguishing of the lire, doing such tire 
duty as shall be required of them by the Engineers in com- 
mand. They shall avoid opening the doors and windows of a 
building where a tire may be, until a supply of water can be 
procured, to apply it judiciously and directly to the part on 
fire, and carefully avoid damaging furniture or goods by water. 
Any member of the Department who willfully and maliciously 
turns a stream of water, or directs or causes it to be done, oil 
any person or persons, shall be dismissed from the depart- 
ment. Any member expecting to be absent from the city 
twenty-four hours or more, shall notify the foreman of his 
company, and before leaving the city shall procure a substitute 
satisfactory to said foreman ; but no member shall be absent 
from duty for a longer period than one month, except by 
special permission of the Chief Engineer, or in case of 
sickness. 

Art. 13. All applications for membership shall be made 
in writing, at a regular monthly or special meeting, and if the 
applicant receives a majority of all the votes, the application 
shall be approved by the Foreman and submitted forthwith to 
the Board of Engineers. If any company shall neglect or 
refuse to till vacancies in their several companies, it shall 
be the duty of the Board of Engineers to recommend suitable 
persons for appointment to till said vacancies. No person 
shall receive compensation as a member of the Fire Depart- 
ment until he has been duly appointed bv the Mayor and 
Aldermen. All appointments shall date from the first and 
fifteenth of each month ; and any members leaving the 
Department shall not be entitled to receive pay for past

services until all property in his possession belonging to the 
Department shall have been returned. 

Art. 14. No Company belonging to the Fire Depart- 
ment is to leave the city with their apparatus without special 
permission of the Mayor and Aldermen, except at a tire, and 
then they shall first obtain the permission of the Chief Engi- 
neer, or, in his absence, from the next in rank. 

Art. 15. For every absence from a tire or alarm of lire, 
or any regular Company meeting, there shall be deducted 
from the pay of the absent member the sum of one dollar, 
which amount so deducted shall be paid at the end of each 
six months to the Treasurer of the Company to which such 
member shall belong, said money to be used to pay the inci- 
dental expenses of the Company : and each member shall be 
entitled to receive as compensation only the balance due and 
remaining after making all such deductions. 

Art. 16. In case any member shall be found guilty of 
carrying, or allowing any one else to carry, intoxicating liq- 
uors of any kind, into any Engine, Hose, or Hook and 
Ladder house, to be drank in said house, or become intox- 
icated, or endeavor in any manner, at any time, to create 
disturbance, or refuse to do his duty, the Foreman shall im- 
mediately report him to the Board of Engineers, who shall 
present his name to the Board of Aldermen for discharge. 

Art. 17. Any Engine or Hose Company coming to a 
tire, and finding an incomplete line of hose laid out from any 
steamer or hydrant shall attach to and lengthen out such line 
until the fire is reached; and in all cases the Company reach- 
ing the fire with their hose is entitled to the pipe ; said Com- 
pany shall be held responsible to the Board of Engineers for 
any failure of strict compliancy with this rule. 

Art. 18. No building used by any company in the fire 
department shall be opened or occupied on Sunday, except in 
case of alarm of fire. This rule shall not be construed, how- 
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ever, to prevent employes and those detailed to sleep in the 
house from occupying them ; but the doors of said houses must 
be kept elosed on the Sabbath. 

Art. ID. The several engine, hose and hook and ladder 
companies will run on first and second alarms of tires in accord- 
ance with tables from time to time issued by the Board of 
Engineers. 

Art. 20. The first companies arriving at a lire may lay 
a line of hose at the discretion of the officers present ; second 
lines not to be laid without orders from an Engineer or Fore- 
man. 

Art. 21. When a first alarm of fire is given, all compa- 
nies not responding will remain at their houses thirty minutes, 
unless sooner dismissed by telegraph signals ; viz. , one blow on 
the engine house gongs and alarm bells will be understood as 
proclaiming the fire extinguished, and the companies not at- 
tending be dismissed. Two strokes will constitute a general 
alarm, and all companies will report immediately, after waiting 
thirty seeonds to be sure that it is not an alarm from another 
box. After a first alarm is given and before the reeall signal 
is struck, should an alarm be given from another box, all 
unemployed companies will respond. 

Art. 22. Any violation of these rules and regulations 
by any member of the department will be deemed sufficient 
cause for his discharge. 

The foregoing Rules and Regulations were approved by the City Coun- 
cil December 24, 1878, and approved by the Mayor December 20, 1878.

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Report of the Water Board. 


Office LOWELL WATER BOARD, 
January 13, 1879. 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell. 

Gentlemen — Another year of continued pros- 
perity of the works committed to the care of the 
Lowell Water Board has been numbered with 
the past, and in compliance with the Ordinances of 
the City, we beg leave to herewith present for 
your consideration the Sixth Annual Report of the 
Board, with the hope that the works, so beneficial 
to the health and prosperity of our city, may 
continue to receive, as in the past, the fostering 
care and attention of the present and each suc- 
ceeding City Council. 

On the nth of January, 1878, the Board, then 
constituted as follows : Cyrus H. Latham and 
Albert A. Haggett from the citizens, Alderman 
Horace R. Barker, Councilmen John F. Kimball and 
Charles H. Harvey, met for the transaction of 
business, and since that time regular weekly and 
many special meetings have been held, at which all 
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matters pertaining to the welfare and maintenance 
of the works committed to our care have been 
carefully, and we trust faithfully, considered and 
determined. 


ORGANIZATION. 

In accordance with the requirements of the 
Ordinances relating to the care and maintenance of 
the Water Works, the members of the Water 
Board met on the first Monday in May for their 
annual organization. There was present the entire 
Board, composed of all the before mentioned 
members (except Cyrus H. Latham, whose term of 
office had just expired), and James W. Bennett, 
who had been elected by the City Council from 
the citizens for the two years ensuing. 

Albert A. Haskett was chosen President of the

Board, and James M. Battles, Clerk. 

HIGH SERVICE WATER SUPPLY. 

One of the earliest subjects claiming the atten- 
tion of the Board (and to those parties now 
unsupplied with water, owing to the altitude of 
their premises, an important one), was the feasibility 
of providing a High Service Supply. 

The Board concluded to ascertain the elevation 
of the Locks and Canals Reservoir situated on the 
high grounds in Belvidere, and if it was found to 
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be of sufficient height, to then see if an arrange- 
ment might not be effected with the owners thereof, 
whereby the city might utilize it for such a 
supply. 

The President of the Board, in reply to an 
inquiry as to the height of said Reservoir, received 
the following communication from Mr. Francis, the 
agent of the Proprietors of Locks and Canals on 
Merrimack River :

Deeming the altitude of the Reservoir sufficient 
for a High Service Supply, on March 8th the 
Board voted that the President make a formal 
request to James B. Francis, agent of the Pro- 
prietors of Locks and Canals on Merrimack River, 
for the right to use said Reservoir for the purpose 
of storing and supplying water for a High Service 
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Supply for the city, and the following communica- 
tion was sent to Mr. Francis :

Dear Sir — The Lowell Water Board, desirous of meeting, in 
the matter of water supply both for domestic and fire pur- 
poses, the wants of citizens whose residences are at a higher 
level than the Reservoir of the Lowell Water Works, and 
at the same time avoid the large outlay involved in the 
construction of a High Service Water Supply as heretofore 
estimated for, desire to confer with you or other representa- 
tives of the Manufacturing Corporations (in case they are in 
any way inclined to entertain such a proposition), to see if 
some plan may be devised to the mutual benefit of the 
parties in interest, whereby, for the present, water for pur- 
poses named may be supplied from the Corporation Reservoir 
in Belvidere. 

Should the Corporations which you represent be inclined to 
entertain this subject, this Board will be gratified to meet 
you or them relative thereto, at your convenience.

Dear Sir — The communication of your Board, of the 19th 
of April last, inquiring if an arrangement could be made 
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with the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals on Merrimack 
River, for a supply of water from their Reservoir for 
domestic and lire purposes in parts of the city above the 
level of the present city supply, has been laid before the 
Directors of the Company, and as they are satisfied that the 
works of the Company are entirely inadequate for the pur- 
pose desired, they respectfully decline the proposed arrange- 
ment.

Failing to accomplish anything in this direction, 
the matter was held in abeyance until October iSth, 
when a very large and remarkably strong petition, 
followed by another November 8 th, equally as in- 
fluential, in favor of the immediate establishment 
of a High Service Supply, was received from the 
City Council. 

The Board at once referred the petitions to the 
President for consideration, and a report thereon. 
December 20th, his report on the subject was 
made to the Board, accepted and adopted, and 
sent to the last City Council for its considera- 
tion, and by said City Council the report was 
referred to you, for your action thereon. Your 
careful and considerate attention is respectfully 
commended to the subject, as therein presented, 
with the assurance that in whatever manner the 
City Council may determine to dispose of this 
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important subject, the Board will be pleased to 

co-operate and aid, to the best of its ability. 

REDUCTION OF WATER RATES TO LARGE CONSUMERS. 

To encourage the establishment of manufactur- 
ing interests in our midst, and to induce, to as 
great an extent as possible, all manufacturing 
establishments already located here, to use the 
city water, the Board voted, March 15th, that the 
rule be established to make a reduction of 20 
per cent, on the excess over 10 millions gallons 
per annum, of water used for manufacturing 
purposes, — said rule to take effect from April 1st. 
We trust that this reduction may have the effect 
desired, and that some stimulus may be given to 
many important branches of industry, and at the 

same time increase the revenue of our works. 

CONNECTION OF PRIVY VAULTS WITH WASTE PIPES. 

During the past year the Board became aware 

of the fact, that many water-takers had connected 
their privy vaults with the waste pipes of their 

sinks, and then connected said vaults with the 

street sewer, and by this means a very large 

amount of water was being used, for which the 

city was receiving no revenue. 

After due consideration of the subject, and a 
consultation with the City Solicitor, as to the 

legality of making . a water-closet charge for such 
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use of water, who gave the Board his opinion 
that such charge was proper and legal, the Board 
thereupon made, to all parties known to be thus 
using water, the regular water-closet charge pro- 
vided in the Ordinance. Some of the parties thus 
charged feeling aggrieved, and claiming the right 
to ' thus connect their vaults with the waste pipe 
of their sinks, and also claiming that only the 

waste water from said sinks was thus allowed to 
run into said vaults, appealed to the City Council 
for an abatement of such charges. The facts in 
relation to the subject were given to the City 
Council in a communication dated September 20th, 
and the petitioners were given leave to withdraw, the 
action of the Board thus being endorsed. In the 

taking of fixtures for the ensuing year the Inspectors 
have been instructed to closely examine all premises, 
and make a water-closet charge for all such con- 
nections. Should the question again be brought 
before the City Council on an appeal from such a 
charge, we would respectfully call your attention 
to the communication of the Board to the last 

City Council, before mentioned, on file in the 
office of the City Clerk. 

METERED WATER. 

There has been a large increase in the number 

of new meters put in during the past year, — more 
than double the number put in during 1877, when 
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64 were set, while during the past year 148 have 
been set. 

The Board, October 1 8th, voted that from April 
1st the minimum charge for metered water be 
reduced from $ 15.00 to $12.00 per annum; or in 
other words, each party using metered water should 
pay at least $12.00 per annum, even if the 
amount of water used at the metered rates did 
not reach that sum. 

This charge, which is general in all cities where 
meters are in use, is made to protect the city 
from an inevitable loss which would ensue in 
water rates without such minimum charge. In 
April, 1877, the metered rates were reduced from 30 
to 20 cents per thousand gallons. At that time but 
few parties outside the large consumers were using 
metered water, and it was not supposed that small 
consumers would avail themselves of metered rates. 
Since the reduction, however, more smaller consumers 
have been changing to metered rates, until, were 
it not for the steady increase of consumers and 
the minimum charge of $12.00 per annum on 
metered rates, the revenue from water rates would 
show a loss instead of the substantial gain exhib- 
ited during the past year. 

An Ordinance introduced last year in the City 
Council, to abolish the minimum charge for metered 
water, was referred to this Board for consideration, 
and after a careful investigation of the subject, 
October 2 2d, was returned to the Council with a 
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recommendation that the matter be indefinitely 
postponed, winch was clone. Accompanying the 
recommendation was a report on the subject, giving 
the views of the Board, with many facts relating 

to the use of meters, to which, should the 

subject again be presented for your consideration, 

we would respectfully call your attention. 

EXTENSIONS OF WATER PIPE. 

The following are some of the principal exten- 
sions of pipe which have been voted by the Board 
during the year : 

1 2 -inch pipe on Dutton street, running westerly of 
Fletcher street, and connecting with the 8-inch line 
at Wamesit court, thence on Dutton street to con- 
nect with Willie street. This line is designed for the 
better protection from tire of the large and val- 
uable manufacturing interests in that locality. The 
pipe is now being laid, and is the only extension 
at present uncompleted. 

8-inch pipe on Riverside street, Pawtucketville, 
from Mount Hope street to the Bod well place, so 
called. A petition numerously signed for the con- 
tinuance of this line to the “Navy Yard" district 
was received, but not granted, as the Board was 
unable to secure takers enough to warrant the 
additional expense of laying the pipe to that 
point. 

6-inch pipe on Bridge street, from Thirteenth 
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street to the junction of the old Lawrence road 
with Bridge street. 

12 and 20-inch pipe on Cabot street, connecting 
with the 6-inch line on Ford street to Merrimack 
street. This was laid for the better protection of 
the corporations in that vicinity, giving a better 
circulation and rendering the line more convenient 
to shut off in case of necessity than before. 

8 and 12-inch line to the City Farm. The im- 
portance of having the water pipes extended to 
the City Farm has been several times brought to 
the attention of the City Council by the Mayors 
of the city in their annual addresses, and in the 
last annual Report of the Water Board a sugges- 
tion was made, that should the extension be deemed 
desirable by the City Council, a special appropria- 
tion be made therefor. In July, the President, by 
vote of the Board, addressed a communication to 
the City Council, showing the condition of the 
appropriation for this department, and giving a list 
of extensions which had been voted by the Board, 
but which could not be laid, owing to the lack of 
funds standing to the credit of the appropriation. 
In this communication the matter of the extension 
of the pipes to the City Farm was again brought 
to the attention of the City Council, and with 
commendable liberality they responded favorably for 
a transfer of $16,500 to the credit of the appropriation, 
by which means the Board was enabled not only to 
accomplish the completion of this long-needed 
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extension, but to carry out other extensions and 
improvements which had been deemed necessary 
for the proper distribution of water in our city. 

It will be proper right here to state that, although 
at the time the request for a transfer of $16,500 
to the credit of the water works appropriation was 
made (a sum deemed necessary at the time with 
which to carry out the needed work for the year), 
we find at the close of the year standing to 
the credit of the appropriation the sum of 
$10,204.87. 

The following items will explain why the sum 
asked for was not expended, and account for the 
handsome balance which stands to the credit of 
the appropriation at the close of the year.

Other small items not necessary to particularize go to make 
up the balance. 
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We feel much Gratified to be able to have such 

O 

a substantial balance to begin the new year with, 
as to that extent it renders the appropriation for 
the present year so much less than otherwise it 
would have been. 

June 14th, a petition numerously signed was 
presented to the Board, for the extension of the 
water-pipes to the Edson cemetery on Gorham 
street. The petition was referred to the superin- 
tendent and Alderman Barker of the Board, for 
consideration. 

Subsequently a report was made, favorable to the 
extension, and it would have been laid but for 
the pressure of more important extensions. We 
trust that in the early spring this extension will 
be laid, and then all our burial-places will have 
the benefit of the use of the city water, and 

thereby be rendered more attractive and beautiful 
than it has been possible heretofore to have them 

while deprived of this much-needed aid. 

Several other extensions of a minor character 
than those previously mentioned, and some 
changes in taking out small pipe which had pre- 

viously been laid in streets where at the time of 
laying a small pipe would give the then needed 
supply, but which owing to an increase of build- 

ings necessitated a change to' a larger pipe, have 
been made. 

During the present year we can not foresee that 
any large outlay for street extensions will be called 
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for, unless the City Council should deem it expe- 
dient to enter upon the construction of a High 
Service Water Supply, in which case the outlay in 
this department would necessarily be quite large. 

November 15th, a request was made to the 
Board by the superintendent of the State alms- 
house at Tewksbury, for us to consider the matter 
of extending the water-pipes to that institution, 
so as to supply it with water. As the Board has 
no authority under the Acts of the Legislature 
authorizing ns to furnish water, outside the limits 
of the city, no action was taken in the matter. 
We merely mention this request as indicating the 
favor with which our water is looked upon outside 
our own borders. 


FILTER INLET. 

The filter inlet, when kept free from the silt 
which accumulates on its top, still continues to 
give a fair supply of filtered water, — not, however, 
a full supply, during the whole of the year, for 
reasons stated in the Superintendent’s Report. The 
Board has been considering the subject of sinking 
an artesian well in the near vicinity of the filter 
inlet, or upper end of the filter gallery, for the 
purpose of gaining an additional supply of pure 
water, but as yet have not determined anything 
relative thereto. 

With the constant and steady increase in the 
consumption of water, the inlet and gallery 


can

only be depended upon to furnish a partial supply 
of what is needed, and therefore any means which 
will tend to increase the supply of pure water is 
a proper one for consideration. The sinking of a 
well, as suggested, would be comparatively inexpen- 
sive, and we deem it worthy a trial. The town 
of Attleborough, Mass., which was visited by the 
Board some two months since in search of infor- 
mation regarding the standpipe system for a High 
Service Supply, procures its entire supply of water 
for domestic use from such a well, situated on the 
bank of a very small stream. The fact that during 
the construction of the original gallery, as well as 
of the filter inlet, many springs were found, especially 
in the ' gallery, from which a very large quantity 
of water continually flowed, leads us to the belief 
that a well sunk in the vicinity of the inlet, 
or upper end of the gallery, would give an 
additional supply of water, possibly enough for a 
full supply. 

During the past year, for 6 days in March, 4 
days in April, 10 days in May, 2 days in August, 
8 days in September, 1 day in November, and 12 
days in December, or a total of 43 days during 
the year, our entire supply of water was taken 
from the filter inlet and gallery, and during that 
time the average daily amount of water pumped 
was 1,879,810 gallons. For the balance of the 
year, or 269 days, the river gate was but slightly 
open. 
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RETRENCHMENT. 

Early in the year a vote was passed for the 
appointment of a sub-committee to examine into 
the matter of wages paid to the employees of this 
department, and to report to the Board what re- 
ductions, if any, could be' made therein, without 
impairing the efficiency of our working force. 
After a careful investigation, the committee recom- 
mended that certain reductions in our list of 
wages, varying from ten to twenty-five cents per 
day, be made. Their recommendation was adopted 
by the Board, and these reductions went into 
effect June ist. During the past seven months the 
amount saved by these reductions, on the amount 
of work paid for as per pay-roll, in round num- 
bers, is $500.00, or a trifle over $850.00 per 
annum. 

In July, the Board, feeling that a still further 

saving might be effected, and the work be as 
faithfully performed, deemed it expedient to dis- 
pense with the services of two of its foremen, by 

transferring their duties to other employees on the 
force. By this change, the services of Mr. George 
G. Kelly, who had long and faithfully served as 
foreman in charge of the street force of pipe- 
layers, and of Mr. O. E. Averill, who had served 
as faithfully as blacksmith at the pipe-yard, were 

dispensed with ; and since the first of August the 

work has been equally as efficiently done as before 
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the change. The saving to the city by this change 
during the past five months has been $7 67.00, or 
a trifle over $1,800.00 per annum. 

We have thus, in the matter of pay-roll ex- 
penses, effected a saving of $2,650.00 per annum, 
and the efficiency of our labor force has not been 
in the least impaired. Our aim has been to keep 
the working force of the department down to the 
actual needs of the service, and to pay fair, but 
not exorbitant, wages ; in other words, to conduct 
the affairs of this department as any business man 
would direct his own affairs. 

statistics. 

The total consumption of water for the year 
was 689,916,160 gallons, against 595,447,070 gallons 
for the year 1877, — an increase of 1 3^ per cent.; 
and the daily average consumption for the year, 
1,890,180 gallons, against 1,631,360 gallons for the 
year 1877. 

The quantity of coal consumed during the year, 
for pumping water, heating engine building, etc., 
was 6 1 4o 9 oVo ne ^ tons, against 537^aa net tons for 
the year 1877, thus showing that 561 gallons of 
water have been raised 165 feet high, for every 
pound of coal consumed during the year. 

The total number of services put in, to January 
1, 1879, is 4,714, of which number 291 were put 
in during the past year. 
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The total number of water- takers is 10,493, 
estimated as supplying 47,052 persons, — a very large 
proportion of our total population. 

There are now laid 57/-^ miles of street mains, 
the increase during the past year having been 3 V * () 
miles. 

The total net charges for water rates for the 
year, after deducting all abatements and the charges 
for service pipes, have been $99,569.84, against 

$96,103.81 for the year 1877; which is a gratifying 
gain, considering the large number of vacant houses 
and tenements in the city, from which rates would 
be derived if occupied. 

This steady increase in the revenue of the works 
indicates that we have the best of water, and that 
our people appreciate the fact by their generous 

use of the same ; and it also assures us that in 

the near future we may reasonably expect that 
the whole of the interest upon the cost of 
the works will be paid by the receipts from 
water rates, leaving only the running expenses of 
the works to be provided for by an appro- 
priation. 

For more detailed statistical and other infor- 
mation in regard to the works, we refer to 

the reports of George E. Evans, City Engineer, 

and S. P. Griffin, Superintendent of the Water 

Works, accompanying this report, and commend 

the many interesting facts therein stated to your 

attention. 
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CONTRACTS. 

April ist, a contract was made with R. D. Wood 
& Co., of Philadelphia, for one hundred and thirty- 
nine tons of four, six, and twelve inch iron pipe, 
at $27.65 per ton of 2,240 pounds, delivered in 
this city. 

Mav 11th, a contract was made with Whithed & 
Co., they being the lowest bidders of all the city 
dealers who put in proposals, for six hundred tons 
of Old Company’s Lehigh egg coal, delivered at 
the pumping-station of the Lowell W ater W orks, 
at $6.08 per ton of 2,240 pounds. 

LAND FOR PUMPING-STATION. 

Early in April the Board became aware of the 

existence of an outstanding claim for the value of 
the land taken by the Water Commissioners, on 
which the pumping-station is located. 

Upon investigation, it was learned that at the 

time the land was taken, no valid title to the 
same could be secured by the city, owing to the 
existence of a mortgage upon the same. 

An obligation had been taken by the Water 
Commissioners from a responsible party in interest, 
who, at the expiration of the time for the right 
of redemption of the mortgage on said premises, 

was to offer a title satisfactory to the City Solici- 
tor, in return for which a specific sum, with interest 
thereon to the time of payment, was to be paid 
by the city. 
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This obligation was deposited with the City 
Treasurer; and as the contracting party failed to 
present his claim until the expiration of the time 
given for the right of redemption, the indebtedness 
had been lost sight of. 

A deed for this land, from Isaac D. Farnsworth, 
the owner thereof, was duly executed, approved by 
the City Solicitor; and on May nth, the City 
Treasurer was instructed to pay to the order of 
said Farnsworth, the sum of $3,827.25, that being 
the amount of the original cost of the land, and 
interest thereon to the date of the conveyance to 
the city ; which he did, and the city thereby was 
placed in undisputed ownership of the land.

The amounts expended for truss work at 
the canal crossing near the Prescott Mills, 
painting and repairs on the pumping-station, engi- 
neer’s dwelling, and the dwelling at the reservoir, 
were all imperatively demanded for the protection 
of the property of the city. The old truss work 
being of wood, was badly decayed and in an un- 


-t 
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safe condition, while the pumping-station and the 
two dwellings mentioned were sadly in need of the 
repairs made upon them. 

Under the instruction of the Board, the City 
Engineer is having prepared copies of plans, in 
uniform size suitable for binding, of all lands taken 
for the construction of the Water Works. These, 
when completed, in connection with the copies of 
all Acts, Ordinances, deeds of land, water-rights, etc., 
in relation to the construction of the Works, 
which have already been prepared, will form a 
most useful collection, and very convenient for 
future reference. 

The Board has also voted that the clerk prepare 
a complete and full record of all the water-gates 
in our system of Works. This contemplates the 
arrangement of a list of water-gates by streets, 
and also into groups or co-ordinates, by which it 
can be easily seen which gates must be closed • in 
order to shut off the water from any desired 
locality. This arrangement when completed will 
also be of oreat value to those connected with 

o 

the management of the Works. 

May 17th, Mr. Elhanan W. Sargent was placed 
in charge of the reservoir, and has faithfully per- 
formed the duties appertaining to that position since 
his appointment. 

June 14th, the Board met for the first time in their 
new office at the City Hall, which the wisdom of 
the City Council had provided. These quarters are 
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much more convenient for the transaction of the 
business of the Water Works, than the old office, 
and the change has evidently been a public con- 
venience. 

On June 21st, our city was honored by a visit 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers, a 
body composed of the best engineering talent of 
the country. 

In accordance with a request from James B. 
Francis, agent of the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals on Merrimack River, who had invited the 
Board to meet the members of the Society at the 
pumping-station, both engines were run for their 
inspection, and they were shown all points of 
interest in connection with our system of water 
supply. From the many expressions of commenda- 
tion made by the members of the Society in 
regard to our Works, and their expressed appreci- 
ation of the courtesies extended to them upon that 
occasion, we are assured that their visit was one of 
exceeding gratification to them, as it certainly was 
complimentary to our city. 

We can not close our Report without recording 
our testimony to the faithfulness and promptness 
which have characterized the performance of the 
varied and often perplexing duties pertaining to the 
positions of Superintendent of the Works, Engineer 
at the pumping-station, and Clerk of the Board, 
respectively held by S. P. Griffin, Janies P. Roberts, 
and James M. Battles, all of whom have during 
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the past year, as heretofore, attended to the duties 
of their several positions with acceptance to the 
Board. 

Annexed is a balance sheet from the City Treas- 
urer, showing the charges and receipts for water 
rates, services, and sundries, for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1878.

Report of the Engineer. 


Office of CITY ENGINEER, 
Lowell, Jau. 1, 1879. 

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — The following is a Report of the 
work performed by the pumping-engines at the Lowell 
Water Works pumping -station, calculated from the 
records kept by Jas. P. Roberts, the efficient engineer 
in charge ; and also an average of the observations 
taken at the distributing reservoir. 

In the' calculations of the “duty’' of the engines, 
nothing has been allowed for friction of water in 
the pumps, etc., between the pump well and the 
pressure gauge. The water pressure gauge on the 
Morris engine is connected with the force-main in 
the cellar, a short distance from the engine. The 
gauge on the Worthington engine is attached to 
the side of the delivery valve-chest. 

Nothing has been deducted for steam used for 
heating the engine-room, and all the coal used has 
been charged to pumping. 

The ashes are not weighed, but are picked over, and 
the partially burnt coal is collected and re-burnt. No 
deduction is made for ashes or clinkers. 

Both engines are supplied with steam from the 
same boilers, but each has a small boiler to fur- 
nish steam to the cylinder jackets.

Report of the Superintendent 


SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE, 

City Halt, Lowell, January 1, 1879. 

To the Lowell Water Board : 

Gentlemen — As required by the Ordinance, 
the Superintendent presents his sixth annual report, 
being for the year ending December 31, 1878. 

EXTENSIONS. 

Work was suspended for the winter months upon 
the extensions, excepting on Grand street, where it 
was mostly ledge, and where there was not much 
travel, and the work could be done as well as in 
warm weather. 

The most expensive extension made this year 
was the one to the City Farm, starting from a 
point opposite Orlendo Blodgett’s house, on Chelms- 
ford street, and running southerly to the street 
leading at a right angle to the city buildings, 
with a 12-inch main, 1,812 feet, then reducing to an 
8-inch pipe running to the easterly side of the 
main buildings, a distance of 1,044 feet. 
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There are located, at proper points around the 
premises, three 5-inch post hydrants, which it is 
believed will be ample to secure the property from 
destruction by fire. At the entrance to the farm 
at Chelmsford street, there was put in an 8-inch 

gate, to save having to shut off any part of 
Chelmsford street, in case it should be necessary 

to shut off at the farm. 

In connection with the above amount of 12-inch 
and 8-inch pipe, there was laid 252 feet of 6-inch 

for the hydrants. 

The cost of this work was $4,486.83, being 
$163.17 less than the lowest estimate. 

THE FILTER INLET 

Was cleaned out the last of August, and about 

four inches of the top sand was removed from 
over the whole surface, as it had become partially 
filled with silt. 

This was all replaced with fresh sand, thus 
keeping the filter bed to its original condition. 

It was intended again to remove the silt from 
the top of the bed, but being very busy with 
other work that could not be put off, it was not 
done, but had it been done the labor would all 
have been lost, as the December freshet came on 
and filled the bed with as much silt and mud as 
would have been deposited by the spring freshets. 

As I have stated before, the great trouble is 
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that, with one-fourth of an inch of silt on the top 
of the bed, it is impossible to get much water 
through from the top; yet there is a large amount 
that comes in from the bottom of the inlet bed. 

ENGINE HOUSE. 

At the Engine House there has been a serious 
trouble from sewer gas that would at certain times 
be driven into the building, turning all the brass 
and composition work black, and making it impos- 
sible for any one to remain long in the room. 
This has been fixed by trapping the sewer pipe 
in the cellar, and building down the arch between 
the inside and outside wells to a point where the 
water would not be drawn below. 

This trouble might have been prevented, had the 
sewer connecting with the building from the street 
been trapped when it was put in. During the past 
summer the painted work upon the outside of the 
buildings has been repainted, new curtains have been 
put into the windows, and other changes which 
improve the appearance of the buildings. 

PUMPING ENGINES. 

The Morris Engine has done most of the work 
the past year, as usual, with only the ordinary 
expense. 

For amount pumped, duty, and other details, I 
refer you to the report of the Engineer. 
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THE FORCE MAIN AND RESERVOIR 

Are in good condition, and no extra expense 
has been laid out upon them. 

There should be a sewer laid out from the 
dwelling-house at the Reservoir, to take the large 
amount of surface water that comes from the hill 
above and settles in and around the building. 

DISTRIBUTING MAIN. 

There has been no trouble with this important 
part of the work, except at the point where the 
24-inch main crosses the Eastern canal, near the 
Prescott mills. 

The wood truss that supported the pipe at this 
crossing having become unsafe, the pipe settling 
several inches, it was thought best to put in a 
wrought-iron truss at once. 

This has been done by taking out the broad 
pier in the canal, and putting in a stone pier. 

The truss or bridge is made before putting up, 
in four pieces or sides, half the girder-ends resting 
on the pier, the other half upon the shore ends. 

The whole truss is made of wrought iron, 
stayed and bolted in the most thorough manner. 
It has been built in anticipation of putting another 
1 2-inch pipe across when it shall be called for. 
With the present 24-inch pipe and water, the 
weight is 450 pounds to the foot; with the 12-inch 
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pipe added, it would be 590 pounds to the foot, 
and the truss is capable of supporting four times 
that weight. 

This work had to be done on Sundays, on 
account of having the canal drawn off, for which 
favor the city is under obligations to James B. 
Francis, agent Proprietors of Locks and Canals. 

BREWERY BRIDGE. 

The 12-inch main that crossed the Pawtucket 
canal under Brewery bridge, at Thorndike and 
Fletcher streets, burst March 13, 1877, from the 
freezing of the water, there not being circulation 
enough in this line between Middlesex street and 
Broadway to prevent it. 

The past summer this line was disconnected at 
both ends of the bridge, and the pipe was carried 
down about 18 inches under the bed of the canal. 
At each end of the bridge an 8-inch blow-off has 
been put in, which will be used not only for 
blowing out, but will be of great service in getting 
rid of the water when repairs are to be made 
anywhere in this district. 

PIPES CHANGED. 

The one-inch pipes on Washington street and 
Lyon street have been changed to 4-inch, and a 
post hydrant put in on each street. The one-inch 
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pipe on Queen street has also been taken out, 

and a 6-inch pipe put in. 

These small pipes were put in several years 
aeo, when there were but one or two houses to 
supply, and at that time it did not look as 
though there would be any more for years. 

I have always believed in putting in larger 
pipes where a street is liable to be extended, 
or if there are more building lots on the street. 
In courts where there are four or six families, 
and no room for more, pipes smaller than 4-inch 
will do. 


CABOT STREET MAIN. 

The connection of the 20-inch main on Cabot 
street, with Ford street and Merrimack street 
lines, is one of the most important extensions 
made this year. 

This line is what is called the Corporation 
line, starting out of the 24-inch line at Mer- 
rimack street, near the Prescott mills, and 
running through Canal and Amory streets, to 
the Merrimack Manufacturing Company’s mills, 
thence on Worthen and Hall streets, taking in 
all the corporations north of Merrimack street, 
crossing under the bed of the canal at Anne, 
Hall, and Cabot streets. 

This extension starts from the point south of 
Cabot street canal, connecting with the 6-inch 
line on Ford street, thence running through 
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Cabot to Moody street, with the 20 - inch, 
then reducing to 12-inch, and running under 
the 6-inch line in Moody street, and continuing 
the 12-inch to Merrimack street, there connecting 
with the Merrimack 12-inch line. At Cabot street, 
on Merrimack street, there was put in a 12-inch 
gate ; also, a 1 2-inch gate was put in on Cabot 

street, at the same point, thus making, in con- 

nection with the 20-inch gate put in on Cabot 
street at the canal, a convenient arrangement to 
handle this line. 

There is now a sure and perfect supply for 
all this large district, and much trouble to this 

department and inconvenience to water-takers will 
be saved when it becomes necessary to shut off 
on this line for repairs, as the water can now 
be fed both ways. The old 8-inch pipe with 

three old hydrants have been taken out, and two 
new hydrants have been put in, making better 
protection from fire. 

ITEMS OF OTHER WORK DONE. 

About fifty feet of 12-inch pipe on Fletcher 

street, near Lagrange, was lowered on account 
of sewer. 

The roof of the terminal chamber gate-house 
was blown off about twelve inches from its 

proper place, it never having been properly 
fastened. It is now secured by bolts to the brick 

work. 
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This gate-house has also been enclosed with a 
slat fence on the road side, and the wood work 
of • the building repainted. 

The watering trough at Davis’ corner has been 

moved and set lower, on account of change in 
grade of streets. In this connection, I would 
recommend that a trough be put in at a point 

near Agawam and Lawrence streets, as there is 
none in that vicinity, and it has been asked for 
by those interested. 

HYDRANTS MOVED. 

Hydrants have been moved as follows : One on 

Rock street, one on Pine street, one on Westford 

street ; two have been raised on Agawam street, 
one on Bridge street ; one moved on Gorham street ; 
two new ones put in on Cabot street, one new one 
on Lyon street, one new one on Washington street. 
Most of the changes made with hydrants are caused 
by change in streets, as many are put in on unac- 
cepted streets where the grade has not been estab- 
lished, which causes this additional expense. 

STAND-PIPES. 

There have been put in four stand-pipes during 
the year, as follows : 

Two for the Boston and Lowell Railroad, one 
being 4-inch, on Dutton street, near depot, and 
one 6-inch, off Jackson street, near round-house; one 
4-inch for the Nashua and Lowell Railroad, at 
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their new engine-house on Western avenue ; one 
2 -inch for Matthias Hutchins, on Williams street, 
to be used for supplying the street sprinkler. 

All of these have been charged to the several 
parties ordering them. 


LEAKS. 


There have been only two leaks in the mains 
during the past year, — one on Appleton street, and 
one on Wilder street. This shows certainly that 
the mains are tight. 


FIRE SERVICES. 


A 6-inch fire service was put in for A. L. 
Brooks & Co., running into their works from 
Fletcher street, and since it was connected has 
saved their buildings from a conflagration.

REPORT. 


To the City Council : 

Gentlemen — The Joint Special Committee to whom 
was referred the report of the Lowell Water Board of 
the year 1878 upon certain petitions for an additional 
high-service water supply, accompanied by said petitions, 
and to whom also was referred the petition of Frank F. 
Battles and others for, and the remonstrance of Frederick 
Ayer and others against the introduction of city water 
in the district at present unsupplied, have carefully 
attended to the business committed to them, and beg 
leave to report: 

That not only from the able report of the 
Water Board, which has greatly aided us in our 
inquiries, but from the petitions and the remonstrance 
above mentioned, and the public hearings thereon 
hereinafter referred to, we were led to a full apprecia- 
tion of the importance of the subject submitted to our 
consideration, and the necessity of giving it heedful 
attention in all its bearings. 

Seldom are petitions for a local improvement more 
numerously signed than were these, but the noticeable 
feature about them was the amount of taxable property 
represented by the signers, and the fact that a majority 
of them are citizens who will not be directly benefited 
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by the proposed improvement, as they are already sup- 
plied with water under our present system. In the 
language of the Water Board, “we recognize the very 
strong and solid array of petitioners represented in the 
petitions under consideration in favor of this system.” 

Following the usual custom, in order to secure a 
public expression in regard to the subject under consid- 
eration, we ordered a hearing for the petitioners, and, 
having given public notice, assembled in the Council 
chamber on the 27th of February last, at 7i o’clock, 
P. M., that being the appointed time and place for the 
hearing. Many of the petitioners appeared personally, 
while others were represented by counsel. Herewith we 
present a synopsis of the views then expressed. 

It was urged that as a matter of justice, the city 
should furnish water, for domestic and fire purposes, to 
those of our citizens who, by reason of the altitude of 
their premises, are deprived of the benefits of our present 
supply, for which they bear a proportionate part of the 
expense;, that the amount of taxable property within 
the city limits would be immediately increased by the 
introduction of the high service system (one petitioner 
going so far as to say that if the City Council took 
favorable action upon the petitions, he should carry out 
building projects long deferred on account of the want 
of water in the high district) ; that under the several 
acts of the Legislature for supplying the city of Lowell 
with water, a part of our citizens could not claim to them- 
selves, exclusively, privileges designed for all. Several 
petitioners, before mentioned as being already adequately 
supplied with water, were present, and expressed them- 
selves as entirely willing to bear their proportion of such 
expense as would be incurred by conferring upon others 
benefits which they themselves enjoyed, believing that 
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the tendency of a public improvement is to benefit all 
citizens, regardless of the location of their property. It 
was also said that the measure under discussion should 
receive favorable action upon sanitary grounds, inas- 
much as the present pressure is insufficient to thoroughly 
cleanse soil-pipes connected with water-closets and other 
house-drains, in certain localities. In this connection 
one fact was disclosed at this hearing, which, though not 
new to us, seems to be especially noteworthy; that is, 
that many citizens, not including residents of the high 
district,' are but partially supplied from our present 
reservoir, there being a noticeable lack of pressure 
entirely inadequate for tire purposes on Nesmith Street 
and in other parts of the city upon the same or a higher 
level. Many families thus partially supplied, it was 
said, would attach their services to the high-service if 
permitted so to do, even if higher rates were imposed 
upon them. 

In answer to questions by your committee, some 
expressed a preference for a reservoir system, in case it 
was decided by the City Council to grant the prayer of 
the petitioners, though upon this point none were 
urgent, all agreeing that any system which would 
furnish them the needed supply would be satisfactory. 

Up to this time no marked opposition to the prayer 
of the petitioners had come to the notice of your 
committee. Soon after this hearing, however, the remon- 
strance of Frederick Ayer and others, before metioned, 
came under our consideration by your order of refer- 
ence. Its signers were citizens whose judgment in 
matters affecting the interests of our city is always 
entitled to respect; therefore, in response to their request, 
they were given a hearing in the Council chamber, 
after due notice, on the 15th of April last past. Again 
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was the attention of your committee called to the 
evident preponderance of public sentiment in favor of 
the petitioners, by the contrast presented by the number 
in attendance at the two hearings. But few attended 
the hearing of remonstrants ; some, however, not person- 
ally present were represented by counsel. This may be 
explained in part by the inclement weather on the 
evening of the hearing. 

It was said that a majority of the houses in the 
unsupplied district had been built since the present 
system of water works was established, their owners 
understanding fully the difficulty of getting a sufficient 
supply of water from the present reservoir; and that 
therefore they should take the consequences of their 
voluntary action and not expect the city to come to 
their relief and authorize a large expenditure, calculated 
to benefit a few at the expense of many. It was also 
said that most of the houses in this district were more 
than one hundred and twenty-five feet apart, and there- 
fore would not come within the rules of the Water 
Board relating to the laying of main pipe ; that nearly, 
if not quite all of them, are provided with wells, and that 
there is no assurance that all the residents of this district 
would take the water if introduced ; that if all should 
not take it, the income upon the necessary outlay would 
be ridiculously small. To show that there was no press- 
ing demand for an additional supply for fire purposes, 
remonstrants stated that fire-risks in the district in 
question were not regarded by the insurance companies 
as more hazardous than in other parts of the city. One 
. remonstrant said he had prepared, with considerable 
care, estimates of the cost of constructing the high- 
service works, and the probable income thereon, and had 
come to the conclusion that the cost of supplying each 
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family with water would be not less than one hundred 
dollars per annum. Doubtless this estimate was based 
upon the assumption that a reservoir was to be con- 
structed if any system was adopted. 

Remonstrants further argued that estimates of the 
cost of public improvements were always exceeded, and 
that with a city debt of over two million dollars, it would 
be decidedly unwise to expend the large sum neces- 
sary for the construction of the proposed works, in the 
entire absence of any assurance of a reasonable return, 
and in view of the fact that the whole property in the ' 
unsupplied district, as was alleged, could be bought for 
one hundred thousand dollars. 

Soon after the hearing of remonstrants, your com- 
mittee received notice of a published disclaimer of the 
representatives of the large manufacturing corporations 
in the eity, by which it appeared that while they had 
signed the several petitions for an additional high-service 
water supply, upon reflection they desired to withdraw 
their signatures therefrom and wished to be regarded as 
remonstrants. With this exception we have no reason to 
believe that any of the petitioners are disposed otherwise 
than favorably towards the object of their petitions. 

We are not unmindful of the “ease and freedom 
with which signatures can be obtained in favor of any 
object not notoriously objectionable,” to use the lan- 
guage of the Water Board again. Yet in the absence of 
any notification of a change of opinion on the part of 
the petitioners, except as above mentioned, for which 
there has been ample opportunity, we are bound to 
regard the signers of the petitions under consideration 
as favorable to, and even anxious for the immediate 
introduction of the high-service water supply. 
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We have endeavored to report to you as fully as 
possible the views of the petitioners and remonstrants, 
as disclosed at the hearings we have given, in order 
that your judgment as to the opinion of our citizens, 
and as to the weight of the arguments advanced, may 
be made up irrespectively of our conclusions, which 
after due attention to the report of the Water Board 
and pursuing such lines of inquiry as were suggested 
thereby, are as follows, namely : 

First. — That as a matter of right, those of our 
citizens who are not already supplied with water, should 
be supplied at once, as that principle which imposes 
burdens without giving in return a share in the benefits 
accruing therefrom, is wrong and contrary to our theory 
of government, not only in national and state, but in 
municipal affairs. 

Second. — That the tendency of the introduction of 
a high-service water supply, would be to increase the 
amount of taxable property within the city limits. Of 
course the advantages of such a result are too obvious to 
need argument. 

Third. — That if, as appears probable, a high-service 
system must be established eventually, there is likely to 
be no better time than the present in which to perform 
the work. Materials and labor are cheap ; labor unpre- 
cedentedly so. Our streets are thronged with men 
seeking employment, and, as the heads of our municipal 
departments will testify, the name of applicants for 
work, however small the compensation, is legion. And 
again, it has been suggested with some reason, that the 
construction of the proposed works, would furnish many 
with employment, who otherwise may be obliged to ask 
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aid of the city ; therefore, we believe, as above stated, 
that, if it is once granted that the proposed additional 
supply will sooner or later become an absolute necessity, 
nothing can be gained by delay, and the present time 
is most favorable to the prosecution of the work. 

Fourth . — After careful inquiry and personal inspec- 
tion of the various systems for supplying cities and 
towns with water, and having in view the present and 
probable future wants of the district needing the supply, 
we believe the stand-pipe system is the best that can be 
adopted, upon a plan somewhat similar to that suggested 
by the Water Board in their third estimate for a stand- 
pipe system. The plan which meets with our approval 
provides for the location of an engine of five hundred 
thousand (500,000) gallons capacity in twenty-four 
hours, near the north-easterly corner of the present 
reservoir, which is to draw water from the reservoir and 
force it into a stand-pipe to be located near the northerly 
line of the reservoir lot ; the stand-pipe to be ten feet in 
diameter, seventy-four feet in height, and having a 
capacity of eleven thousand seven hundred (11,700) 
gallons above the level of the highest land in Central- 
ville and a total capacity of about forty-one thousand 
seven hundred (41,700) gallons. Beginning at the force 
main, the distributing main is to be laid through Beacon, 
Richardson and Durant Streets, to the location of the 
present thirty-inch main, thence to and across Merri- 
mack River to Alder Street and through Alder and 

Nesmith Streets to Mansur Street, where it will connect 

/ 

with the eight-inch pipe now laid in Mansur Street. 

In a report to this committee, which describes more 
in detail the foregoing plan and in which attention is 
called to the difficulty in making an accurate estimate

at present, the City Engineer has presented an approxi- 
mate estimate of the expense of such a system as we 
have suggested, which places the cost at fifty-three 
thousand seven hundred (53,700) dollars. His report is 
herewith respectfully submitted for your considera- 
tion. 

Provided these conclusions are sustained by such 
inquiries as you may choose to make, and meet with 
your approval, but one question now remains to be 
decided, and upon its determination rests your final 
action ; that is, Is it expedient to authorize so large an 
expenditure of money as would be required to furnish 
a high-service system of water supply ? It would seem 
eminently proper that a careful and extended inquiry 
should be made by those of you who through long ex- 
perience in business affairs are fitted to pass on this 
and other questions involved therein, before this ex- 
penditure is authorized, special attention being given 
to the amount of the city debt at present, the manner 
in which its liquidation is being provided for, the amount 
of taxes necessary to meet current demands against 
the city, the proper manner of raising the money 
needed to construct the proposed works, the terms upon 
which it can be secured, and, above all, the advisability 
of increasing the municipal debt at a time when public 
and private expenses are of necessity reduced to the 
lowest limit. Our city compares most favorably with 
other cities and towns in respect to its finances and 
the management thereof ; by no agency of ours should 
the slightest impulse be given to that spirit which has 
been developed in cities now on the verge of bankruptcy 
and which, regardless of consequences, plunges into 
expenditures that lead to certain embarrassment. 
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Under your order of reference it seems to have 
been our duty to investigate and report as to facts, with 
special reference to the necessities of the unsupplied 
district, the best system of works, if any is to be es- 
tablished, and the probable expense thereof. 

Not wishing to assume to ourselves authority not 
contemplated by your order of reference, or to exceed 
the duties imposed upon us, we yield the determination 
of the propriety of authorizing the necessary outlay to 
you, who are more competent to decide the matter, 
either through an interchange of views in City Council 
assembled, or through a committee whose special duties, 
as defined by the ordinances, are “ to consider and 
report to the City Council upon all subjects relating to 
the finances of the city,” contenting ourselves with the 
suggestion that, in case you decide to carry out the 
project under consideration, the best mode of raising 
the required funds would be to issue City Water Bonds 
or other certificates of indebtedness, bearing interest at 
not more than four and one-half per cent, per annum, 
as we are informed that the city can borrow all amounts 
needed, at that and perhaps a lower rate of interest, the 
payment of said bonds to be provided for by a sinking 
fund established for the purpose. 

In regard to the intimation of the Water Board, 
that the question of an additional high-service water 
supply might be submitted to the citizens, as in the case 
of the first introduction of water, we believe that in- 
asmuch as the City Council consists of representatives of 
all parts of the city, who are in constant communication 
with the citizens, the expense of a general election 
would not be called for. 

Whatever your final judgment may be upon the 
subject under consideration, we trust that some assist-

Office of the City Engineer, 
Lowell, May 8, 1879. 

To the Special Committee on High- Service Water Supply : 

Gentlemen — Agreeably to your request I have prepared an 
approximate estimate of the cost of the high-service water supply, 
in accordance with the vote of the Committee. 

By this plan it is proposed to locate the engine building near 
the northeasterly corner of the present reservoir and to have an 
engine of five hundred thousand (500,000) gallons capacity in 
twenty-four hours, which would obtain its water from the reservoir 
and force it through a twelve-inch pipe into a stand-pipe located 
near the northerly line of the reservoir lot. The stand-pipe is to 
be ten feet in diameter and seventy-four feet in height, and 
provided with an eight-inch overflow pipe, so arranged as to take 
water from two different levels, as may be required. The ujiper 
level will be needed, only for fire pressure, until the highest land 
is built upon. High-water mark would be at elevation two 
hundred seventy-five (275) feet, or ninety-three and one-half (93^) 
feet above the level of the water in the present reservoir. 

It will contain eleven thousand seven hundred (11,700) 
gallons above the level of the highest land in Centralville, and 
have a total capacity of about forty-one thousand seven hundred 
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(41,700) gallons. The stand-pipe is to be surrounded by a plain 
brick tower, the diameter at the base to be twenty-four feet and 
four inches, and at the top eighteen feet. Within the tower there 
will be a circular iron stairway leading to the top of the stand-pipe. 
The distributing main will start from the force main and be so 
arranged with gates that the engine can furnish the supply without 
pumping into the stand-pipe, when necessity requires it. 

It will be laid in Beacon, Richardson and Durant Streets, to 
the location of the present thirty-inch main, thence to and across 
Merrimack River to Alder Street, and through Alder and Resmitli 
Streets to Mansur Street, where it will connect with the eight- 
inch pipe now laid in Mansur Street. It is proposed to lay a 
sixteen-inch pipe under the bed of the river, in case it should be 
required, in the future, as it would be very expensive to lay a 
second pipe, the only difference in the cost being the difference in 
the price of the two pipes. 

At present there are sixty dwelling-houses in the liigh-service 
district, and assuming there are seven persons in a family and 
allowing sixty gallons per day, for each person, the daily con- 
sumption would be twenty-five thousand two hundred (25,200) 
gallons. Also, assuming that during the next five years there will 
be one hundred and fifty dwelling-houses built within this district, 
and with the same data, the daily consumption would be eighty- 
eight thousand two hundred (88,200) gallons. Row, with an engine 
capable of pumping five hundred thousand (500,000) United States 
gallons in twenty-four hours, the engine in the first case could do 
its daily work in about one hour and a quarter, and in the second 
assumption, in about four hours and a quarter, so that it will be 
seen that the engine has a large surplus of power ; but if it should 
not be considered large enough for fire purposes it would be 
economy iu the future to add a steam-pump of sufficient capacity 
to be used for fire-service only, instead of increasing the size of 
the pumping engine. 

Until some definite plan has been decided upon, and surveys 
and estimates more carefully made, it will be impossible to give 
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anything more than an approximate estimate of the cost of a high- 
service supply.

Gextlemex: Id accordance with custom, and 

the requirements of the City Ordinances, I herewith 
submit the following report of the doings of the Police 
Department, for the- municipal year, commencing on 
January 1st and ending on the 30th of November fol- 
lowing. The entire force of the department consists of 
fifty-two men, exclusive of the Marshal, and they are 
divided into day and night forces. 

DAY FORCE. 

In the day force there are fourteen men, who re- 
port at the Marshal’s office at eight o’clock a. m., and 
remain upon then duties, those of the patrol force un- 
til seven o’clock p. m., and the office force until nine 
o’clock p. m. 
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NIGHT FORCE. 


The night patrol consists of thirty-eight men, in- 
cluding seven supernumeraries, who report at the sta- 
tion-house, to the Captain of this department, at six 
o’clock and forty-five minutes p. m., go upon their 
duties at seven o’clock, and are upon duty from 
November 1st until May 1st, till five o’clock in the 
morning; from May 1st until November 1st, till four 
o’clock in the morning; allowing each man forty min- 
utes for refreshments at the police station-house, com- 
ing in in three different squads, at different hours. 
They formerly came in in two squads. The present 
arrangement is an improvement, it leaving the city bet- 
ter protected than formerly. 


GENERAL DUTIES OF THE DAT FORCE. 


The general duties of the day force, in part, under 
the direction of the Marshal or his deputy, consists of 
patrolling the streets, looking after all licensed and un- 
licensed parties, of whatever nature, such as liquor 
dealers, hackney coaches, fish and fruit dealers, junk 
and pawn shops. The special duties of the other part 
of this force are to serve warrants and mittimuses, at- 
tend the sessions of the courts, and to execute all 
orders given them by the Marshal or his deputy. 
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DUTIES OF THE NIGI-IT FORCE. 

The general duties of the night force are, under the 
Marshal or Deputy’s directions, and the captain of the 
night watch, to patrol their beats as often as once an 
hour, while upon duty, and those upon short and thick- 
ly settled beats, two or three times hourly. They are 
required to take note of and report all street and side- 
walk obstructions, removing them when necessary, to 
see that public travel is not obstructed; to see that 
street lamps are lighted and in good condition, and put 
out at proper times ; to take notice of all violations of 
the laws and ordinances, and report the same, and to 
do all they can to prevent the commission of all crimes 
and breaches of the peace; they are to examine, upon 
tlieir beats, all doors and windows of stores and shops, 
to see if they are properly fastened; and to attend to 
all duties required of them by the Marshal and the City 
regulations. 


DETAIL OF THE FORCE FOR DAY DUTY. 

The day force consists of the following named 
persons : J acob Gr. F avor, Deputy Marshal and Con- 

stable at the office of the Marshal ; Harrison H. Fuller 
and Alfred Day, warrant and court officers at the Mar- 
shal’s office; Simon B. Harris, Edward Stockman and 
M. E. McDonald, at the Marshal’s office, to look after 
and enforce the law against dealers in intoxicating 
liquors, to serve search and seizure warrants, and to 
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detect and look after all classes of criminals ; Daniel 
Hayes, Albert E. Libby, Benjamin G. Mooney, Wil- 
liam M. Lee, Thomas J. Sanborn, James E. Webster, 
Levi H. Witham and William P. Farrington, cover- 
ing all parts of the city, with the exception of the ex- 
treme limits. 


NIGHT FORCE. 

The night force proper numbers thirty-one men, 
twenty-eight for patrol duty, one captain and two keep- 
ers of the station, who, by turns, are upon duty during 
the day and night. 

CAPTAIN OF THE NIGHT FORCE. 

The captain of the night watch, under the general 
direction of the Marshal, has the full charge of this 
force while they are upon duty. At a quarter to seven 
o’clock the roll is called by him, and the detail made for 
the night. If the regular force are all present at call, 
they are entitled to go upon their duties; if not present 
the captain fills the absentee’s beat by detailing a super- 
numerary. The captain is required to see each officer 
upon his beat at least once a night, and while not at- 
tending to this duty he may be found at the station. 

KEEPERS OF THE STATION. 

There are two men detailed as station keepers, one 
of whom is always in charge of the station. Their 
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duties are to keep it in as clean and orderly a condition 
as possible; to receive all persons committed by the 
several officers ; to enter upon the record the name, age 
and general description of each and all parties com- 
mitted, and by what officer arrested; take charge of. 
all their effects and enter them upon the registers. 
This department has been most faithfully filled by Levi 
Brown and Isaac L. Libby. 

WARRANT AND COURT OFFICERS. 

There are two officers detailed as warrant and 
court officers, Harrison H. Fuller and Alfred Day, who 
have been connected with the department many years, 
and they are trusty officers, always at their post of 
duty. They have other duties to perform, in common 
with the force, in detecting crime, summoning wit- 
nesses, and any duties they may be called upon to per- 
form. They have returned ten hundred and fifty-five 
Avarrants and mittimuses, and the fees earned upon them 
is three thousand ninety- three dollars and forty-five 
cents. 


DOINGS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The labor performed by the department has ex- 
ceeded that of the year preceding — in the number of 
arrests — something like four hundred, the Avhole number 
arrested being tAventy-seven hundred and eight per- 
sons, averaging something like fifty-five for each officer.

By no means is this the division to be made, some of 
the officers making many more arrests, and some of 
them many less, some of the beats being so quiet upon 
the outskirts of the city that occasion arises but sel- 
dom. How well the duties of this department have 
been performed we leave for others to decide, hoping 
that it will meet the approbation of the City authorities 
and the public generally.

REPORT 


CITY SOLICITOR'S OFFICE > 
February 28, 167‘J. / 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen: In obedience to the requirements ot 
the ordinances, I have the honor to submit a report ol 
the business of this office for the past year.

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I append a brief statement of the facts in regard to 
the foregoing cases, and the proceedings which have 
been had in relation thereto : 

1. MANNING v. LOWELL. 

This suit was brought to recover damages to the 
plaintiff’s estate on Broadway, occasioned by the alleg- 
ed action of the City in cutting off and obstructing an 
ancient water course, and thereby causing the plaintiff’s 
premises to be overflowed and his property injured. 
In the same action damages are claimed for injuries 
caused by the construction of a sewer through Broad- 
way, and thereby draining a well of plaintiff. The 
case was tried before the Superior Court, the presiding 
Justice of which ruled, at the request of defendants, 
that the plaintiff could not recover. • The plaintiff' 
excepted to this ruling, and the exceptions are now 
pending before the Justice who presided at the trial. 

2. WHITEHEAD v. LOWELL.) 

8. HALLO WELL v. LOWELL.) 

These actions, which were tried together, raised 
questions as to the extent of the liability of the City for 
damages to persons who are injured by reason of 
defects in private ways. 

At the trial it appeared that there was a large quan- 
tity of snow and ice about four or five feet in height 
in the middle of the travelled way in Mclntire street, 
which street had never been laid out by the city, that 
the plaintiffs, while passing through said street in the 
night time in a sleigh, were injured by their sleigh strik- 
ing against the obstructions and overturning. 
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When the plaintiffs’ evidence was all in the defend- 
ants asked the Court to rule that the City was not liable 
upon the facts proved. The Court so ruled, the plain- 
tiffs excepted, the exceptions were argued before the 
Supreme judicial Court, which has ordered judgement 
on the verdicts in favor of the City. The case is 
reported in 124 Mass., 281. 

4. PATRICK MURPHY v. LOWELL. ) 

5. MARGARET MURPHY v. LOWELL.) 

These were actions to recover damages for injuries 
to person and property by the alleged carelessness of 
workmen employed by T the Mayor and Aldermen to lay 
a sewer in Suffolk street. 

The Court 'ruled on the evidence that the City was 
not liable for the negligence of the workmen employed 
by the Mayor and Aldermen. The Plaintiffs excepted, 
the exceptions were argued before the Supreme Judicial 
Court, which has ordered a new trial. The case is 
reported in 124 Mass., 564. It will now be tried on its 
merits, and is among the first in order for trial at the 
term which sits in Lowell on the second Monday of 
March next. 


G. O’BRIEN v. LOWELL. 

This suit was brought to recover damages for injury 
to the person of the plaintiff by reason of a defect in 
the sidewalk on Market street. Upon investigation it 
was found that there was no defence to the action, and 
it was settled for seven hundred dollars. 
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7. EMERY & NUTE v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiffs were proprietors of the Merrimack 
House. In 1876 they applied to the Mayor and Aider- 
men for a license to sell liquors, which was grafted, 
but before it was signed and ready to be issued, the 
board increased the license fee from two hundred dol- 
lars to one thousand dollars. The plaintiffs having 
before the vote ' was cast raising the fee, tendered to the 
City Treasurer the former sum, claimed that their 
rights were not affected by such change; but as the 
Treasurer refused to deliver the license unless they paid 
one thousand 'dollars, they made said payment under 
protest and brought this suit to recover eight hundred 
dollars and interest. The presiding justice decided 
that the plaintiffs could not recover, to which they 
excepted, and the questions involved were argued 
before the Supreme Court in January last, and no deci- 
sion has yet been had. 

8. LEONARD v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff slipped and fell, and was injured by a 
defect in the sidewalk on George street. Upon inves- 
tigation it was found that there was no doubt of the 
liability of the city, and the case was compromised for 
seven hundred and seventy-five dollars. 


9. LOOBY v. LOWELL. 

This suit was brought to recover damages for injuries 
received by a defect in Cross street, in which it appear- 
ed that the City had no defense, and the case was set- 
tled for five hundred dollars.

1. BROOKS v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff slipped and was injured by reason of a 
defect in the sidewalk on Andover street. The case 
was tried in September last when it appeared that the 
plaintiff broke her arm by a fall on uneven ice, which 
the jury found to be a defect and gave her a verdict of 
six hundred and fifty dollars, which has been paid. 

2. RAN LETT ET AL. v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiffs kept a store on Dutton street and their 
premises were connected, by means of a drain, with a 
sewer belonging to the city in said street. They put in 
evidence tending to show that the sewer was not prop- 
erly cleaned out, and that by reason of such neglect it 
became stopped up, and that the water in heavy rains 
run into the sewer, and having no proper outlet Rowed 
back through plaintiffs’ drain into the cellar of their 
store and damaged or destroyed a large amount of 
goods there stored. After their evidence was in the 
city asked the court to rule that plaintiffs could not 
recover because they had failed to show that they had 
any authority from the Mayor and Aldermen to enter 
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their drain into said sewer. The court so ruled, and 
directed a verdict for the City. Plaintiffs excepted; 
the exceptions were argued in January last in the Su- 
preme Court but no decision has yet been rendered. 

8. CHENEY v. LOWELL. 

This is an action for damages resulting from an 
alleged defect in the sidewalk on Worthen street. The 
case is on the trial list for the coming March term. 


LIVINGSTON AT AL. v. LOWELL. 

This is a petition to the Superior Court for a jury to 
assess the damages to the petitioners by reason of 
location of the lines of Chelmsford street. 

5. MAN AH AN v. LOWELL. 

This is a petition to the Superior Court for a jury to 
assess the damages sustained by petitioner by reason of 
the laying out of Grove street. 

6. PEVEY ET AL. v. LOWELL. 

This is a petition to the County Commissioners for 
a jury to assess the damages to the plaintiffs’ premises 
on Walker street by the construction of a sewer. 

Perhaps it is hardly necessary for me to add that the 
cases in the county -represent but a small part of the 
labor incident to the discharge of the duties of this 
office. A large number of claims against the city for 
damages are presented to the City Council and referred 
to the committee on claims. The Solicitor attends the 
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meetings of this committee and investigates every case, 
in order that such as present a legal liability on the part 
of the city may be settled, and thereby the expenses of 
trial, and the danger of excessive verdicts which juries 
are inclined to render against cities and towns be avoid- 
ed. During my connection with this office the faithful 
services rendered bv these committees have been of 
very great pecuniary value to the city. The writing of 
deeds and other legal instruments, the giving of opin- 
ions to the city government or either branch thereof, 
to the school committee and to the various committees 
of the city council, as well as to the officers of the city, 
are part of the duties of the solicitor, which can not 
properly be stated in detail in this report. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge my obliga- 
tions to such officers as I have had occasion to ask for 
assistance in the discharge of my duties, for the prompt- 
ness with which they have responded to my requests.

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REPORT. 


To the City Council: 

The undersigned, constituting the third Board of 
Overseers of the Poor, under the revised charter, re- 
spectfully submit the following report for 18T8. 

The Divine utterance, " the poor ye have always 
with you,” is not only fulfilled, but we have an increasing 
number of poor with 11 s every year. By reference to 
the report of the Secretary herewith submitted, it ap- 
pears that, the number of applicants for aid the past 
year was 5523; the number of persons assisted 3983; 
average amount of aid rendered $3.29. About one per- 
son in twelve or thirteen of our whole population has 
received aid from our city during the past year. 

Three days in the week, when the Secretary’s office 
is open to business, it is frequently thronged with per- 
sons waiting for assistance. 

Each case is investigated to a limited extent at the 
office, and as thoroughly as circumstances will permit. 
The Secretary has made 793 visits to the homes of the 
applicants ‘during the year. 

When it is considered that the number of persons 
assisted was nearly four thousand it is patent to all that 
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under the present arrangement the investigations cannot 
be as thorough and frequent as they should be. It is 
suggested that some arrangement be made whereby the 
case of each applicant for assistance shall be investigat- 
ed by the day policeman upon whose beat the applicant 
is located, and reinvestigated as often as additional aid 
is required. That the policeman report all facts at the 
office of the Secretary, particularly aiiy cases of in- 
temperance or abuse of the city’s charity. 

By the co-operation of the day police with the Sec- 
retary or by the plan recommended by Ilis Honor the 
Mayor in his annual address, viz., the employment of a 
visiting agent. By the adoption of either plan, it is be- 
lieved that this charity may be more economically ad- 
ministered. 

A- visiting agent could do much oftentimes in find- 
ing employment for the worthy poor. The causes of 
poverty are want of employment, intemperance, sick- 
ness, old age, &c. The first named is believed to be the 
most prolific cause. 

The lack of employment of those asking the city 
for help is a matter that demands the serious attention of 
not only the city government, but of every friend of our 
city. 

We have been favored, during the years of depres- 
sion in business, above most of the cities of the com- 
monwealth, by the fact that the large manufacturing cor- 
porations have been able to keep their works in opera- 
tion, thus distributing a large amount of money even at 
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the low rate of wages paid. Notwithstanding this fact, 
there arc many in our midst who have but purlin) em- 
ployment; whose income is not sufficient for an econom- 
ical support. 

The fact that about $900,000 above the amount 
deposited has been withdrawn from our savings banks 
during the past year indicates that the protracted 
depression in business is felt by many heretofore in com- 
fortable circumstances. 

The great want of those asking us for aid is work, 
and a kind of work that can be performed by unskilled 
laborers. 

It is not expected that the city can embark in any 
great enterprise, to relieve these people. 

It is believed, however, that some employment may 
be furnished that will eventually repay the city for the 
aid rendered. The city of Providence, P. I., has estab- 
lished a wood yard in connection with the Secretary’s 
office, and instead of giving two dollars per week as 
heretofore, $3.00 per week or 50 cents per day is paid 
for each honest day’s work done by applicants for char- 
ity. The plan works well. At the present time eighty 
are thus employed. Other cities are adopting similar 
measures. 

The cit}^ of Lowell with its recently annexed terri- 
tory has nearly 100 miles of streets and roads. It has 
often been suggested that these men might be employed 
on the streets and sewers, but the objection is raised 
that men of more or less skill are required, and that the 
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introduction of this class of help would he more detri- 
mental than advantageous to the work. Some of this 
help not being able bodied they would interfere with the 
efficiency of the work. 

Another objection raised is that it would make a 
conflict in the appropriations. It is admitted that ob- 
jections are in the way, but it is believed that they can 
be surmounted. On almost any of the streets and roads 
in the suburbs were these men employed under a con- 
siderate overseer, even without teams, with picks and 
shovels, the labor would not be thrown away. 

The city has as a part of its farm a large amount 
of unproductive meadow land. It has also an abund- 
ance of gravel in its immediate vicinity that can be used 
to reclaim the meadow. The work of gravelling can be 
successfully carried on at all seasons of the year. 

Your committee believe that most of the men who 
are out of employment, that the city is obliged to assist, 
should be put to work at the farm at 50 cents per day, 
in order to pay for the orders thus issued. 

This rate of pauper wages paid here would of 
course be no precedent for the price of labor elsewhere 
on the city work. 

These men cannot obtain or create work for them- 
selves, and are coming to the city in increasing 
numbers for help, which is an increase of pauperism 
altogether out of proportion to the increase of our 
population. 

The importance of some plan to decrease the ex- 
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pense of out door relief cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized. 

The assistance furnished outside the almshouse is 
for food, fuel, &c. A two dollar order at the present 
time consists of 20 lbs. flour, 4 lbs. pork, 2 quarts beans, 
2 lbs. rice, 2 quarts molasses, 12 lbs. meal, 1 lb. coffee, 
6 lbs. salt fish. 

The very large expense charged in the auditor’s re- 
port to nursing and aid to persons outside the alms- 
house, amounting to $9787.25, is made up in a great 
measure from the charges of other towns and cities 
against our own, including the support of patients in 
asylums and of persons sentenced to houses of correc- 
tion. 

The number of inmates at the institutions at the 
city farm January 1st, 1878, was 205. The cost of sup- 
porting each person has been $1.18 per week, exclusive 
of the partial support derived from the products of the 
farm. Your committee believe that the farm has been 
wisely and successfully cultivated. That the large num- 
ber of inmates of the buildings are kindly and econom- 
ically cared for under the efficient management of Lo- 
renzo Phelps, the Superintendent, and his excellent wife, 
the matron of the institution. 

The various productions of the farm bear such im- 
portant relations to the cost of supporting our paupers, 
the necessity of increasing the fertility of the farm and 
the number of acres under cultivation will be conceded 
by all. To this end everything of a fertilizing nature 
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from our streets, so abundant in amount and variety, 
should be utilized to a greater extent in the future than 
has been done in the past. 

For information in detail regarding the farm, con- 
dition of buildings, inmates, &c., see report of the 
Superintendent herewith annexed. 

The Reform School. — This school has long enjoy- 
ed the confidence of the community; it is accomplishing 
an excellent work. 

The boys while connected with the school improve 
morally, physically and intellectual ly. The number is 
constantly changing, but it is believed that none leave 
without bearing away some good influence received at 
the school. 

The boys are worked a certain portion of the time 
outside of school hours, and during vacation upon the 
farm, at weeding and other light work adapted to their 
ages. 

A new industry, bottoming chairs, has been intro- 
duced and prosecuted to a limited extent thus far. The 
faithful Superintendent, William A. Lang, has been 
deeply afflicted the past year by the death of his belov- 
ed wife. Mrs. Lang always manifested a deep interest 
in the welfare of the children; her pleasant countenance 
is sadly missed by all who have met her at the school. 
For particulars regarding the school, reference is made 
to Mr. Lang’s report. 

Mr. Leonard F. Jewell, the Secretary of the Over- 
seers, assumed the duties of his office one year ago, 
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without previous experience. lie has succeeded quite 
as well as could have been expected. It is a difficult 
position to fill, the duties being very arduous. It is be- 
lieved that Mr. Jewell has endeavored at all times to dis- 
charge his duty faithfully.

Labor at Farm

Office of Overseers of the Poor, 
Lowell. Jan. 1, 1879. 


To the Board of the Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen: In submitting the report of 1878 

from this office, you will see that the number of appli- 
cations for relief for the year was quite large. 

What the prospect is before us I cannot tell. 

I find it necessary to investigate thoroughly all ap- 
plications for aid. 

One thousand and seventeen families were aided, 
including 729 that have settlements in the city, 209 
having no settlement in the State, and 79 families having 
acknowledged settlements in other cities and towns, and 
the whole amounting to 3983 persons aided. 

The expense to the city for 1878 was $9368.20, the 
expense to the State was $2200.50, and the expense to 
other cities and towns being $1514.20, making a total 
of $13,082.90 and the cost to each person $3.29. 

Of the 3983 persons aided, 343 are widows or those 
deserted by their husbands.

Persons committed to State Lunatic Hos-

Persons committed to House of Cor- 
rection, ......

Superintendent’s Report. 


Office of Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm. 

Lowell, December 31, 1878. 

To the Board of the Overseers of the Poor , City of 
Lowell: 

Gentlemen: Another year has gone by with its 
joys and sorrows, cares and troubles, and in accordance 
with your rules and the requirements of the city ordi- 
nances, it becomes my duty to submit to you for your 
consideration my seventeenth annual report at the close 
of the nineteenth year of my superintendentship of the 
institutions at the city farm, showing to you the condi- 
tion of the lands and buildings and of the inmates of 
the various institutions under my charge, and the cost 
of the support of the same for the year past. 

LANDS AND BUILDINGS. 

hi o alterations have been made in the boundaries of 
the farm in the year past. 

The usual amount of labor has been done to keep 
the land iu good bearing condition, and owing to the 
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very favorable and open fall, a large amount of work 
has been done in preparing the ground for the next sea- 
son’s crops. This fall I have had about eight acres of 
land sown down to winter rye and grass. Also this year 
there has been fifteen hundred and sixty-eight feet 
(1588) of fence built, commencing at the buildings of 
the pest house and extending along the side of back 
road to Chelmsford Street, at the cost of one hundred 
and forty-nine dollars and seven cents ($149.07) for the 
material, the labor being done by the help employed and 
the inmates. 

There has also been a large amount of under drains 
put in during the year, and I think that the land of the 
farm is in as good a condition as it ever was for a yield of 
large crops for the year coming. 

The buildings are the same in number as at the 
time of my last report, no additions having been made 
during the year. During the year the new building 
commenced the year previous has been finished and fur- 
nished at an additional expense of three hundred and 
' four dollars and twenty three cents ($304.23) to what 
was reported in my last report, making the whole cost 
of the building ready for occupancy to be two thousand 
nine hundred and fifty dollars and sixty- two cents ($2,- 
950.62). It proved to be needed very much, as it was 
soon filled. It is occupied by all the men except the 
hospital patients, and the rooms previously occupied by 
them in the main building are now devoted to the use of 
the female insane altogether. Also during the year the 
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usual amount of repairs lias been done to keep the build- 
ings in good condition, and some extraordinary ones, as 
follows. The chimneys on the main buildings have been 
taken down to the roof and rebuilt, and iron caps placed 
on the tops of them, all at the expense of three hundred 
and thirty-one dollars and thirty-five cents ($331.35). 

Also there has been a workshop fitted up in the third 
story of the reformation building, for the use of the boys 
of the reform school in bottoming chairs, at an expense of 
sixty-eight dollars and fifty-nine cents ($68.59) . There 
has been also 946 2-10 yards of concrete walks put 
down around and between the building, an improvement 
that was very much needed, at an expense of four hun- 
dred and seventy-three dollars and ten cents ($473.10). 
In the horse barn the old stalls were taken down and 
seven new and improved ones, and a box stall, also put 
in and a portion of the floor timbers replaced with new 
ones and a new floor laid in the barn; this was done at 
an expense of four hundred and forty-five dollars and 
thirteen cents ($445.13). 

During the fall the water pipes of the city water 
works have been extended to the buildings and three 
hydrants placed in position to use in case of fire ; the ser- 
vice pipes have been put into the buildings, but as yet 
the other pipes have not yet been put up and when they 
are we shall have an abundant supply of pure water. 
The cost of putting in the service pipes to this appro- 
priation was sixty dollars and thirty-nine cents. 
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During the year there has been a number of the old 
wooden bedsteads changed for new iron ones, at an ex- 
pense of one hundred and forty dollars ($140.00) . The 
cost of the other general repairs previously spoken of 
is six hundred and fourteen dollars and nineteen cents 
($614.19) ; this amount also includes the cost of the re- 
pairs done to the farming tools as well. 


HELP. 


During the year the same number of help has been 
employed, three men on the farm and one man to deliv- 
er the orders of provisions issued by the secretary of the 
overseers of the poor and attend to the marketing of the 
produce raised, and two female assistants in the house, 
with the exception of an addition of one more female 
assistant in the house this fall when it became necessary 
for us to have more assistance to take care of the insane 
women, and all have given good satisfaction in their 
close attention to their duties. 


FARMING TOOLS. 

The farming tools are the same as at the time of 
my last report, with the exception of the purchase of 
one new breaking-up plow and some small tools to re- 
place useless ones to keep the stock full, and the others 
have been more or less repaired, the expense of which I 
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have previously spoken of is included in the amount 
charged to the general repairs of the buildings. 

The carts, wagons, sleds, &c., arc now all in good 
condition; they have all been repaired during the year, 
one cart having a new set of wheels and axles, the whole 
being done at an expense of one hundred and twenty-two 
dollars and four cents ($122.04). 

STOCK. 

The stock on hand Jan. 1, 1878, was six horses, 
seven cows, and fifteen pigs. During the year there 
has been one cow bought, thirty pigs raised, two cows 
and fifteen hogs killed, and sixteen pig's sold, leaving 
the number on hand Dec. 31, 1878, to be six horses, six 
cows and fourteen pigs.

CROPS. 


The crops during the past season, after taking all 
thing's into consideration, have done as well as could be 
expected under all circumstances. We have had during 
the season every difficulty to surmount to the producing 
of large and successful crops that all of those who are 
" cultivators of the soil,” are subject to: The land of 
the farm, as is well known, is or was originally before 
it was reclaimed either dry sand banks and gravel ridges 
or boy meadows, and those crops that were placed on 
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the high lands this season suffered by the dry weather 
of the early summer, and those that were planted in the 
low lands were nearly destroyed by the high water 
which overflowed from the River Meadow Brook, the 
course of which extends along on the eastern boundary 
of the farm during the late summer and early fall 
months. I caused to be planted in the spring what I 
thought to be a sufficient quantity of ground in pota- 
toes to produce twenty-five hundred bushels of them, 
but, owing to the aforesaid reasons and a destructive 
blight that struck the vines in the fall, we only raised 
a little over six hundred bushels, and these same rea- 
sons in a measure affected all of the other crops, es- 
pecially our strawberry bed, prepared with great care for 
the next season. 1 am fearful now that there will be but 
a small crop of this delicious berry produced the com- 
ing year on this place in comparison to previous years. 
Although this season our beds have done well, we gath- 
ering from them for market over twenty-eight hundred 
boxes, but the price obtained was low. 

The hay crop was above the usual amount harvest- 
ed and was all put into the barns in good condition. 

The apple crop was abundant, a larger crop of them 
being harvested than ever before, but the prices obtained 
for those sold were low. 

The value of the produce raised and harvested on 
the farm for the past year was four thousand four hun- 
dred and eighty-seven dollars and sixty-eight cents, 
($4487.68) and taking all things into consideration, the 
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low prices obtained in the market lor that that was sold, 
and the other circumstances previously spoken of, T 
think that the farm produced a more than an average 
yield of crops, and another thing* to be considered is 
that this amount does not include the value of the hu ge 
amount of vegetables consumed by the large number of 
inmates in the various institutions connected with the 
farm before the harvesting of thy crops. 

The amount received from the sales of produce 
raised on the farm during the past year, was two thou- 
sand and two hundred dollars and fifty-five cents ($2,- 
200.55). 


SMALL POX HOSPITALS. 

This building remains in the same condition as 
at the time of my last report; there has not, during the 
year, been any occasion for a demand for its use and its 
contents have been preserved in good condition and it 
is ready for occupancy whenever occasion demands it. 


ALMSHOUSE. 

The number of inmates in the almshouse January 
1, 1878, was one hundred and forty-five — eightv-four 
males and sixty- one females ; the number admitted dur- 
ing the year was one hundred and seventy-five — ninety- 
four males and eighty-one females, making the whole 
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number for the year to be three hundred and twenty — 
one hundred and seventy-eight males and one hundred 
and forty- two females. Of this number one hundred 
and sixty-seven were discharged — ninety-five males and 
seventy-two females, leaving the number remaining 
December 31, 1878, to be one hundred and fifty-three — 
eighty-three males and seventy females. 

The average number of paupers supported for the 
year was one hundred and forty-three. 

Of the number of inmates of the almshouse dis- 
charged during the year, twenty-six died of the follow- 
ing diseases: nine of general debility, four of insanity, 
two of chronic dysentery, two of heart disease, three of 
paralysis, two of infantile, and one each of rheumatism, 
old age, tumor, and consumption. 

The number of insane in the almshouse January 1, 
1878, was forty — thirteen males and twenty-seven fe- 
males; the number admitted during the year was thirty- 
one — twelve males and eighteen females; the number 
discharged during the year was thirty — twelve males 
and eighteen females, leaving the number remaining 
December 31, 1878, to be forty-one — thirteen males and 
twenty-eight females. Of the number of insane dis- 
charged during the year, twelve died — four males and 
eight females ; these statistics of the insane are also in- 
cluded in those of the almshouse as well. 

The nativity of those admitted to the * almshouse 
during the year was as follows ; one hundred and nine 
born in America, forty-six in Ireland, seven in England, 
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five in Scotland, four in Canada, and two in New .Bruns- 
wick. 

During* the year there have been five births in the 
almshouse. 

The ages of those admitted was as follows: under 
one year of age, eighteen ; from one to fi ve, eleven ; from 
five to ten, sixteen : from ten to twenty, sixteen ; from 
twenty to thirty, twenty-two ; from thirty to forty, thir- 
ty-one; from forty to fifty, twenty-nine; from fifty 
to sixty, thirteen; from, sixty to seventy, twelve; from 
seventy to eighty, five; from eighty to ninety, three. 

The youngest person admitted, two weeks ; the old- 
est one, eighty-nine. The oldest person in the alms- 
house, at the present time is ninety-nine years old, a fe- 
male. The average age of those admitted was twenty- 
nine years and five months. And here, in connection 
with this subject, I would say that there has been an ex- 
ceedingly large number of aged and infirm people and 
young children in the almshouse, during the year past, 
and many have been brought here in a very infirm and 
decrepid state physically, which accounts for, in a great 
measure, the unusual number of deaths that have occur- 
red during the year, many of them being brought here 
in the last stages of disease, and the same class is con- 
stantly increasing every yeaiyour number of inmates 
that are totally incapacitated from labor and thereby in- 
creasing the expense of the cost of the whole, as we 
have been obliged during the year to employ additional 
help to care for this unfortunate class of inmates. And 
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in connection with this subject, I would say that Dr. L. 
Huntress, Jr., City Physician, has been very efficient in 
the discharge of his duties at this place, for which he 
has my thanks. 


WORKHOUSE. 

This institution established here in connection with 
the almshouse, to receive that unfortunate class of indi- 
viduals convicted of minor offences before our Munici- 
pal Court, instead of their being sent to the House of* 
Correction, at Cambridge, to mingle with a more hard- 
ened class of criminals, and it also gives the city a 
chance to have the benefit of their labor as well as hav- 
ing to support them. The number in this institution 
has not been as large during the year as the year pre- 
vious, owing in a measure to there being a large num- 
ber of those usually sentenced here being sent to the 
Women’s Prison, Sherborn. 

The number of inmates January 1, 1878, was six- 
teen — seven males and nine females; the number com- 
mitted during the year was seventy-nine — twenty-five 
males and fifty-four females; making the whole number 
for the year to be ninety-five — thirty-one males and six- 
ty-four females; of this number there were discharged 
eighty-three — twenty-seven males and fifty-six females ; 
leaving the number remaining December 31, 1878, to be 
twelve — four males and eight females. 
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The average number supported for the year was 
fourteen. 

Of the number discharged four were pardoned. 

Of the number committed, three males and one fe- 
male were committed for vagrancy; thirteen males and 
forty-three females for drunkenness; five females for 
drunkenness, second offense; eight males for being com- 
mon drunkards; two females for assault and battery, 
and two males and two females for larceny. 

Forty-one were committed for thirty days; four- 
teen for forty days; two for two months; eleven for 
tin *ee months; three for four months; and eight for six 
months each. The longest sentence is six months and 
the shortest one thirty days. The average length of 
sentence of those committed was two months. The av- 
erage sentence served of those discharged was two 
months and f ve days. 

There were five committed between the ages of 
sixteen and twenty; nineteen between the ages of twen- 
ty and thirty ; twenty-four between thirty and forty ; 
seventeen between forty and fifty; eleven between fifty 
and sixty; three between sixty and seventy. The old- 
est one committed was sixty-nine; youngest one six- 
teen. Average age of those committed, thirty-seven. 

Of those committed twenty-four were born in this 
country, forty-three in Ireland, eight in England, three 
in Scotland, one in Canada. Since the establishment 
of the institution in 1872 there has been nearly six hun- 
dred persons committed to it. 
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HOUSE OF EMPLOYMENT AND REFORMATION FOR 
JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

This well known institution, also connected with the 
almshouse, still continues to produce the most gratify- 
ing results to all of those who have taken an interest in 
it during the past, and to all of those who are using 
their best efforts at the present time, to see it one of the 
best institutions of the kind in the country. 

Mr. William A. Lang still continues in charge, as 
teacher and chaplain, positions to which he has shown 
himself to all connected or have had the direction of 
the school, to be the proper man to govern, to teach, and 
to show the unfortunate youth under his charge a good 
moral life to live after passing out from under the influ- 
ences of the school. 

The same arrangements still continue to exist be- 
tween the City of Lowell and the cities of Chelsea and 
Somerville, and towns of Waltham, Winchester, Wo- 
burn and Stoneham in the sending of their truants to 
this school. 

Xo changes have been made during the year in the 
method of conducting the school, with the exception of 
changing the hours of school and time of keeping the 
school to the same as those of the public schools of the 
city, since the School Committee of the public schools 
have had the charge of conducting the school, and the 
same text books being used as before. 

For employment they are occupied out of school 
hours in the spring, summer and fall months in plant- 
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ing, weeding and gathering of* the garden fruits and 
vegetables. During the year, chair-bottoming has been 
introduced into the school, blit as yet it has not been 
carried to any great extent. 

The methods of punishment for the correction of 
the unruly members of the school are the same as*last 
year, that is, a deprivation of the choice portion of each 
meal for a definite portion of time, or being confined in 
solitary imprisonment for a length of time correspond- 
ing to the offence done. The following table gives a 
list of punishments, for what offence, and length of pun- 
ishment, in solitary, for the past year:

The number of inmates belonging to the school 
Jan 1, 1878, was forty-seven — forty-one from Lowell, 
two each from Chelsea and Woburn, one each from 
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Somerville and Waltham. The number committed dur- 
ing the year was sixty — forty-six males and two fe- 
males from Lowell, six males from Chelsea, three from 
Somerville, one each from Stoneham, Winchester, and 
Waltham, making the whole number for the year to be 
one^hundred and seven — eighty-seven males and two 
females from Lowell, eight males from Chelsea, four 
from Somerville, two each from Woburn and Waltham, 
and one each from Stoneham and Winchester. Of this 
number there were discharged sixty-nine males — fifty- 
seven from Lowell, four from Chelsea, three from Som- 
erville, two from Woburn and one each from Stoneham, 
Winchester and Waltham; leaving the number of in- 
mates December 31, 1878, to be thirty-eight — thirty 
males and two females from Lowell, four from Chelsea, 
and one each from Somerville and Woburn. 

The average number of inmates supported for the 
year was forty-eight. 

Of the number discharged twenty were pardoned 
— fifteen from Lowell, three from Somerville, and one 
each from Winchester, Chelsea and Woburn. 

Of those committed during the year there were 
nineteen committed for being habitual truants, two 
for truancy, twenty-four for wandering about the 
streets, thirteen for larceny, and one each for breaking 
and entering and assault and battery. 

The ages of those committed are as follows: three 
were eight years of age, two were nine, ten were ten, 
six were eleven, eleven were twelve, fourteen were thir- 
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teen, ten were fourteen, four Avere fifteen yeaj*s of 
age. The average age of those committed was eleven 
years and nine months. The average length of sentence 
of those committed Avas ten months and seventeen days ; 
the average length of sentence served by those dis- 
charged Avas eight months and fi\ T e days; the longest 
sentence Avas tAvo years, and the shortest one three 
months. 

Of those committed fifty Avere born in this country, 
six in Ireland, and one each in Canada, England, ikova 
Scotia and Ncav Foundland. 

Religious services are held in the chapel eA r ery Sun- 
day afternoon at two o’clock, by the chaplain, occasion- 
ally some of the Catholic clergy of the city hold mass 
here, and all that desire can attend one or the other of 
these services. 

• expenditures of the institutions at the 

CITY FARM. 

The average number of inmates supported in the 
almshouse being one hundred and forty-three, in the 
Avorkliouse fourteen, and in the house of employment 
for jiiA r enile offenders forty-eight, making the Avliole aver- 
age number supported at the institutions at the city farm 
to be tAvo hundred and five. 

The amount of bills paid for expenses at the insti- 
tutions at city farm Avas twenty-one thousand nine 
hundred and seA r enty-fh r e dollars and seA'enty-nine cents 
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($21,975.79). From this amount I take out four hun- 
dred and forty-five dollars and thirteen cents ($445.13) 
the expense of new stalls in the horse barn, three hundred 
and thirty-one dollars and fifteen cents ($331.15) the 
expense of repairing the chimneys, sixty-eight dollars 
and fifty-nine cents ($68.59) expense of fitting workshop 
for boys in the reformation building, four hundred and 
seventy-three dollars and ten cents ($473.10) the ex- 
pense of the concrete walks, sixty dollars and thirty- 
nine cents ($60.39) the expense of the water service, 
three hundred and four dollars and twenty-three cents 
($304.23) the additional expense on finishing new build- 
ing, two thousand two hundred dollars and fifty-five 
cents ($2,200.55) received from the sales of produce 
from the farm, five thousand two hundred and twenty- 
eight dollars ($5,228.00) the value of two thousand five 
hundred and fourteen (2,514) provision orders delivered 
as per orders of the Secretary of the Board of Overseers 
of the Poor; five hundred and sixty-four dollars and 
thirty-seven cents, the cost of delivering of the orders, 
leaves the net cost of support to be twelve thou- 
sand three hundred dollars and twenty-eight cents 
($12,300.28), or an average yearly cost of sixty dollars 
and one cent ($60.01) each, or one dollar and eighteen 
cents ($1.18) per week a piece in the various institutions. 
This amount includes the salaries of officers and the 
help employed, the general repairs to keep the buildings 
and tools in repair which was seven hundred and 
twenty-three dollars and thirty-seven cents ($723.37), 
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and the cost of furnishing one thousand five hundred 
and fifty (1,550) tramps with lodging, supper and break- 
fast. 


CONCLUSION. 

In the conclusion of my official labors for the year 
and the rendering of an account of the institutions un- 
der my care, it affords me great pleasure to be able to 
say that during the year past you have one and all 
shown me great kindness, not only in your liberality 
in providing me with all that was necessary for the wants 
and comfort of the unfortunate classes under my care, 
but also in the alacrity with which you have granted all 
the desires that I may have expressed, to you for the im- 
provements around and about the various institutions, 
which you have caused to be done for which allow me 
here to express my sincere and heartfelt thanks to you 
one and all as members of the Board of the Overseers of 
the Poor, to whom this report is most

Work on the Branch Street Sewer was continued throughout the 
Winter; it was connected with the one laid in Coral Street last year, 
about the middle of April. 

Work on the other sewers was begun in March and continued 
throughout the season. 

The largest and most important one built this year is known as 
the “ Marginal its course is from the sewer in Middlesex Street, at 
Mclntire Street, along Pawtucket Canal, through private land, across 
Walker Street near the Nashua & Lowell Railroad, through a new 
street called West Adams Street, across Wilder Street, through land 
of the City of Lowell and land of Stephen P. Sargent to Middlesex 
Street, near Porter Street. It is completed to about midway between 
Walker and Wilder Streets. A section has also been built in Stephen 
P. Sargent’s land, and connected with the sewer in Middlesex Street. 
Eight hundred feet remain to be built.

It will be necessary to relay a number of the floors 
in the different school-houses this season, and, paint at 
least ten of the school-houses on the outside, and live 
on the inside. I would recommend, if there are to be 
any new houses built this }^ear, that preparation should 
be made for the same early in the season, for they can 
be built at better advantage, and cheaper than if put off 
until Summer. 

I would also recommend raising the house in Paw- 
tucketville and putting a cellar under the same ; also,, 
that all of the School-house cellars not cemented or 
concreted should be cemented or concreted this season. 


ENGINE HOUSES. 

The Engine houses have required but little repairing 
the past season, and are in very good repair. The roof 
on the Middle street house will need to be put on new.

RESOLUTION 

ESTABLISHING THE SALARIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE CITY OF LOWELL FOR THE YEAR 1879. 


RESOLVED , by the Board of Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Lowell , in City Council assembled , 
as folloios : 

The Salaries of the Several City Officers for the year 
beginning on the first of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-nine, shall be as herein mentioned; 
to be paid monthly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 

Section 1 . The salary of the mayor shall be at the 
rate of eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 2. The salary of the city clerk shall be at 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 3. The salary of the city treasurer shall 
be at the rate of twenty-two hundred dollars per annum

for performing the duties of City Treasurer and Collector 
of Taxes. lie shall annually give a bond in the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars, with good and sufficient sureties 
satisfactory to the Mayor and Aldermen, for the faithful 
performance of his duties, and to account for all sums 
of money received in the sales of Water Bonds and the 
collection of Water Rates, and in the capacity of City 
Treasurer and Collector of Taxes, and shall also render an 
account annually of all moneys invested by him in the City 
of Lowell Water Loan sinking fund. 

Sec. 4. The salary of the auditor of accounts shall 
be at the rate of thirteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 5. The salary of the CITY SOLICITOR shall be at 
the rate of twelve hundred and fifty dollars per annum, 
which shall be in lull for all services rendered the city. 

Sec. 6. The salary of the CIVIL engineer shall be at 
the rate of twenty-one hundred dollars per annum, which 
shall be in full for services as Civil Engineer and Engineer 
of the Water board, and he shall devote his whole time to 
the -service of the city. lie shall be allowed such 
assistance as the chairman of the Joint Standing Committee 
on Streets, the chairman of the Joint Standing Committee 
on Sewers and Drains, and the chairman of the Lowell 
Water Board may determine.

Sec. 7. The salary of the city physician and super- 
intendent OF BURIALS shall he at the rate of seven hun- 
dred dollars per annum, which shall be in full for all 
services rendered the city, and he shall furnish all medi- 
cines used by him in performing the duties of his office. 

Sec. 8 . The salary of the librarian of the city 

library shall be at the rate of one thousand dollars per 
annum. 

Sec. 9. The salary of the clerk of the common- 

council shall be at the rate of two hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Sec. 10. The salary of the city messenger shall be 
at the rate of nine hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 11. The salary of the MEASURER OF WOOD and 
bark, in the rear of the Market House building, shall be at 
the rate of six hundred dollars per annum; and he shall 
account for all fees received by him in his official capacity, 
shall pay the same into the treasury monthly, and at the same 
time make a report of the amount so paid to the Auditor of 
Accounts; and also shall be required to devote ten hours 
daily to this duty during business hours. The salary of 
any additional measurers of wood and bark shall be at such 
a rate as the Mayor and Aldermen may from time to time 
determine, provided , that the same shall not exceed the 
amount of fees received.

Sec. 12. The salary of the POUND KEEPER shall be at 
the rate of thirty dollars per annum. 

[ The salary of the PRESIDENT OF THE LOWELL WATER 
board was fixed at the rate of three hundred dollars per 
annum.] 

Sec. 13. The Joint Committee on Accounts and the 
Joint Committee on Finance may provide such clerical 
assistance in the offices of the City Clerk, City Treasurer, 
Auditor of Accounts, Librarian of the City Library, and 
Assessors of Taxes as may be necessary, the expense 
thereof to be charged to Reserved Fund. 


POLICE. 

Sec. 14. The salary of the CITY marshal shall be at 
the rate of sixteen hundred dollars per annum; and he 
shall furnish a horse and carriage for the use of the Marshal 
and his deputy. 

Sec. 15. The compensation of the deputy marshal 
and captain OF the night w atch shall be at the rate of 
three dollars per day each. 

Sec. 16. All fees received by the officers mentioned 
in the two preceding sections, for attendance as witnesses,

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or for any other service in an official capacity, shall be paid 
by the officer receiving the same, to the City Treasurer, 
and said officer shall, at the same time, report to the 
Auditor of Accounts the amount thus paid, Provided , 
however , that said officers need not account for any fees for 
travel and attendance before the Supreme Judicial and 
Superior Courts, as witnesses. 

Sec. 17. the standing justice of the police court 
OF LOWELL shall be paid at the rate of fifty dollars* per 
annum, for receiving complaints, issuing warrants, and 
trying cases under the Forty-Second Chapter of the 
General Statutes, or any subsequent Act, or Ordinance 
concerning truant children and absentees from school. 

SUPERINTENDENTS AND INSPEC- 
TORS. 

Sec. 18. The salary of the superintendent of 
STREETS shall be at the rate of sixteen hundred dollars 
per annum. The city shall furnish a horse for his use. 

Sec. 19. The salary of, the SUPERINTENDENT OF PUB- 
LIC BUILDINGS shall be at the rate of thirteen hundred dol- 
lars per annum. The city shall furnish a horse and 
conveyance for the use of himself and the men under his 
charge.

Sec. 20. The salary of the superintendent of the 
WATER WORKS shall he at the rate of fourteen hundred 
dollars per annum, and he shall furnish a horse and 
carriage for his own use. 

Sec. 21. The salary of the SUPERINTENDENT OF CITY 
SCALES shall he one hundred dollars per annum, and he 
pay over to the City Treasury all moneys received for fees. 

The salary of any additional weigher of hay and other 
articles shall he at such rate as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may from time to time determine, provided that the same 
shall not exceed the amount of fees received. 

Sec. 22. The salary of the inspector of milk shall 
be at the rate of twenty- five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 23. The salary of the fish w arden shall be at 
rate of forty dollars per annum. 

Sec. 24. The salary of the SEALER OF weights and 
MEASURES shall he at the rate of four hundred dollars per 
annum, and all fees received by him shall he paid to the 
City Treasury monthly, and he shall, at the same time, 
report to the Auditor of Accounts the amount of such 
payment. 

Sec. 25. The salary of the secretary of the board of 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR shall he at the rate of eight hun- 
dred dollars per annum.

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ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 26. The salary of the chairman of tiie hoard 
OF ASSESSORS shall be nine hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum ; and the salary of each of the other Assessors 
shall be eight hundred dollars per annum ; and the said 
Assessors shall make out and distribute the tax bills. The 
Assessors shall devote their whole time, from March 1st to 
Oct. 15th, to the service of the city, and shall engage in 
no other business or calling during that time. They shall 
jointly make a valuation of the real estate in the city, and 
enter the same in a book to be kept for mutual reference, 
the same to be done before entering upon a subdivision of 
their duties of assessing in May. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 27. The salaries of the several members of the 
Fire Department for the year beginning April first, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine shall be as herein 
mentioned, to be paid semi-annually, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

The salary of the chief ENGINEER shall be at the rate 
of twelve hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly, 
which shall be in full payment for all services which may be 
required of him by the City Council ; and he shall devote 
his whole time to the duties of his office. 
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SALARIES. 


The salary of the FIRST ASSISTANT ENGINEER shall be 
at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars, and of the 
other Assistant Engineers at the rate of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars each per annum. 

The SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS, who 
shall be a member of the Board, shall receive twenty-five 
dollars additional, which shall be in full payment for all the 
services which may be required of him by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engineers. 

The FOREMEN and CLERKS of the respective Hose, Hook 
and Ladder and Steam Fire Engine Companies, shall be 
paid at the rate of one hundred and ten dollars each per 
annum. 

The STEWARDS of Hose Companies shall be paid at the 
rate of one hundred and forty dollars p.er annum. Said 
Stewards shall be members of the Companies for which 
they act, and said sums shall be in full payment for all 
their services as Stewards and Members of Companies. 

drivers of Steamers, Hook and Ladder and. Horse 
Hose Carriages, who shall perform all the duties of 
Stewards, shall be paid two dollars per day. 

ENGINEERS OF STEAM FIRE ENGINES shall be paid at the 
rate of one hundred and seventy-five dollars per annum.

Whenever any person in the employ- 
ment of the city shall demand payment of his salary, or
